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A Salute to Dodger Cy Young 
Award Winners 


The numbers don’t lie. 

Since the inception of the Cy Young Award in 1956, when Dodger right-hander Don Newcombe took 
home the hardware, seven different Dodger pitchers have captured a total of nine trophies. 

In 2003, Dodger closer Eric Gagné capped off one of the most statistically dominating performances by 
a pitcher in the history of Major League Baseball by becoming the seventh Dodger to earn the Cy Young 
Award. Incredibly, only two other big league teams, the Yankees and Athletics, have had as many as five 
winners. 


Eric Gagné, 2003 


Gagné, 27, became just the ninth relief pitcher in Major League history to win the award and the second 
Dodger reliever, joining Mike Marshall, who was the first reliever to win it in 1974. The right-hander joined 
Newcombe (1956), Don Drysdale (1962), Sandy Koufax, (1963, 1965, 1966), Marshall, Fernando Valenzuela (1981) 
and Orel Hershiser 
(1988) as one of the 
seven Dodger Cy Young 
Award winners while 
becoming just the sec- 
ond Canadian pitcher to 
ever win the award, join- 
ing Chicago's Ferguson 
Jenkins in 1971. 

In tying the NL 
record with 55 saves 
and joining John 
Smoltz for second- 
place on the all-time 
single-season list, 
Gagné became the first 
pitcher in history to 
complete a 162-game 
schedule without blow- 
ing a save opportunity. 
He became the first 
pitcher to post more 
than 50 saves in multi- 
ple seasons and his 107 
saves from 2002-03 shattered the previous record of 94 set by Oakland's Dennis Eckersley from 1991-92. 

Gagné set a Major League record by striking out 15.0 batters per nine innings and led the Major Leagues 
in saves (55), relief batting average allowed (.133) and runners per nine innings (6.6) while finishing sec- 
ond in baseball in relief ERA (1.20). His ERA set a big league record for the lowest mark among any pitch- 
er with 75 or more appearances, as he finished with a career-high tying 77 appearances, allowing just 37 
hits and 20 walks while striking out 137 in 82.1 innings pitched. 

When Gagné saved his 50th game in the Dodgers’ 143rd game, he tied Smoltz as the fastest to reach 
that benchmark and his 30th save in the Dodgers’ 82nd game also tied his own record from 2002, which 
was equaled by Smoltz this year. He notched his 100th career save in his 107th opportunity, becoming the 
fastest reliever in history to hit that milestone. 

Gagné also displayed his dominance by becoming the first reliever to save more than 50 games while 
posting an ERA below 1.45. In his 55 save situations, he posted a 0.32 ERA, allowing just two runs on 21 
hits and 10 walks with 98 strikeouts in 55.0 innings pitched. 

After earning a spot on the National League squad for the All-Star Game for the second consecutive 
year, Gagné went 1-0 with a 0.24 ERA and 24 saves in 37.0 innings pitched during the second half. 

Among the other Major League records set by Gagné were the longest streak without blowing a save 
within a single season (55), the longest streak to start a season (55) and the most Interleague saves in a 
single season (9). 

As he enters the 2004 season, Gagné will look to extend his record-setting streak of 63 consecutive 
saves coverted, with the hope that he might someday join Koufax as the only Dodgers in history to take 
home the Cy Young Award on more than one occasion. 


Dodger Cy Young Award Winners 


Don Newcombe, 1956 


Seven years after winning the 
Major League Rookie of the Year 
Award, Newcombe received the first- 
ever Major League Cy Young Award, 
given to the most outstanding pitcher 
in both leagues (it was changed to a 
winner in each league in 1967). The 
big right-hander's 1956 campaign, in 
fact, was so dominating that he was 
also named National League Most 
Valuable Player, making him the only 
Major Leaguer to win the Rookie of 
the Year, Cy Young and Most Valuable 
Player awards during his career. In 
helping the Brooklyn Dodgers capture 
their sixth NL pennant in 10 seasons, 
"Newk" posted a 27-7 record to lead 
the big leagues in victories and win- 
ning percentage (.794) as he became a 
20-game winner for the third time. In 
38 games, including 36 starts, he com- 
piled a 3.06 ERA, 18 complete games, 
five shutouts and 139 strikeouts in 
268.0 innings. He put together a nine-game winning streak at one point during the season, which includ- 
ed a consecutive scoreless innings streak of 39.2. He closed out the season by winning nine of his last 10 
decisions. 


Don Drysdale, 1962 


Dodger Stadium opened its doors for the 
first time in 1962 and Drysdale found the 
new ballpark very much to his liking, posting 
a 13-3 record and 2.16 ERA in 22 home 
appearances. Overall, in his seventh big 
league season, the right-hander compiled a 
25-9 record with a 2.84 ERA, one save, 19 
complete games and 232 strikeouts in 314.1 
innings over 43 games (41 starts) to be rec- 
ognized as the Major Leagues’ best pitcher. 
He led the Majors in wins, strikeouts and 
innings pitched to help the Dodgers put 
together a 102-win season. During one 
stretch in the campaign, he compiled an 11- 
game winning streak, going 6-1 in June and 
a perfect 6-0 in July. He entered the All-Star 
break with a 15-4 mark and drew the start 
and hurled 3.0 scoreless innings in the sum- 
mer's first of two Major League All-Star 
Games. In winning the Cy Young Award, 
Drysdale received 14 of the 20 first-place 
votes. He also finished fifth in voting for the 
National League Most Valuable Player Award. 


Sandy Koufax, 1963 


How dominant was the future Hall of Famer 
in 1963? Not only did Koufax unanimously win 
the Major League Cy Young Award, he was also 
selected as the National League's Most Valuable 
Player, matching the accomplishment of former 
Dodger Don Newcombe, who won both honors in 
1956. Koufax tallied a 25-5 record during the 
Dodgers' 1963 World Championship season, lead- 
ing the Major Leagues in wins, ERA (1.88), 
shutouts (11) and strikeouts (306 in 311.0 
innings). He became the first National Leaguer 
ever to reach the 300 plateau in single-season 
strikeouts. He was virtually unbeatable at Dodger 
Stadium, going 11-1 with a 1.38 ERA and six 
shutouts in 17 starts. Among his home gems, 
Koufax tossed his second career no-hitter to beat 
the San Francisco Giants, 8-0, on May 11. In the 
World Series, he tossed a pair of complete games 
to lead the Dodgers to a stunning four-game 
sweep of the New York Yankees. In Game 1, he 
struck out 15 batters, and in the decisive Game 4, 
he fired a six-hitter to win, 2-1. Koufax also 
pitched a scoreless inning to notch the win in the 
Major League All-Star Game. 


Sandy Koufax, 1965 


The 1965 season produced a World Championship for the Dodgers and a second Major League Cy Young 
Award for Koufax, who continued his dominance of opposing hitters. As he did two years earlier, he gar- 
nered all 20 first-place votes. The southpaw topped the Major Leagues in wins (26-8), winning percentage 
(.765), ERA (2.04), complete games (27) and innings pitched (335.2) and he shattered his own mark set in 
1963 by recording 382 strikeouts, which still stands as a National League record. He struck out 10 or more 
batters 21 times. Koufax was especially tough at Dodger Stadium, where he was 14-3 with a 1.35 ERA and 
six shutouts in 20 starts, including his performance on Sept. 9, when he hurled his fourth career no-hitter, 
a perfect game to beat the Chicago Cubs, 1-0. In the World Series against the Minnesota Twins, he pitched 
a pair of shutouts, a 7-0 four-hitter in Game 5 and a 2-0 three-hitter in the decisive Game 7. He finished 
second to San Francisco's Willie Mays in the NL Most Valuable Player Award voting. Capping off his stellar 
season, Koufax was selected as Sports Illustrated's Sportsman of the Year. 


Sandy Koufax, 1966 


In a surprising announcement following the 1966 season, Koufax retired from the game, making him 
the only pitcher ever to garner a Cy Young Award in his final Major League campaign. What a way to go 
out. En route to capturing his third such honor in four years, he led the Major Leagues in wins (27-9), 
strikeouts (317), innings pitched (328.0), complete games (27 in 41 starts) and ERA (1.73), winning his 
fifth consecutive National League ERA title and helping the Dodgers capture their third NL pennant in four 
years. Just as he was in his previous two triumphs, Koufax was a unanimous selection in the Cy Young Award 
voting. The 27 victories were a career high and the ERA was a career low. He also tied for the NL lead with 
five shutouts. In addition, Koufax started and pitched 3.0 innings to earn the victory in the Major League 
All-Star Game. For the second straight year, Koufax also was second in the NL MVP balloting, this time to 
Pittsburgh's Roberto Clemente. This was the final season only one Cy Young Award was given representing 
all of Major League Baseball. 


Mike Marshall, 1974 


Acquired in an offseason trade from the Montreal 
Expos, Marshall proved to be a real workhorse out of the 
Dodger bullpen, getting the call often from Manager 
Walter Alston and becoming the first reliever in either 
league to win the Cy Young Award. After setting Major 
League records with 92 appearances and 179.0 innings 
pitched in relief for the Expos the previous season, the 
right-hander shattered those marks in 1974 by appearing 
in 106 games and logging 208.1 innings to play a key role 
in the Dodgers’ drive to the National League pennant. In 
doing so, he compiled a 15-12 record, a 2.42 ERA and a 
league-leading 21 saves while striking out 143 batters, a 
Dodger single-season record for a relief pitcher. He also 
set a Major League mark by making an appearance in 13 
consecutive games. Marshall pitched 3.0 or more innings 
on 21 occasions, 4.0 innings seven times and 5.0 innings 
and 6.0 innings one time each. He made appearances in 
seven postseason games, including all five World Series 
contests, and gave up just one run in 12.0 innings. He 
also pitched 2.0 scoreless innings to record a save in the 
MLB All-Star Game. Marshall collected 17 of the first- 
place votes in the Cy Young Award balloting and was 
third in voting for the NL Most Valuable Player Award. 


Fernando Valenzuela, 1981 


The “Fernandomania” craze swept over Los Angeles and the 
entire baseball world when the 20-year old Valenzuela burst onto 
the scene in 1981. The native of Mexico posted a 13-7 mark and 
a 2.48 ERA in 25 starts, leading the Major Leagues in shutouts (8) 
and strikeouts (180) and topping the National League in com- 
plete games (11) and innings pitched (192.1). He went on to 
become the only player to win the Rookie of the Year and Cy 
Young awards in the same season as he helped the Dodgers earn 
their first World Championship in 16 years. The left-hander set 
the tone for his big campaign right away, making an emergency 
start on Opening Day against Houston and hurling a five-hit 2-0 
shutout. That started a string of eight consecutive wins, includ- 
ing seven complete games, five of which were shutouts. 
Valenzuela tallied an NL season-high 36.0 consecutive scoreless 
innings and had another streak of 32.2. His blazing start earned 
him a trip to the All-Star Game, where he got the starting nod for 
the NL. He continued his stellar pitching in the postseason as he 
went 3-1 in five starts, including complete-game wins in the 
Division Series against Houston and the World Series vs. the New 
York Yankees. Valenzuela finished fifth in voting for the NL Most 
Valuable Player Award. 


Orel Hershiser, 1988 


ey It was a storybook season for the Dodgers and Hershiser. The 
! * right-hander had one of the more remarkable years ever by a big 
, league pitcher and was rewarded by being selected as a unanimous 
winner of the National League Cy Young Award as he was instrumen- 
We - tal in the Dodgers’ drive to an improbable World Championship. He fin- 
ished 23-8 with a 2.36 ERA, one save, 15 complete games, eight 
shutouts and 178 strikeouts in 267.0 innings. He led the NL in 
shutouts and innings pitched and tied for the lead in wins and com- 
plete games. Not only did he nab the Cy Young Award, his postseason 
heroics earned him both the NLCS and World Series MVP trophies. His 
regular season ended in record-setting fashion as he tallied 59.0 con- 
secutive scoreless innings to break the Major League record, set by for- 
mer Dodger Don Drysdale in 1968. He rode that high into the post- 
season, where he compiled a 3-0 record and a 1.05 ERA in six games 
(five starts), three of which were complete games. In the decisive 
Game 7 of the NLCS, he hurled a five-hitter to blank the New York 
Mets, 6-0. Then in the World Series against Oakland, he went the dis- 
tance twice, including a 6-0 three-hit whitewash in Game 2 and a four- 
hitter in the fifth and final game. Hershiser also finished sixth in the 
voting for the NL Most Valuable Player Award.

Frank H. McCourt, Jr. took the reins as just the fourth Los Angeles Dodger owner on Jan. 29, 2004, as 
Major Leaque owners unanimously approved his bid to purchase the club from News Corp. He became just the sec- 
ond person in club history to solely own the franchise. Walter O'Malley was the first to take sole ownership when 
he did so in 1975 before leaving the club to his two children, Peter O'Malley and Terry Seidler in 1979. McCourt's 
first order of business was to name his wife, Jamie McCourt, as Vice Chairman. 

Baseball has always been a passion for McCourt. His grandfather, Francis, became a minority owner of 
the Boston Braves in 1941. 

“T want people to know that I am a fan first and an owner second,” said McCourt. “We are thrilled to bring 
family ownership back to this franchise and with the family comes a visible presence. This is not just one of the 
greatest franchises in baseball, it's one of the greatest teams in all of sports and I take to heart all the responsi- 
bilities that come with it. This new chapter in Dodger baseball is driven by our mission and commitment to build 
a consistent winner on the field year after year. While 
doing this, we will respect the history, the tradition and 
the fans of this great organization.” 

The Boston native founded The McCourt Company 
in 1977, which specializes in the development of major 
commercial real estate projects. McCourt has earned a 
reputation as a visionary and influential businessman 
responsible for impacting much of the Boston landscape. 

With construction roots going back five genera- 
tions, the McCourt name has been associated with near- 
ly every major project in the city of Boston over the last 
110 years, including developments in the city's Back Bay, 
Logan Airport, Downtown, including the original Central 
Artery and currently the “Big Dig.” 

Shortly after founding The McCourt Company, 
at a time when few people could envision the develop- 
ment potential of Boston's waterfront, McCourt acquired 
more than 24 acres of South Boston waterfront land. 
That prescient transaction spurred new interest in the 
area, now known as the Seaport, and ultimately ignited 
a development rush that continues today with the build- 
ing of a new convention center, hotels, offices, residen- 
tial buildings and numerous other commercial, govern- 
ment and cultural facilities. 

McCourt sits on the Board of Regents of 
Georgetown University, from which he graduated in 
1975, and co-chaired the recently completed Georgetown 
University Third Century Campaign. He is active in a wide 
array of educational, trade, civic and charitable organi- 
zations, all of which deserve recognition, but none more 
so than the South Boston Neighborhood House. He serves 
as President of The Board for this settlement house, 
founded in 1901, which serves the comunity where his 
great-grandfather and grandfather lived. 

He and his wife, Jamie, were married in 1979 
and have four sons, Drew, 22, Travis, 20, Casey, 17, and 
Gavin, 13. McCourt has coached several of their baseball 
and ice hockey teams as part of his commitment to youth 
sports and development.

In her role as Vice Chairman of the Los Angeles Dodgers, Jamie McCourt is currently the highest rank- 
ing female executive in baseball. She is involved in the overall decision making and strategic planning of the 
organization, as well as the integration of the business and baseball sides of the front office. 

Prior to joining the Dodgers in her current capacity, McCourt held the position of Vice President and 
General Counsel at the McCourt Company, which specializes in the development of major commercial real estate 
projects. In that role, her main focus, along with her husband, was to promote the planning for the South Boston 
waterfront land purchased by the company, which today includes new highway and local infrastructure, a new sub- 
way line, and plans for office, retail and residential development. 

Before joining the McCourt Company, McCourt was an attorney in private practice for 15 years. She 
began her career in 1978 at the law firm of Layton & Sherman in Manhattan, specializing in international and secu- 
tities law. After moving to Boston, she opened up her own practice, focusing on corporate, real estate and family 
law. McCourt then spent four years as Of Counsel to the firm of Homans, Hamilton & Dahmen in Boston. She is 
admitted to the Bars of Massachusetts and New York, as well as the District Courts for the Eastern and Southern 
Districts of New York. 

Considered a leader among women in business, McCourt was recently included in Boston Magazine's “Top 
100 Most Powerful People,” and she also ranked among the “Top 100 Women Who Run Boston” in a May 2003 poll 
by the same publication. She is highly respected by Massachusetts business and civic leaders, as summed up by 
United States Congressman Stephen Lynch, who said in the Boston Magazine article, “You underestimate Jamie 
McCourt at your own risk." 

McCourt earned her undergraduate B.S. degree in French in 1975 from Georgetown University and grad- 
uated as a certified language teacher. She also holds a diploma from La Sorbonne at the University of Paris (Diplome 
de Langue et Civilisation Francaises - 1974). 

McCourt received her J.D. from the University of Maryland School of Law in 1978 and spent a semester 
of law school at American University’s Seventh Law and Policy Institute Abroad at Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
Israel. In 1994, she earned her M.S. (MBA) degree from the MIT Sloan School of Management, where her concen- 
tration was in both organizational learning and corporate finance. 

Her entrepreneurial interests and background have led her to angel investing and consulting both on 
her own and with a Harvard/MIT-based group of angel investors called the Hub Angels. 

McCourt is a member of the Sloan School of Management Visiting Committee to MIT, the MIT Sloan 
School of Management Dean's Advisory Council and MIT Sloan Fellows Board of Governors. Most recently, she served 
as a panelist at MIT for the first Annual Symposium for "Women in Business and Technology," where the theme 
was "Breaking New Ground" and her topic was “Surviving Corporate Politics.” She is also a member of the 
Georgetown College Board of Advisors and recently co-chaired the Georgetown University Third Century Campaign. 
At Milton Academy she participates as a member of the Headmaster’s Council. 

The avid swimmer is a native of Baltimore, Maryland, where she grew up as a fan of the Orioles. She 
married Frank in 1979 and they have four sons, Drew, 22, Travis, 20, Casey, 17 and Gavin, 13.

A HISTORY OF DODGER OWNERSHIP 


When Frank McCourt officially purchased the Dodgers from News Corp. on January 29, 2004, he became 
owner of one of the most successful franchises in Major League Baseball history. Since the Dodgers entered the 
National League in the 1890 season, they have made 22 postseason appearances, tied for the second most in the 
Major Leagues and have made 18 World Series appearances, second most all-time to the New York Yankees. 

The Dodgers’ first ownership team in 1890 was Ferdinand Abell, a northeast businessman and Charles 
Byrne, a real estate agent and former sportswriter. The following season, George Chauncey, a wealthy real estate 
mogul was added to the ownership group. Charles Ebbets, an architectural draftsman, worked his way up from a 
jack-of-all-trades to Byrne's right-hand man and in 1897, joined the Dodgers’ ownership group of Abell and Byme, 
who had bought out Chauncey’s shares. Byrne passed away later that year and Abell and Ebbets bought up his 
shares in the team. The Dodger franchise merged with the Baltimore Orioles in 1899, with their owners Harry Von 
der Horst and Ned Hanlon receiving 49.6 percent stake in the Dodgers. Henry Medicus, a Brooklyn furniture man- 
ufacturer, joined with his friend, Ebbets, to buy Von der Horst's shares in 1905 and then the shares of Abell and 
Hanlon in 1907. 

Ebbets, along with new partners Ed and Steve McKeever, who had made their money in the contracting 
business, bought out Medicus and with their help in 1913 opened the Brooklyn Dodgers’ new home called Ebbets 
Field. Together they saw the Dodgers achieve great success on the field and at the turnstiles. In 1925, Ebbets died 
of heart failure and left his shares in a family trust with Ed McKeever, who died 11 days later of pneumonia that 
he caught at Ebbets' funeral, also leaving his shares in a family trust. 

The team floundered under the new management group and in 1938 Steve McKeever passed away, leav- 
ing his shares to his daughter Dearie and her husband, James Mulvey. Walter O'Malley, a Brooklyn lawyer who had 
served on the board of directors since 1932, was hired on as the team’s attorney in 1943 and he, along with Branch 
Rickey and John Smith bought Ed McKeever's family shares in 1944. In 1945 the same groups bought the Ebbets’ 
trust shares and each man owned 25 percent of the Dodgers with the Mulveys owning the other quarter. O'Malley 
started the organization on the upswing and in 1950, he bought Rickey's shares. In 1958, O'Malley obtained the 
Smith shares and finally took full ownership in 1975 by obtaining the shares owned by the Mulveys. O'Malley con- 
tinued as owner of the Dodgers until his death of cancer in 1979, when he left the team to his son Peter and daugh- 
ter Terry. Peter and Terry continued to own the team until selling to News Corp. in 1997.

Executive Vice President & General Manager 


Paul DePodesta enters his first season as Executive Vice President and General Manager of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, a position to which he was appointed on Feb. 16, 2004. In that capacity, he is responsible for 
the overall baseball operations of the club, including scouting, player personnel and player development. 

DePodesta, 31, who is the ninth general manager in Los Angeles Dodger history, joined three others as 


the third-youngest person to be named general manag- 
er in baseball history behind Boston's Theo Epstein (28) 
and San Diego's Randy Smith (29). Considered by many 
as one of the top innovators in baseball, DePodesta 
enters his ninth season in Major League Baseball, 
including five years with the Oakland Athletics and 
three years with the Cleveland Indians. 

In his eight seasons in Major League 
Baseball, DePodesta's teams have reached the playoffs 
seven times, including each of the past four seasons in 
which he served as assistant general manager for the 
Athletics. During that time, Oakland posted a 392-255 
record (.606) tied for the best winning percentage in 
baseball. 

In December 2003, Baseball America rated 
the top GM prospects in baseball and in naming 
DePodesta as the fourth best, the publication said, "he's 
intellectual, has excellent administrative skills and 
knows how to study statistics, but he appreciates tradi- 
tional scouting methods." 

DePodesta, who has served as a keynote 
speaker at numerous business conventions around the

country, has also been recognized by several publications, including Baseball Prospectus and Fortune magazine, 
which recently named him as one of the Top 10 innovators under the age of 40. Additionally, his theories and ideas 
were featured significantly in Michael Lewis’ New York Times best seller, Moneyball: The Art of Winning an Unfair 
Game. 

In 1999, DePodesta’s first season as assistant general manager with the Athletics, the team posted a 
winning record for the first time in seven seasons and in each subsequent year, the team has reached the playoffs, 
winning three American League Western Division titles and capturing one Wild Card berth. 

Prior to his arrival in Oakland, 
DePodesta spent three seasons with the 
Cleveland Indians, serving as an advance 
scout for two years, including 1997 when 
the club won the American League 
Championship and reached Game 7 of the 
World Series. In his final month with 
Cleveland, DePodesta was appointed 
Special Assistant to the General Manager, 
where he aided John Hart with player 
personnel decisions. 

Before joining the Indians in 
1996, DePodesta worked for the Baltimore 
Stallions of the Canadian Football League 
and the Baltimore Bandits of the 
American Hockey League. 

The Alexandria, VA native attended Harvard University, where he played baseball and football for the 
Crimson and graduated cum laude in 1995 with a degree in economics. 

He and his wife, Karen, have a newborn son, Trevor.

Counsel. He was appointed to his current position on Jan. 27, 2000. Fernandez originally joined the organization 
on June 1, 1984 as General Counsel and was later assigned the additional responsibilities of Assistant Secretary in 
1987 and Secretary in 1998. 

Fernandez was an associate with the law firm of Latham & Watkins from 1980-84, serving as the 
Dodgers’ resident counsel from Feb. 1, 1983 until formally joining the organization in 1984. 

He graduated magna cum laude from UCLA in 1976 with a bachelor of arts degree in sociology and polit- 
ical science. He received his Juris Doctor in 1980 from University of California Hastings College of Law, and was 
elected to the Order of the Coif, He was admitted to the practice of law in 1980 and is an active member of the 
California State Bar and the American Bar Association. 

Fernandez currently serves on the Board of Directors of Los Angeles Dodgers, Inc. and has served on the 
Boards of Directors of Major League Baseball Enterprises, Inc., Major League Baseball Properties, Inc., The Pediatrics 
and Family Medical Foundation in Los Angeles, and the Southern California Chapter of the American Corporate 
Counsel Association. 

Fernandez and his wife, Susan, reside in Manhattan Beach, CA with their children, Kristina and Mike.

Senior Vice President, Communications 


The 2004 season marks Derrick Hall's fifth as Senior Vice President, Communications, a position he was 
appointed to on Dec. 14, 1999. He is responsible for all corporate and club communications efforts and directly 
oversees the club's public relations, media relations, publications, broadcasting, external affairs, government rela- 
tions, and community affairs departments. 

Hall is credited for reuniting Fernando Valenzuela with the Los Angeles Dodgers after hiring him as an 
announcer for the team's Spanish radio broadcasts in 2003. Considered an industry-wide specialist in strategic pub- 
lic relations, Hall spends a great deal of time with image building, media training, brand promoting, proactive 
pitching, and crisis management, and teaches sports public relations at the University of Southern California. His 
reputation has allowed him to assist other local teams, organizations from the other sports, sports agents, and pro- 
fessional athletes with their public relations issues, needs, and strategies. 

Hall originally joined the Dodgers in 1992 and worked in several capacities for the club's Single-A 
Florida State League affiliate in Vero Beach, FL. In addition to his numerous Spring Training and Single-A season 
duties, Hall added the position of Arizona Instructional League Business Manager to his baseball experience. He 
moved to Los Angeles in May 1994 to join the Publicity Department, initially as Assistant Director and later as 
Director, and remained with the ballclub until January 1999. As Director, Publicity, Hall coordinated all public rela- 
tions efforts during the sale of the ballclub from the O'Malley family to the FOX Group in 1998. 

Hall left the Dodgers in January 1999 to become the host of a three-hour morning talk show on XTRA 
Sports 1150 AM, then the Dodgers’ flagship station. In addition to his early-morning routine, Hall hosted the 
pregame show, "Dodger Game Day" on 1150 AM when the team played at home. He also was in front of the cam- 
era as a fill-in sports anchor at KNBC-TV Channel 4 in Los Angeles beginning in August 1999, a position he relin- 
quished upon accepting the job with the Dodgers. 

The Los Angeles native received a bachelor's degree from Arizona State University in sports broadcast- 
ing and a master's degree from Ohio University in sports administration. Upon undergraduate completion, Hall 
assumed an assistant editor role for a city magazine in Las Vegas. In 2002, Hall was inducted into the ASU Walter 
Cronkite School of Journalism and Mass Communication Alumni Hall of Fame and in early 2003 was awarded the 
ASU Young Alumni Achievement Award. In addition, he was awarded the "High Five" award by the Southern 
California Sports Broadcasters in February, and will be inducted into the Southern California Jewish Sports Hall of 
Fame later this year. 

He serves on the Board of Directors for the Los Angeles Economic Development Corporation, the 
Southern California Sports Broadcasters Association, the Southern California Chapter of the 65 Roses Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation, the Professional Baseball Scout Foundation, "People for Parks," the Southern California Professional 
Golfers Association (SCPGA), the Dodgers Dream Foundation, is a member of the March of Dimes Communications 
Committee, the White Memorial Medical Center Foundation Golf Committee, and the Baseball Advisory Committee 
for the ASU athletic department.

Regarded by many as baseball's most popular ambassador, Tommy Lasorda begins his 55th season in the 
Dodger organization and ninth as Vice President. He was named Vice President on July 29, 1996 after retiring as 
manager, a position he held for the previous 20 seasons. Lasorda assumed all player personnel responsibilities when 
he was named the Dodgers’ interim General Manager on June 22, 1998. He relinquished his General Manager duties 
when he was promoted to Senior Vice President on Sept. 11, 1998. 

In his current front-office capacity, Lasorda spends much of his time scouting, evaluating and teach- 
ing minor league players as well as spreading baseball goodwill to thousands as he makes more than 100 speech- 
es and appearances to various charities, private groups and military personnel each year. 

Last season saw Lasorda once again take his baseball and motivational expertise to Japan when the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and the Osaka Buffaloes agreed to a third year in their “friendship” agreement that centered 
around Lasorda consulting with the Buffaloes in all 
aspects of baseball. Lasorda, who along with the 
Buffaloes have extended their agreement for one 
more season, through 2004, in the hopes of build- 
ing on their successes from 2001 and 2002, spent a

ager. He ranks 13th with 1,599 wins and 12th with 
3,038 games managed in Major League history. His 
16 wins in 30 NL Championship Series games managed were the most of any manager at the time of his retirement 
in 1996. His 61 postseason games managed rank third all-time behind Bobby Cox and Casey Stengel. Lasorda post- 
ed a 3-1 record as the NL manager in four All-Star Games. He joined St. Louis’ Gabby Street (1930-31) as the only 
managers in NL history to win league titles in his first two seasons when he led the Dodgers to titles in 1977-78. 
Lasorda also managed nine of the Dodgers’ 16 Rookies of the Year, more than any other big league skipper in his- 
tory. 


Prior to replacing Hall of Famer Walter Alston as manager on Sept. 29, 1976, Lasorda spent four sea- 
sons in Los Angeles on Alston's coaching staff from 1973-76. He spent eight seasons as a manager in the Dodgers’ 
minor league system at Pocatello (1965), Ogden (1966-68), Spokane (1969-71) and Albuquerque (1972). Lasorda 
also spent four years as a Dodger scout after retiring as a player following the 1960 season. An astounding 75 play- 
ers Lasorda managed in the minor leagues went on to play in the majors. 


Lasorda compiled an 0-4 record and 6.52 ERA as a left-handed pitcher in parts of three major leaque 
seasons with the Brooklyn Dodgers (1954-55) and Kansas City Athletics (1956). In all, he spent 14 seasons in the 
minor leagues from 1945-60 and he served two years in the military from 1946-47. 

He has won numerous awards throughout his career, including being named Minor League Manager of 
the Year by The Sporting News in 1970, Manager of the Year by UPI and AP in 1977, Manager of the Year by AP in 
1981 and N.L. Manager of the Year by Baseball America and Co-Manager of the Year by The Sporting News in 1988. 
He was the recipient of the Association of Professional Baseball Players of America’s inaugural Milton Richman 
Memorial Award with Sparky Anderson in 1987, the BBWAA Philadelphia Chapter’s Humanitarian Award in 1993, 
Los Angeles Junior Chamber of Commerce's Award of Merit in 1997, Touchdown Club of Columbus’ Baseball 
Ambassador of the Year in 1997, Arete’s Courage in Sports Award in 1997 and was honored by the President of the 
Dominican Republic in 1997 for his dedication to the game of baseball throughout his career. 

Lasorda has been a spokesperson for the American Heart Association and serves on the Board of 
Directors for the Prefessional Baseball Scouts Foundation. He has received honorary doctorate degrees from 
Pepperdine University, St. Thomas University, Cal State Long Beach, University of Phoenix and Concordia 
University. He will recieve his sixth honorary degree in May when he is also honored by the University of Hawaii. 
In February 2003, he was honored by Cal Tech when he became only the second person to ever have an astroid 
named after them. His astroid is #6128, otherwise known as Astroid Lasorda. 

Lasorda and his wife Jo, whom he has been married to for 53 years, reside in Fullerton, CA. They will 
celebrate their 54th wedding anniversary on April 14, 2004. The couple renamed a gymnasium and youth center 
in memory of their son, Tom Jr., in Yorba Linda, CA on Sept. 7, 1997. They are also the proud grandparents of Emily 
Tess, who is the seven-year-old child of their daughter Laura and son-in-law Bill Goldberg.

Craig Callan enters his 25th year at Dodgertown and his fourth as Vice President, Spring Training and 
Minor League Facilities. Callan's past duties have included overseeing the Dodgertown complex in Vero Beach, FL, 
which includes Spring Training, the Single-A Florida State League Vero Beach Dodgers, the rookie-level Gulf Coast 
League Dodgers, various minor league activities and use by international teams, a Sports and Conference Center 
catering year-round to national and international groups, as well as two golf courses and 60 acres of citrus groves 
prior to their sale in 2001. 

In his position as Vice President, he also oversees the Dodgers’ training facility in the Dominican 
Republic and acts as a liaison with all Dodger minor league affiliates. 

Since 1988 when Callan began serving as its director, Dodgertown has been recognized as one of the 
top spring training sites, often referred to as “Baseball Heaven,” and the complex was rated the No. 1 spring train- 
ing site in the December 2003 issue of Baseball America. Other awards include the 2000 Red Cross Business of the 
Year, 1999 United Way Corporate and Charter Community Service Award, the 1997 Chamber of Commerce Industry 
Appreciation and United Way Essence Awards, and the 1993 Indian River County Council of 100 Business of the 
Year Award. 

Callan’s dedication to Dodgertown culminated in the winter of 2001 when the state agreed to designate 
funding to upgrade the facility to a state of the art baseball and entertainment complex. On Aug. 29, 2001, the 
local community purchased the Dodgertown baseball parcel for $19 million. Renovations began after the 2002 sea- 
son with a new, 30,000 square-foot building that includes clubhouses, training facilities, and executive and admin- 
istrative offices adjacent to Holman Stadium. Renovations to existing fields have also been made along with the 
construction of four new indoor batting/pitching tunnels and a new Major League pitching and bunting area adja- 
cent to historic Holman Stadium. 

An active member of the community, Callan was the recipient of the Vero Beach Police Department 
Citizen of the Year Award in 1995, Treasure Coast Citizen of the Year Award in 1998 and the Florida Irish-American 
Society Irishman of the Year Award in 2001. He has served on several boards in the community, including the 
United Way, Samaritan Center, Council of 100 of Indian River County and the Civic Leadership Program and the 
Gifford Youth Community Center, among others. 

Callan and his wife, Cynthia, reside in Vero Beach, FL and are the proud grandparents of five-year-old

Sergio del Prado begins his fifth season with the Dodgers and third as Vice President, Sales. He joined 
the club on July 1, 2000 as Director, Sales and Marketing, after serving the previous two years as General Manager 
of the Los Angeles Galaxy soccer team. As Vice President, Sales he oversees ticket sales, sponsorship sales and 
service, Spanish broadcast sales and service and premium sales and service. 

In his two seasons with the Galaxy, Del Prado led the club to success on and off the field. Under his 
watch, the team led Major League Soccer in attendance and sponsorship revenue while playing for the MLS Cup. 
It also established the Galaxy Foundation, a 501c3 organization which contributed over $300,000 in cash and in- 
kind to help needy Los Angeles area youth, On the broadcast front, del Prado was able to secure MLS' and the 
Galaxy's first ever-local Spanish television broadcasting deal with Telemundo's KVEA-Channel 52 and the club's first- 
ever English lanquage radio deal with KRLA (1110 AM). He also negotiated the club's return to English over-the- 
air television with a five-game schedule on KCAL 9. Likewise he brokered a preseason tour of Argentina for the 
Galaxy and established MLS' first national broadcast on Fox Sports World Espanol for a match with the Argentine 
club team Talleres. Del Prado initiated the first Copa Cruz M. Bustamante in which the Galaxy took on Chivas of 
Guadalajara, establishing a Galaxy international match attendance record and raising over $30,000 for charity. This 
lead to a five-match agreement for games in three MLS cities. 

Del Prado joined the Galaxy after serving as senior vice president of corporate marketing for the 1999 
FIFA Women's World Cup Organizing Committee since September of 1997. As the holder of the highest marketing 
position, Del Prado devoted his considerable energy towards signing world-wide marketing partners to join FIFA's 
Official Sponsors in promoting the largest-ever world championship for women's soccer. Top accomplishments 
include Allstate's first-ever major sports sponsorship, HP technology sponsorship and media partnerships with 
ABC/ESPN, Lifetime and Time Inc. which helped ensure sold out venues for the tournament.

University, Long Beach. Born in Havana, Cuba, del Prado and his family moved to the United States in 1962. He 
and his wife, Leslie, have two children, Monica and Eric.

Doug Duennes begins his 10th season with the Dodgers in 2004 and fifth as Vice President, Stadium 
Operations, a position he was appointed to on Jan. 27, 2000. 

Duennes oversees all operations at Dodger Stadium, including food services, security, medical services, 
parking, operations, maintenance, stadium tours, ushers, ticket takers, gardeners and grounds crew while also coor- 
dinating all concerts and non-baseball events. He played a major role in the $50 million limited renovation to 
Dodger Stadium during the 2000 offseason. The renovation project provided new Field Level seats down the foul 
lines beyond the dugouts, a new expanded dugout section with an adjacent club area, suites added on to the Club 
Level and a renovated Stadium Club. 

He joined the Dodgers in 1995 as Director, Stadium Operations after spending eight years in the same 
capacity for the San Diego Padres from 1987-94, including his last two seasons with the Padres as Vice President, 
Stadium Operations.

Tommy Hawkins begins his 17th year with the Dodgers and fifth as Vice President External Affairs. 
Hawkins originally joined the organization as Vice President, Communications on Oct. 28, 1987. In his current 
role, Hawkins oversees the External Affairs Department functions and the Los Angeles Dodgers’ Speakers Bureau, 
while also making more than 80 speaking engagements throughout the year on the Dodgers' behalf. 

Hawkins spent 19 years as a television and radio broadcaster in Los Angeles after completing a 10-year 
playing career in the National Basketball Association in 1969. He co-hosted Mid-Morning Los Angeles on KHJ-TV 
from 1972-76 and 1985-87 and also hosted Daybreak L.A. on KABC-TV from 1977-78. Hawkins was also a sports 
anchor from 1969-73 on KNBC-TV where he earned a Golden Mike award in 1971, and was a network basketball 
analyst with Curt Gowdy and Jim Simpson on NBC from 1970-75. Hawkins also spent 14 years at KABC (790 AM) 
from 1973-87, where he created Baseball Spotlight, Dodger Forecast and Dodger Confidential, while also hosting 
SportsTalk and DodgerTalk. He was the station's sports director from 1978-85 and was a partner in the Beverly 
Hills public relations and advertising firm Bishop, Hawkins and Associates from 1967-69. Hawkins also taught 
"Mass Media and the History of the Black Athlete" at Cal State Long Beach from 1972-73. 

The Chicago native was a two-time basketball All-America and captain at Notre Dame prior to joining 
the NBA, where he played for the Los Angeles Lakers from 1959-61 and 1966-69 and the Cincinnati Royals from 
1961-65. He served as the Lakers’ player representative from 1967-69 and was a member of the NBA players’ labor 
negotiation team. 

A leader in the community, Hawkins is a member of the Board of Directors of the Center Theater Group 
and Co-chairman of its Corporate Circle, Chairman of the Board of Friends of Recreation (“for LA”) and is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of the Los Angeles Sports Council. He also serves on the Boards of the Children’s Burn 
Foundation and the Long Beach State Graduate Program in Sports Management.

In 2000 Hawkins received the Founder's Award from Reviving Baseball in the Intercities (RBI), was also 
honored by the Children's Burn Foundation as the recipient of the Giving New Hope Award and by the Los Angeles 
Unified School District Adopt-a-School Council receiving the award as an "Ambassador" to the Partnerships and 
Adopt-a-School programs. In 1999 at Notre Dame, Hawkins was the recipient of the Sorin Award, given annually 
to the outstanding Notre Dame Alumnus.

Medical Glossary 


Abscess: an infection, which produces pus; can be result of a blister, callus, wound or laceration. 

Anaphylactic Shock: shock that is caused by an allergic reaction. 

Anterior Cruciate Ligament (ACL): a primary stabilizing ligament within the center of the knee joint that pre- 
vents hyperextension and excessive rotation of the joint. A complete tear of the ACL necessitating reconstruction 
could require up to 12 months of rehabilitation. 

Anti-Inflammatory: any agent, which prevents inflammation, such as aspirin or ibuprofen. 

Anteriogram: a film demonstrating arteries after injection of a dye. 

Arthrogram: x-ray technique for joints using air and/or dye injected into the affected area; useful in diagnosing 
meniscus tears of the knee and rotator cuff tears of the shoulder. 

Arthroscope: an instrument used to visualize the interior of a joint cavity. 

Arthroscopy: a surgical examination of the internal structures of a joint by means of viewing through an 
Arthroscope. An arthroscopic procedure can be used to remove or repair damaged tissue or as a diagnostic proce- 
dure in order to inspect the extent of any damage or confirm a diagnosis. 

Aspiration: the withdrawal of fluid from a body cavity by 

means of a suction or siphonage apparatus, such as a —— 


nge. 
Atrophy: to shrivel or shrink from disuse, as in muscular 
atrophy. 

Avascular Necrosis: death of a part due to lack of circula- 
tion. 

Baker's Cyst: localized swelling of a bursa sac in the pos- 
terior knee as a result of fluid that has escaped from the 
knee capsule. A Baker's cyst indicates that there is trauma 
inside the knee joint that leads to excessive fluid produc- 
tion. 

Bone Scan: an imaging procedure in which a radioactive- 
labeled substance is injected into the body to determine 
the status of a bone injury. If the bone at the injury sight 
takes up the radioactive substance, the injury will show a 
“hot spot" on the scan image. The bone scan is particular- 
ly useful in the diagnosis of stress fractures. 

Brachial Plexus: network of nerves originating from the 
cervical vertebrae and running down to the shoulder, arm, 
hand and fingers. 

Bursa: a fluid-filled sac that is located in areas where fric- 
tion is likely to occur, then minimizes the friction; for 
example between a tendon and bone. Physical therapist Pat Screnar helps 

Capsule: an enclosing structure which surrounds the joint Darren Dreifort in his rehabilitation. 

and contains ligaments, which stabilize that joint. 

CAT Scan: use of a computer to produce a cross sectional view of the anatomical part being investigated from x- 
ray data. 

Cellulitis: inflammation of cellular or connective tissue. 

Cervical Vertebrae: group of seven vertebrae located in the neck. 

Collateral Ligament: on either side of and acting as a radius of movement, a hinge joint, as of the elbow, knee 
and wrist. 

Concussion: jarring injury of the brain resulting in dysfunction. It can be graded as mild, moderate or severe 
depending on loss of consciousness, amnesia and loss of equilibrium. 

Contusion: an injury to a muscle and tissues caused by a blow from a blunt object. 

Degenerative Joint Disease: changes in the joint surfaces as a result of repetitive trauma. 

Deltoid Ligament: ligament that connects the tibia to bones of the medial aspect of the foot and is primarily 
responsible for stability of the ankle on the medial side. Is sprained less frequently than other ankle ligaments. 
Deltoid Muscle: muscles at the top of the arm, just below the shoulder, responsible for shoulder motions to the 
front, side and back. 

Disc, Intervertebral: a flat, rounded plate between each vertebrae of the spine. The disc consists of a thick fiber 
ring, which surrounds a soft gel-like interior. It functions as a cushion and shock absorber for the spinal column. 
Dislocation: complete displacement of joint surfaces. 

Dusky: areas of decreased temperature may indicate arterial compromise and decreased tissue viability. 
Eccymosis: bleeding into the surface tissue below the skin, resulting in a "black and blue" effect. 

Edema: accumulation of fluid in organs and tissues of the body; swelling. 

Effusion: accumulation of fluid in various spaces in the body. Commonly, the knee has an effusion after an injury. 
Electromyogram (EMG): test to determine nerve function. 

Epicondylitis: inflammation in the elbow due to overuse. 

Erythema: inflammatory redness of the skin. 

Exudate: any fluid that has exuded out of a tissue or its capillaries, specifically because of injury or inflamma- 
tion. 

Fracture: breach in continuity of a bone. Types of fractures include simple, compound, comminuted, greenstick, 
incomplete, impacted, longitudinal, oblique, stress or transverse. 

Gadolinium MRI: the chemical gadolinium is injected into the joint being studied to enhance the diagnosis image 
of the structures under investigation. 
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Grade One Injury: a mild injury in which ligament, tendon, or other musculoskeletal tissue may have been 
stretched or confused, but not tor or otherwise disrupted. 

Grade Two Injury: a moderate injury in which musculoskeletal tissue has been partially, but not totally torn which 
causes appreciable limitation in function of the injured tissue. 

Grade Three Injury: a severe injury in which tissue has been significantly, and in some cases totally, torn or oth- 
erwise disrupted causing a virtual total loss of function. 

Hematoma: tumor-like mass produced by an accumulation of coagulated blood in a cavity. 

Illiotibial Band: a thick, wide fascial layer that runs from the iliac crest to the knee joint and is occasionally 
inflamed as a result of excessive running. 

Inflammation: the body's natural response to injury in which the injury site might display various degrees of pain, 
swelling, heat, redness and/or loss of function. 

Labrum: an edge, rim or lip-shaped structure found in the shoulder joint. 

Ligament: band of fibrous tissue that connects bone to bone or bone to cartilage and supports and strengthens 
joints. 

Magnetic Resonance Imaging (MRI): imaging procedure in which a radio frequency pulse causes certain electri- 
cal elements of the injured tissue to react to this pulse and through this process a computer display and perma- 
nent film establish a visual image. MRI does not require radiation and is very useful in the diagnosis of soft tis- 
sue, disc and meniscus injuries. 

Meniscectomy: an intra-articular surgical procedure of the knee by which all or part of the damaged meniscus is 
removed. 

Meniscus: crescent shaped cartilage, usually pertaining to the knee joint; also known as "cartilage." There are two 
menisci in the knee, medial and lateral. These work to absorb weight within the knee and provide stability. 
Metacarpals: five long bones of the hand running from the wrist to the fingers. 

Metatarsals: five long bones of the foot, running from the ankle to the toes. 

Patella Tendinitis: inflammation of the patellar ligament; also known as "jumpers knee." 

Patellofemoral Joint: articulation of the kneecap and femur, Inflammation of this joint can occur through: 1) 
acute injury to the patella, 2) overuse from excessive running particularly if there is an associated knee weakness, 
3) chronic wear and tear of the knee, 4) as a result of poor foot mechanics. Patellofemoral irritation can lead to 
chondromalancia, which in its most chronic condition, could require surgery. 

Phlebitis: inflammation of a vein. 

Plica: fold of tissue in the joint capsule and a common result of knee injury. 

Posterior Cruciate Ligament ak a primary stabilizing ligament of the knee that provides significant stabili- 
ty and prevents displacement of the tibia backward within the knee joint. A complete tear of this ligament neces- 
sitating reconstruction could require up to 12 months of rehabilitation. 

Reconstruction; surgical rebuilding of a joint using natural, artificial or transplanted materials. 

Rotator Cuff: comprised of four muscles in the shoulder area that can be irritated by overuse. The muscles are 
the supraspinatus (most commonly injured), infraspinatus, teres minor and subscapularis, 

Rotator Cuff Impingement Syndrome: a microtrauma or overuse injury caused by stress, and the four stages are: 
1) tendinitis with temporary thickening of the bursa and rotator cuff; 2) fiber dissociation in the tendon with per- 
manent thickening of the bursa and scar formation; 3) a partial rotator cuff tear of less than one cm and 4) a com- 
plete tear of one cm or more 

Scapula; shoulder blade. 

Sciatica: irritation of the sciatic nerve resulting in pain or tingling running down the inside of the leg. 

Sciatic Nerve: major nerve that carries impulses for muscular action and sensations between the low back and 
thigh and lower leg; it is the longest nerve in the body. 

Shin Splint: a catch-all syndrome describing pain in the shin that is not a fracture or tumor and cannot be defined 
otherwise. 

Spondylitis: inflammation of one or more vertebrae. 

Spondylolisthesis: forward displacement of one vertebra over another below it due to a developmental defect in 
the vertebrae. 

Spondylosis: abnormal vertebral fixation or immobility. 

Sprain: injury resulting from a stretch or twist of the joint and causes various degrees of stretch or tear to the 
muscle or tendon tissue. 

Strain: injury resulting from a pull or torsion to the muscle or tendon that causes various degrees of stretch or 
tear to the muscle or tendon tissue. 

Stress Fracture: a hair-line type break in a bone caused by overuse. 

Stress X-ray: a continual x-ray taken when a portion of the body is stressed to its maximum in order to determine 
joint stability. This is a test utilized in some ankle injuries. 

Sublaxation: partial dislocation of a joint. The term usually implies that the joint can return to its normal posi- 
tion without formal reduction. 

Tarsals: a group of seven bones of the foot consisting of the calcaneus, talus, cuboid and three cuneiform bones. 
Tendinitis: inflammation of the tendon and/or tendon sheath, caused by chronic overuse or sudden injury. 
Tendon: tissue that connects muscle to bone. 

Thoracic Outlet Compression Syndrome: a neuro-vascular disorder of the upper extremity common in throwing. 
Tomograph: a special type of x-ray apparatus that demonstrates an organ or tissue at a particular depth. 
Transverse Process: small lateral projection off the right and left side of each vertebra that functions as an attach- 
ment site for muscles and ligaments of the spine. 

Triangular Cartilage: a connective tissue characterized by its nonvascularity and firm consistency; located on the 
little finger side of the wrist. 

Ulnar Nerve: nerve in the elbow commonly irritated by excessive throwing. 

Wrist: the junction between the two forearm bones (radius and ulna) and he eight wrist bones (trapezium, cap- 
itate, hamate, pisiform, trequetral, lunate and scaphoid).

CAREER SUMMARY: Has hit 202 homers during his 14 Major Leaque seasons with 
the Mets (1990-1998), Dodgers (1999-2000 and 2003) and Cubs (2001-2002)...during 
his time with the Mets, he set a big league record in 1996 for most homers by a catch- 
er (41) surpassing Hall of Famer Roy Campanella's mark of 40, set with the Brooklyn

of the plate, he went 12-for-55 (.218) with three homers and 11 RBI...abandoned switch-hitting for the season on 
Aug. 22, solely batting from the left side for the remainder of the season,..was 6-for-21 batting left-handed vs. 
southpaw hurlers with one homer (Aug. 22 off Montreal's Scott Forster) and six RBI...his playing time was limited 
due to a pair of stints on the disabled list (May 31-June 26 with a strained right oblique muscle, July 9-July 27

1999: Was Los Angeles’ Opening Day catcher in his first year with the Dodgers...appeared in 114 games and bat- 
ted .207 with 24 homers and 55 RBI...hit all of his homers as a left-handed batter...gave up switch-hitting for the 
season on Aug. 13 after going 4-for-44 from the right side of the plate with two RBI...hit a grand slam on July 19 
off Pittsburgh's Jose Silva. 

1998: Appeared in only 53 games for the Mets while recuperating from 
elbow surgery performed the previous season...was activated off the disabled 
list on July 11..,.made 34 starts in left field and two starts behind the 
plate...also was utilized as a pinch-hitter 17 times...when he made his sea- 
son debut on July 11 with a start in left field vs. Montreal, it was his first 
big league appearance in the outfield...returned to the injured list on Aug.

(3)...always active in the community, with his endeavors including the "Hundley's Heroes" community program, 
assisting autistic children, fighting breast cancer and aiding the Make-A-Wish Foundation...for his many contribu- 
tions to the community, he received the Thurman Award at the annual Thurman Munson Dinner in New York in 
1997...received the Good Guy Award following the 1996 season from the New York Press Photographers, New York 
Baseball Writers and New Jersey Sportswriters...had a familiar feeling playing for the Cubs as he was a frequent 
Wrigley Field guest as a youngster when his father, Randy, played with Chicago from 1966-73, 1976-77...has 
appeared in 1,096 games at catcher during his Major League career, while his father saw action in 1,061 games 
(1,026 appearances behind the plate) for four teams from 1964-1977...the Hundleys were just the seventh 
father/son combination in Cubs history and one of just eight father/son catcher combos in big league histo- 
ry...when Todd was born on May 27, 1969, the Cubs and Randy were on a West Coast trip in San Francisco...upon

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Dr. Frank Jobe - A Medical Pioneer 


The 2004 season will mark the 30th 
anniversary that the Dodgers’ team physician, Dr. 
Frank Jobe, made history. 

It was 1974 when Dodger pitcher Tommy 
John was diagnosed with a ruptured medial col- 
lateral ligament (MCL) in his left elbow, an injury 
that previously had no cure. That is, until Sept. 
24 when Jobe tried a procedure in which he 
removed a ligament from John’s forearm and 
repaired his elbow, thereby changing the game of 
baseball forever. 

John, who had won 124 games prior to the 
operation, went on to pitch 14 years after the 
operation, compiling 164 more victories in that 


time, 
without 
ever 
missing a 
start due 
to elbow 
problems. 

Since then, Jobe has performed more than 1,000 “Tommy John” sur- 
geries on pitchers of every level, helping to resurrect the career of count- 
less big leaguers, including current Dodgers Eric Gagné, Odalis Perez and 
Darren Dreifort, who has actually undergone the procedure twice. 

Of course, since Jobe's experiment on John, several things have 
changed about the procedure. What was once a four-hour surgery can now 
be done in about an hour and the rate of recovery has increased exponen- 
tially. Though Jobe originally put John’s chances of returning to the Major 
Leagues at less than five percent, Jobe now estimates that 92 to 95 percent 
of patients will return as good, if not better, than prior to the surgery. 

In fact, the procedure has become so valuable that prior to the 2003 
season, the New York Yankees signed right-hander Jon Lieber to a two-year 
contract just months after he had the surgery in expectation of his high- 
level return. 

Jobe, a native of North Carolina who studied at Loma Linda Medical 
School and did his residency at Los Angeles County hospital, has often been 
mentioned as a candidate for enshrinement in the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame, alongside other non-playing personnel like former owner Bill Veeck, 
former commissioner Happy Chandler and former Player's Association 
Director Marvin Miller. 

A review of the careers he’s rescued lends credence to the argument. 

“The most satisfying feeling in medicine is to watch a patient from 
the time of the injury until he’s well and back 100 percent,” said Jobe. “This 
is very satisfying because it’s something I had a part in the beginning. Also, 
it’s interesting that sports surgery in particular really wasn’t developed 
until the late 1950s. So when Tommy came along in the 1970s, there was 
an opportunity and I happened to be the right guy in the right place.” 

Jobe, who began his association with the Dodgers in 1964 and has 
been their orthopedic doctor since 1968, found himself in the right place 
again 16 years after saving John’s career, as he reconstructed the right 
shoulder of former Cy Young Award winner Orel Hershiser, another proce- 
dure that had never been successfully performed on a Major League pitch- 
er,

Hershiser's rehabilitation was a success and he presented Jobe with 
the game ball from his 100th career victory, which came in 1995, his first 
win after the surgery. Dreifort made a similar gesture while rehabilitating 
at Dodger Stadium. His trophy featured a plastered replica of Dr. Jobe’s 
hands holding a surgical instrument with a handwritten message from the 
Dodger pitcher. 

“When you first begin working out after the surgery, it’s frustrating 
and it gets to be monotonous,” said Dreifort. “But the flip side is without 
the surgery and Dr. Jobe, you wouldn't be out there playing catch.”

2003 DODGER NOTES 


KEEPING IT CLOSE - The Dodgers were eliminated from the race in game 158 this season, game 161 in 2002 and game 
157 in 2001, Over the three seasons that Jim Tracy has been the manager of the Dodgers, the team has played just 10 of 
486 games that have not had playoff implications. The 2003 Dodgers finished with an 85-77 record, which was good for 
second place, the first time the Dodgers have finished that high in the National League Western Division standings since 
the 2000 season. 


A CY OF RELIEF - Closer Eric Gagné captured the National League Cy Young Award by posting what was arguably the finest 
season of any relief pitcher in Major League history. Gagné registered 55 straight saves this season and will enter 2004 with 
a Major League-record 63 consecutive saves dating back to Aug. 28, 2002. The 55 saves tied for the National League sin- 
gle-season record with Atlanta’s John Smoltz (2002) and tied for the second-highest save total in history behind only 
Bobby Thigpen's 57 (1990). In his 55 save situations this season, Gagné allowed only two runs in 57.0 IP (0.32 ERA), while 
giving up just 21 hits, 10 walks and striking out 98. He fanned 137 batters in 82.1 innings for an average of 15.0 per nine 
innings, which broke Billy Wagner's record of 14.9 strikeouts per nine innings set in 1999 (minimum 50 IP). Gagné became 
the first reliever in Major League history to post more than one 50-save season and reached 100 saves faster than any other 
reliever in big league history (104 opportunities). He became the first Dodger to earn the NL Rolaids Relief Man Award and 
set a record with 165 points. 


STELLAR STAFF - The Dodgers finished the season with a team ERA of 3.16, an ERA differential of .57 better than the 
next closest National League staff (San Francisco - 3.73), tying the mark for the all-time biggest differential in ERA 
between the first-place and second-place leaders in ERA (1907 Chicago Cubs) and marking just the fourth time the differ- 
ence has been as much as 0.50 in the NL. The Dodger staff led the Major Leagues with 17 shutouts (their highest total 
since 1989) and struck out a franchise record 1,289 batters this season, joining the 2003 Chicago Cubs to become the first 
two teams since the 1968 Cleveland Indians to register more strikeouts than hits surrendered (1,254). The 1,289 strikeouts 
set a franchise record and was the seventh-highest total of strikeouts for a team in Major League history. 


THE UNTOUCHABLES ~ The Dodger relievers who spent the entire season in the bullpen, Eric Gagné, Tom Martin, 
Guillermo Mota, Paul Quantrill and Paul Shuey, combined to post a 2.15 ERA (92 ER/384.2 IP) and 57 saves. The quintet 
struck out 391 batters and allowed just 262 hits. Quantrill, Martin, Mota and Gagné became the first quartet ever to make 
75 or more appearances in the same season and the 2003 Dodgers became the third team in history to have four pitchers 
with 70 or more outings, joining the 1992 Cardinals and the 1997 Giants. Shuey, who appeared in 62 games, gave the 
Dodgers the first quintet with 60-plus appearances in franchise history and only two other teams in history have had two 
players with 80 or more appearances. Dodger relievers saved a Major League high 58 games, the fifth-highest total in NL 
history, and led baseball with the least amount of blown saves (8). The number tied the 1988 New York Mets for the low- 
est single-season total in NL history. The relief corps also led the Majors with a 2.46 ERA, and according to STATS, Inc., it 
was the lowest bullpen ERA of any team in baseball since the 1990 Oakland Athletics (2.35). 
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2003 DODGER NOTES 


DOUBLE YOUR PLEASURE - Right fielder Shawn Green posted 49 doubles this season, surpassing Wes Parker (47) to 
establish a new Los Angeles Dodger record. The franchise record for doubles in a season is 52 by Brooklyn's Johnny 
Frederick in 1929 and Green passed Babe Herman (48 in 1930) for the second-most doubles in a season in franchise histo- 
ry. With his 70 extra-base hits this season, Green became only the second Dodger to have 70 or more extra base hits in 
four consecutive seasons, joining Duke Snider who did it for five straight seasons (1953-57), As a team, the Dodgers had 
260 doubles, the fourth-highest total in L.A. Dodger history. 


COMING INTO HIS OWN - Third baseman Adrian Beltre tore up National Leaque pitching in the second half, as he had 
17 homers and 47 RBI after the All-Star Break, tying him for the seventh-most homers in all of baseball and fifth-most in 
the NL during that period. Beltre, who was second on the Dodgers with 80 RBI, ranked fourth among National Leaguers 
batting as third basemen in that category, trailing only Aramis Ramirez (106), Scott Rolen (104) and Mike Lowell (103). 
Beltre's 23 homers on the season led the team and tied Tim Wallach (1995) for the most homers by a Dodger third base- 
man since Pedro Guerrero's 32 in 1983. Beltre, who will not turn 25 until April 7, 2004, ranks second among all Major 
Leaguers who are 24 or younger with 99 career homers, trailing only Albert Pujols (114). He also finished the year having 
played 803 games at third base, surpassing Jim Gilliam (761) for second place on the Los Angeles Dodgers’ all-time list 
behind Ron Cey (1,468). 


TURNING TWO - The Dodgers, led by the dynamic duo of shortstop Cesar Izturis and second baseman Alex Cora, turned 
164 double plays this season, which ranked third in the NL behind Colorado and Atlanta. The 164 double plays turned by 
the Dodgers were the team's most since recording 166 in 1973 and is the third-highest total by a Los Angeles Dodger team 
(198 in 1958 and 166 in 1973). Also, the team’s .981 fielding percentage tied for the second-highest mark in L.A. history 
and third best in team history. 
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AN INSIDE JOB - Paul Lo Duca’'s inside-the-park home run on June 8 vs. the White Sox was the first by a Dodger since 
Mitch Webster on June 21, 1994 at San Diego and was also the first at Dodger Stadium since Steve Sax on May 2, 1988 vs, 
Pittsburgh. Robin Ventura and Dave Roberts also had inside-the-park home runs this season, giving the Dodgers their most 
inside-the-parkers in one season since 1962, when they had five. 


INTERNATIONAL HOUSE OF PITCHERS - The Dodgers continued their tradition of employing hurlers from around the 
world, as five different countries were represented among their starting pitchers. Making starts for the Dodgers this year 
were Kazuhisa Ishii, Masao Kida and Hideo Nomo (Japan), Andy Ashby, Kevin Brown, Darren Dreifort and Scott Mullen 
(United States), Odalis Perez (Dominican Republic), Wilson Alvarez (Venezuela) and Edwin Jackson (Germany). 


A HIGH-FIVE FOR 25 - Catcher Paul Lo Duca had a 25-game hitting streak, surpassing first base coach John Shelby's 24- 
game streak in 1988 to tie for the second-longest in L.A. Dodger history and the fifth-longest hitting streak in franchise 
history. It was the longest hitting streak by a Dodger since Steve Sax also hit in 25 straight games in 1986. The streak 
was the fifth longest in Major League Baseball in 2003 and during it, Lo Duca batted .422 (43-for-102). Lo Duca's 155 hits 
were third-most among Major League catchers behind Jason Kendall (191) and Mike Lieberthal (159). His 34 doubles also 
ranked third among big league backstops behind Florida's Ivan Rodriquez (36) and Minnesota's A.J. Pierzynski (35). Lo 
Duca, who batted .307 with six homers and 34 RBI in the first half, was also selected to the NL All-Star team for the first 
time in his career. 


NOMO BOLSTERS STAFF - Right-hander Hideo Nomo led the Dodger staff and tied for fifth in the National Leaque with 
16 victories, equaling his highest total of wins (1996, 2002) but easily could have won 20 games. His 3.09 ERA was sixth- 
best in the NL and the Dodgers scored just 13 total runs in his 13 losses in 2003. Nomo led all of baseball with a 0.83 ERA 
during day games and was fifth in the NL with a 2.69 ERA on the road. His 218.1 innings pitched topped the Dodgers and 
tied for sixth-most in the National League, and his 177 strikeouts were ninth-most in the Senior Circuit. 


HEY NOW, YOU'RE AN ALL-STAR - A trio of Dodgers were named to the National League team for the Major League All- 
Star Game, which was played at U.S. Cellular Field in Chicago. Eric Gagné was named to his second All-Star Game, Kevin 
Brown was named for the sixth time but was unable to play due to injury, and Paul Lo Duca represented the Dodgers for 
the first time. It marked the first time since 1982-83 that the Dodgers had three or more players named to the All-Star 
Game in consecutive seasons, as Gagné, Shawn Green and Odalis Perez were selected for the 2002 Midsummer Classic at 
Milwaukee's Miller Park. 


NO QUESTIONS WITH THIS “Q" - Reliever Paul Quantrill appeared in a career-high and Major League-leading 89 games 
this season, which tied for the eighth-highest total in Major Leaque history and was the second-highest total in franchise 
history. His combined total of 175 games over two seasons has been surpassed by only two relievers in Major League his- 
tory: Mike Marshall (199 from 1973-74) and Kent Tekulve (185 from 1978-79). He posted a career-low 1.75 ERA, fourth- 
best in the NL and ninth-best in all of baseball. Quantrill finished the season with 705 career appearances, surpassing 
Ferguson Jenkins for the most ever by a pitcher from Canada. 


WHAT CAN BROWN DO FOR YOU? - Right-hander Kevin Brown finished the year with a 2.39 ERA, second best in the 
National League and his personal best since posting a 2.38 mark with San Diego in 1998. Brown finished the year with 14 
wins, his highest total since winning 18 games during his first season in Los Angeles in 1999. Brown won nine consecu- 
tive decisions from April 29-June 17, becoming the first Dodger starter to accomplish that feat since Ramon Martinez, who 
won 10 straight from Aug. 13, 1995-May 31, 1996. The right-hander made 32 starts for the Dodgers, just five less than his 
combined total from 2001 and 2002.

2003 DODGER NOTES 


BREAKING THROUGH - Right-hander Guillermo Mota burst onto the scene in 2003 as one of the top middle relievers in 
all of baseball. Mota led all National League relievers with 105.0 innings, becoming the first Dodger reliever to log over 100 
innings in a season since Tom Niedenfuer pitched 106.1 in 1985. Mota posted a 1.97 ERA, seventh-best in the league while 
opposing batters hit just .206 against him, the 10th-lowest mark in the Senior Circuit. 


ON THE RUN - Center fielder Dave Roberts stole 40 bases in 2003, becoming just the third Dodger with back-to-back sea- 
sons of 40 or more swipes since 1979. He also became the first Dodger with back-to-back seasons of 30 or more thefts since 
Eric Young stole 42 in 1998 and 51 in 1999. Roberts also ranked third in the Major Leagues with 19 bunt hits and was tied 
for fourth in the Major Leagues in infield hits. 


CLIMBING THE CHARTS - Fred McGriff was hampered by a groin injury for much of the season, sending him to the dis- 
abled list for the first time in his career but it did not prohibit him from climbing the RBI charts in Major League history. 
McGriff finished 2003 with 40 runs batted in, surpassing Mickey Mantle, Sam Crawford, Tris Speaker, Joe DiMaggio, Harry 
Heilmann and Willie Stargell to move into 34th place on the all-time list. Each of those players has already been enshrined 
in the National Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, NY. 


CLIMBING THE CHARTS, PART II - The Dodgers signed future Hall of Famer Rickey Henderson on July 14, 2003, and the 
outfielder proceeded to extend his Major League record for stolen bases (1,406), runs scored (2,294), walks (2,189) and 
leadoff home runs (81). He had 12 singles this year, tying him with Robin Yount (2,182) for 20th place on the all-time list 
and he had 15 hits, surpassing Rod Carew for 20th place on the all-time hit list with 3,055. The Dodgers became the ninth 
team that Henderson has slugged homers for, tying him with Tommy Davis and Dave Martinez for the second-most on that 
list. Todd Zeile is the Major Leaguer who has homered for the most teams, connecting for the longball for 11 different 
franchises. Henderson also appeared in his 25th big league season, becoming just the eighth player and fourth position 
player to ever accomplish that feat. 


THE NUMBERS TELL THE STORY - The Dodgers finished 2003 with a 60-17 record when they scored four or more runs 
in a game. Conversely, when the Dodgers scored three runs or less, they were just 25-60, When they outhit their opponent, 
the Dodgers were 69-15 and when they scored first, the Dodgers were 50-15. When leading after eight innings, Los Angeles 
was a remarkable 76-0 and when it led after seven innings, the team was 70-3. 


iT HAD TO END EVENTUALLY... - From June 10-21, 2003 the Dodgers allowed three runs or less in a game for 11 con- 
secutive games, their longest such streak since also achieving the feat for 11 games from June 9-19, 1983. During that 
span, the Dodgers posted a 10-1 record and over the course of the season, the Dodgers limited the opponent to three runs 
or less in 103 games (64 percent). 


JOLBERT OF ALL TRADES - Utility man Jolbert Cabrera established himself as one of the most versatile players in the 
Major Leagues in 2003. Cabrera was one of only four players in baseball to appear at seven different positions (LF, CF, RF, 
2B, 3B, SS, 1B), joining Boston’s Damian Jackson, Minnesota's Denny Hocking and New York's Joe McEwing. He was also 
one of just three players to start at six different positions, joining Jackson and Hocking. He became the first Dodger to 
start at six positions since Cory Snyder (1B, 2B, 3B, SS, LF, RF) in 1994 and during Cabrera’s starts, the Dodgers posted a 
46-36 record. 


PACKING ‘EM IN - The Dodgers drew a total of 3,138,626 in paid attendance in 2003, including 11 sellouts, surpassing 
the three-million mark in attendance for a Major League-record 18th time. It also marked the eighth consecutive season 
that the Dodgers went over the three-million mark in attendance and the total on the year was the club's highest atten- 
dance since 1997, when it drew 3,319,504. 


FERNANDO BACK IN THE FAMILY - Former Dodger pitching great Fernando Valenzuela rejoined the team as the Dodgers’ 
Spanish Language color commentator for KWKW. The left-hander, who won the National League Rookie of the Year and Cy 
Young awards during the 1981 season, also was a teammate of Dodger manager Jim Tracy on the Hermosillo team in the 
1981 Caribbean Series.

BROOKLYN AND LOS ANGELES ALL-TIME ROSTER 


Brooklyn, an incubator of baseball in the pre-Civil War era, had such strong clubs as the Atlantics, Eckfords and Excelsiors and did- 
n't take to professional baseball until joining the American Association in 1884, The AA champs of 1889 had so many newlyweds 
on the roster they were known as the Bridegrooms. The club moved into the National League the following year and became dubbed 
the Trolley Dodgers because of the maze of streetcar tracks in the borough. The name shortened to Dodgers and became permanent, 
although during the managerial tenure of Ned Hanlon (1899-1905) it was changed to Superbas, and in Wilbert Robinson's reign 
(1914-1931) the team was often referred to as the Robins. But the name Dodgers is associated with some of baseball's all-time greats.

Harold “Pee Wee” Reese played 16 seasons at shortstop for the Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodgers

The “Duke of Flatbush” was among the game’s most feared hitters during his 16 seasons with the 
Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodgers (1947-62), playing on a pair of World Championship teams (1955 
and 1959) and in six World Series overall. The seven-time all-star center fielder ranks as the fran- 
chise’s career leader in home runs (389) and runs batted in (1,271) and during the 1950s, he topped 
all Major Leaguers with 326 homers and 1,031 RBI. He slugged four home runs in both the 1952 
and 1955 World Series and he holds the Brooklyn Dodger single-season mark of 43 homers, which 
led the National League in 1956.

The durable right-hander spent 16 of his 23 Major League seasons with the Dodgers and more than 
made his mark in team history, ranking as the franchise all-time leader in wins (233), games 
pitched (550), innings pitched (3,814), strikeouts (2,696) and shutouts (52). A four-time all-star, 
he pitched in three World Series (1974, 1977 and 1978) with the Dodgers, led the National League 
in shutouts (9) in 1972, was the NL ERA leader (2.21) in 1980 and a 21-game winner in 1976.

Walter Alston

Walter Emmons Alston was a virtual unknown when he took over the helm of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
in 1954, but he became well-known in a hurry. The longtime minor league skipper guided his first 
Dodger team to 92 wins and followed that by piloting the 1955 Dodgers to 98 victories and their first 
World Championship in franchise history. He went on to lead the Dodgers to six more National League 
pennants and three more World Series titles (1959, 1963 and 1965) in a 23-year career in which he 
tallied 2,040 victories to place sixth on the all-time managerial wins list. His 3,658 total games man- 
aged rank eighth all-time. Alston, who played in one Major League game, that with the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1934, was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1983.

Among the most dominating pitchers in the game's history, the left-hander won 165 games and 
compiled 2,396 strikeouts in 2,324.1 innings with 40 shutouts in his 12-year Dodger career (1955- 
66). A three-time Cy Young Award winner and the National League MVP in 1963, Koufax was also 
World Series MVP in both 1963 and 1965, when he hurled a pair of shutouts. He led the NL in ERA 
five straight seasons from 1962-66, was the strikeouts leader four times and was tops in wins on 
three occasions with totals of 27, 26 and 25. In addition, Koufax pitched an NL-record four no-hit- 
ters, including a perfect game in 1965, and set the national single-season mark with 382 strike- 
outs in 1965. He was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1972.

In 10 seasons with the Brooklyn Dodgers (1948-57), “Campy” was a force both at the plate and 
behind the plate. The catcher played on five pennant-winning clubs, including the World 
Champions of 1955. That season, the eight-time all-star became a three-time National League Most 
Valuable Player award winner after collecting 32 home runs and 107 RBI. He also garnered MVP 
honors in 1951 and 1953, when he led the league with a Brooklyn-record 142 RBI to go with a 
career-high 41 home runs. Campanella, whose career was cut short due to a tragic automobile acci- 
dent which left him paralyzed, was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1969.

Jackie Robinson

Jack Roosevelt Robinson made a historic entrance into Major League Baseball in 1947 as the first 
African-American player in the history of the game. His outstanding debut season netted him the 
inaugural Rookie of the Year award, which now bares his name, and spring-boarded him to a stel- 
lar 10-season career in which he was part of six Brooklyn Dodger pennant-winners, among them 
the World Championship club of 1955. In 1949, the six-time all-star won the National League bat- 
ting title (.342) en route to earning MVP honors. Robinson, a first baseman as a rookie, starred as 
a second baseman for the next five seasons, before moving on to play third base and the outfield. 
He was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1962.

One of the game's fiercest competitors, the hard-throwing right-hander pitched 14 seasons (1956- 
69) for the Brooklyn and L.A. Dodgers, ranking second on the franchise career list in wins (209), 
games pitched (518), strikeouts (2,486), innings pitched (3,432.1) and shutouts (49). The NL 
strikeout leader in 1959 and 1960, “Big D” earned the league's Cy Young Award in 1962, when he 
won 25 and topped the league in strikeouts for a third time. A member of three World 
Championship clubs (1959, 1963 and 1965) and two other pennant-winners (1956 and 1966), he 
set a then-Major League record in 1968, tossing 58-2/3 consecutive scoreless innings, including a 
record six straight shutouts. Drysdale gained induction into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1984.

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Chronological History of the 


1890s 

Brooklyn's debut into the National League in 1890 began 
on a positive note as the team nicknamed the 
“Bridegrooms” won the championship with an 86-43 record. 
It was the first of 21 National League pennants that the 
Dodgers would win during the next 100 years. 

The moniker “Bridegrooms” was attached to Manager 
William “Gunner” McGunnigle’s 1890 ballclub because seven 
of the players got married around the same time in 1888. 
Despite the success of the Bridegrooms, McGunnigle didn’t 
last past the initial year and the team paraded through six 
different managers before the end of the decade. The skip- 
pers included John Montgomery Ward (1891-92), Dave Foutz “ 
(1893-96), William Barnie (1897-98), Mike Griffin (1898), 

Charles H. Ebbets (1898) and Ned Hanlon (1899-1905). BRAN OPER 

The term “Trolley Dodgers” was attached to the Brooklyn 
ballclub due to the complex maze of trolley cars that weaved its way through the borough of Brooklyn. The name was then 
shortened to just “Dodgers.” During the 1890s, other popular nicknames were Ward’s Wonders, Foutz’s Fillies and Hanlon‘s 
Superbas. 

Baseball was not new to Brooklyn, which had fielded a team as early as 1849. Charles Byrne, president of the Brooklyn 
club which started in the Interstate League and moved into the American Association, built Washington Park on the 
approximate site where George Washington's Continental Army had fought the battle of Long Island. The Dodgers of 1890 
transferred to the National League from the American Association, where they had won the 1889 pennant. 

Under Hanlon, who joined the Dodgers from Baltimore, the team brought stars to Brooklyn including “Wee” Willie Keeler, 
Hughie Jennings and Joe Kelley. Sportswriters dubbed the team “Hanlon’s Superbas” because of a popular Broadway troupe 
of the same name. Brooklyn won the 1899 title under Hanlon, the first of two consecutive pennant winners. 

Brooklyn-born Keeler, famous for saying “I hit ‘em where they ain’t,” had great bat control and was an adroit bunter. 
He compiled a .345 career batting average, fifth best all-time in baseball. The 5-foot-4 Hall of Famer had a league-leading 
140 runs scored in 1899. First decade stars also included pitcher William “Brickyard” Kennedy, who won 176 games; pitch- 
er Tom Lovett, who won 30 games in 1890 (the only Dodger pitcher to record 30 wins in one season); outfielder Tommy 
“Oyster” Burns, who batted .300 from 1890-95 and led the league with 128 RBI in 1890; Mike Griffin, who batted over .300 
in an eight-year period (1891-98) before managing; first baseman Dan Brouthers, who was the club's first batting champi- 
on with a .335 average in 1892; shortstop Tommy Corcoran, who batted .300 with 173 hits in 1894; and first baseman Candy 
LaChance, who hit .290 for six seasons (1893-98).

The turn of the century was marked by the Dodgers’ second

Stars like McGinnity departed, as did Keeler, 
Jones, Kelley, Tom Daly and “Wild” Bill Donovan. It would not

Turn-of-the-century Dodgers their National League competition. 
In 1901, Brooklyn slipped to third place and managed a sec- 
ond-place finish in 1902. In Hanlon’s final season in 1905, they hit rock bottom with an eighth-place finish, 56 1/2 games 
behind New York. In 1903, Jimmy Sheckard became Brooklyn's first home run champion, as he led the league with nine 
home runs and stole 67 bases to tie for the leaque lead. 

One of the most exciting stars of the period was pitcher “Nap” Rucker, dubbed “Napoleon” by Grantland Rice. He played 
on the same South Atlantic Leaque (Class C) team as Ty Cobb, which was considered the best club ever assembled at that 
level. The left-hander won 15, 17 and 13 games in his first three seasons with the Dodgers and wound up pitching in the 
1916 World Series during his final season. 

Zack Wheat was another Dodger great to emerge in the last year of the decade and would eventually play in more games 
(2,322) than any other Dodger. 
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The ownership of the ballclub was in a state of flux, as Charles Ebbets had become a 24-year employee of the original 
triumvirate of owners ~ Charles Byrne, Joseph Doyle and Ferdinand Abell, Ebbets, who toiled at almost every aspect of base- 
ball management - from selling peanuts, scorecards and tickets to working as Byrne's assistant in the front office, used 
every opportunity to purchase even a small amount of stock in the team. He eventually held nearly 10 percent of the stock 
and after Byme died in 1897, Ebbets managed to get elected as club president. 

Then in a wild plan, Ebbets and Baltimore owner Harry Von der Horst became partners and while Von der Horst held 30 
percent ownership of the Dodgers, Ebbets in exchange received Manager Ned Hanlon and several of Baltimore's top stars, 
including Keeler, Jennings, McGinnity, Kelley, Jones, Dahlen and Donovan, 

When things turned for the worse in early 1900, Von der Horst wanted to sell his stock and Ebbets purchased it to 
become owner of the club, Immediately, he dreamed of expanding to a larger facility than Washington Park to accommo- 
date the large crowds that were attending Dodger games against the rivals from New York, but would have to wait until 
the next decade for funding of the project. 


1910s 

A decade of changes was marked by the Dodgers’ move to a new home park, Ebbets 
Field, and the managerial era of Wilbert Robinson. “Uncle Robbie” arrived on the 
scene in 1914 and would stay through 1931. He made such an impact on the team 
and the city, that the Brooklyn ballclub was known as the “Robins” during this peri- 
od, 

The 1916 club won the National League pennant and finally played in its first true 
World Series with the help of the amazing Casey Stengel. Although the Dodgers (or 
Robins) fell to the Boston Red Sox in the 1916 World Series, Stengel was the team's 
leading hitter with a .364 mark and right-handed pitcher Jeff Pfeffer won 25 games 
that season for the 94-60 club, 

! In Game 2 of the Series, the Dodgers lost to a pitcher named Babe Ruth, who won 

a 2-1 decision in 14 innings. After allowing a first-inning inside-the-park home run 
to Hy Myers, Ruth hurled 13 consecutive scoreless innings. 

In 1913, Jake Daubert became the first Dodger to win Most Valuable Player hon- 
ors, as he batted a league-high .350. First baseman Daubert won the National League 
batting title again in 1914 with a .329 mark. 

With the rivalry between the Brooklynites and Manhattanites heating up, the 
Dodgers and Giants feud began to boil. Robinson and Giants’ Manager John McGraw 
Zack Wheat took regular jabs at each other in the press and as a result, when the teams met at 
either New York site, fans packed the fields and were extremely vocal as well. 

Dodger owner Charles Ebbets, recognizing that the club could no longer survive in the confines of Washington Park, pur- 
chased land in Flatbush bordered by Bedford Avenue, Sullivan Street, Franklin Avenue and Montgomery Street. Although 
he originally purchased most of the property in 1908, Ebbets was in a pinch for money and had to sell 50 percent of the 
club's stock to new partners, Ed and Steve McKeever. As a result of the partnership, the Brooklyn Baseball Club, Inc. was 
formed and Ebbets remained president, while the Ebbets-McKeever Exhibition company was run by Ed McKeever. 

After a struggle to secure all of the land, Ebbets broke ground on his field on March 4, 1912. A group of sports editors 
suggested to Ebbets that the field should not be called Washington Park but “Ebbets Field.” The Dodgers played an exhi- 
bition game against New York on April 5, 1913 for the unofficial opening of the field. On April 9, the Dodgers dedicated 
18,000-seat Ebbets Field in a game against the Phillies. 

In 1917, the United States declared war on Germany — just five days prior to the opening of the season. Baseball own- 
ers asked the government to give them guidance on the status of the season. When no reply came from the nation’s cap- 
ital, the season proceeded and the Dodgers fell from the top spot in 1916 to seventh in 1917. The season was eventually 
curtailed in 1918 as some players began to leave for war. 

Top players of the decade included: George Cutshaw at second base; shortstop Ivy Olson, who led the leaque with 164 
hits in 1919; Otto Miller, Brooklyn's catcher from 1912-22; outfielder Zack Wheat, a solid .300 hitter who paced the N.L. 
in 1918 with a .335 mark; Stengel, very popular with Brooklyn fans and, after being traded to Pittsburgh, is remembered 
for returning to Ebbets Field in 1918, where he acknowledged the crowd and a sparrow flew out from beneath his cap, and 
outfielder Hy Myers, who had 73 RBI to lead the N.L. in 1919. 
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1920s 

The Dodger decade of the 1920s got off to a roaring start with a National League pennant in 1920. But over the next 
nine years, Brooklyn could manage only one other season better than fifth place. 

Pitcher Burleigh Grimes burst onto the scene in 1918 and made his presence felt in 1920 with a 23-11 record for a 
leaque-leading .676 winning percentage. The Dodgers had to squelch a challenge by the Giants late in the season to gar- 
ner the N.L. flag. In a best-of-nine World Series against the Cleveland Indians, the Dodgers won two of the first three games, 
only to drop four straight and bow out. 

The 1920 World Series will also be remembered for producing the first and only unassisted triple play in Series history. 
In the fifth game, Dodger pitcher Clarence Mitchell lined a shot to Cleveland’s Billy Wambsganss with Pete Kilduff on sec- 
ond base and Otto Miller on first. Wambsganss speared the liner to the right of the bag, stepped on the base to double up 
Kilduff and tagged Miller, who was running with the shot and was nearly at second base on the play. 

The longest Dodger game in history was played on May 1, 1920 when the Dodgers were in Boston to play the Braves. 
The game was played to a 26-inning, 1-1 tie. What made it so unique was that both starting pitchers - Leon Cadore for 
Brooklyn and Joe Oeschger for the Braves - each went the distance! Cadore yielded 15 hits while the Dodgers had nine 
before darkness halted play. 

In 1921, the fifth-place Dodgers were led by Grimes, who had an N.L. leading 22 wins and 136 strikeouts. “Ol 
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Stubblebeard,” as Grimes was known, won 21 or more games four times as a Dodger. 

A great character arrived at training camp in 1922 by the name of Clarence Arthur 
“Dazzy” Vance. Born on March 4, 1891, the 31-year-old Vance pitched 11 seasons for the 
Dodgers, winning in double figures all but one year. The right-hander won a leaque-lead- 
ing 28 games in 1924 and 22 games in 1925. He was the N.L. strikeout leader for seven 
consecutive seasons (1922-28) and was twice the ERA champion in the decade (1924 and 
1928). The 1922 and 1923 seasons were nearly repeat performances and neither was a 
pretty sight, as the Dodgers wound up in sixth place in succession. But, in 1924, Uncle 
Robbie's troops put on a furious run at the pennant, moving up from 12 games back to 
first place in September, eventually losing to the Giants by 1 1/2 games. 

In 1925, Brooklyn president Charles Ebbets was taken ill after returning from 
Clearwater, Florida in the spring and died on the morning of April 18 in New York. He was 
66. The Dodgers were playing the Giants at Ebbets Field that day to begin a three-game 
series. The games went on as scheduled because Robinson said, “Charlie wouldn't want 
anybody to miss a Giants-Brooklyn series just because he died.” Now acting president Ed 
McKeever was in charge. The day of Ebbets’ funeral was cold and windy. McKeever caught 
a cold at the grave site that very day. He was stricken with pneumonia and within a week, 
he, too, was dead. 

Grief stricken, the Brooklyn ballclub gathered itself around Steve McKeever and man- Gigiaeiae 
ager Robinson and the new directors to elect a president. Robinson was selected for the PUELZATMIEN TS 
job, and would continue to manage as well. 

Robbie's teams struggled for the balance of the decade, finishing in sixth place five consecutive seasons. Floyd Caves 
“Babe” Herman joined the Dodgers in 1926 as a first baseman but moved to the outfield to allow Del Bissonette a spot in 
the lineup. Herman batted over .300 in five of the six seasons he was with Brooklyn initially. He would return to close out 
his career in 1945. The incredible Zack Wheat would hit over .320 in six straight seasons before an injury slowed him down 
at age 40 and he batted .290. 
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1930s 

No era in Dodger history was as wacky and wild as the 1930s. Unfortunately, the depression years were depressing for 
the organization as no pennants were won in this decade and the style of play led Brooklyn’s teams to be known as the 
“Daffiness Dodgers.” 

A forerunner of the frustration for the Brooklyn fans could be summed up in the season of 1930. The Robins made quite 
a drive for the pennant, taking over first place with 15 consecutive victories and were in the top spot for 75 days. But they 
dropped a crucial three-game series to the Cardinals at Ebbets Field and wound up in fourth place by six games. 

This decade was also marked by changes in baseball - the development of the farm system, the first night baseball game 
and the first broadcast on television. 

The “Uncle Robbie” period faded after the 1931 season, but his legacy remains as the winningest manager in Brooklyn 
Dodger history with 1,375 victories in 18 seasons. Four different managers would parade through the decade, including Max 
Carey (1932-33), Casey Stengel (1934-36), Burleigh Grimes (1937-38) and Leo Durocher (1939-46, 1948). 

With Robinson's departure, former Dodger player Max Carey took over the reins, but the results in 1932 and 1933 were 
less than satisfactory and Stengel replaced Carey. 

It was in February of 1934, prior to Carey's departure, that New York Giants Manager Bill Terry was asked what he 
thought of Brooklyn’s chances in the pennant race that season. He answered, “Brooklyn? Is Brooklyn still in the league?” 
That statement would come back to haunt Terry on the last two days of the season as the Giants were in a neck-and-neck 
race with the Cardinals for the pennant. The Dodgers proved they indeed were still in the league and they managed to 
knock out the Giants in the final series and the Cardinals became champions of the leaque and defeated the Detroit Tigers 
in the World Series. 

After three sub-par seasons, Stengel was replaced by Burleigh Grimes, the former Dodger pitching great. In 1937, the 
Dodgers finished sixth under Grimes, 33 1/2 games out. On January 19, 1938, innovative Larry MacPhail was hired as the 
team’s Executive Vice President to rebuild the Dodgers. While with Cincinnati, MacPhail had introduced night baseball to 
the major leagues as Crosley Field. In March of 1938, Steve McKeever died and MacPhail was appointed president. 

MacPhail made needed improvements at Ebbets Field and 
then hired Red Barber (who had been Cincinnati's broad- 
caster) to come to Brooklyn for the 1939 season, effective- 
ly ending an agreement among the three New York clubs 
prohibiting radio broadcasts. The first televised game was on 
August 26, 1939 when the first game of the Cincinnati at 
Brooklyn doubleheader was aired. The introduction of night 
baseball to Brooklyn was on June 15, 1938 and Cincinnati's 
Johnny Vander Meer pitched his second consecutive no-hit- 
ter when the lights went on in Ebbets Field, MacPhail also 
signed Babe Ruth as a first base coach, the Bambino’s last 
appearance in a major league uniform as a player or coach. 

One of MacPhail's initial acquisitions was purchasing first > 
baseman Dolph Camilli from Philadelphia. Camilli made an ’ - 5 
immediate impact on the 1938 and 1939 clubs with a total -- wo

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he played in the first one in 1933. Babe Herman, who typified the decade of the “Daffy Dodgers,” set numerous records, 
including a .393 batting average in 1930. Outfielder Lefty O'Doul earned a National League batting title with a .368 aver- 
age in 1932, Other Dodger notables included pitcher Van Lingle Mungo, who twice was an 18-game winner; catcher Al 
Lopez, who hit .279 in more than 700 games and later became a Hall of Fame Manager; and Cookie Lavagetto, who aver- 
aged .275 for seven seasons. 


1940s 

The 1940s were the beginning of the Dodgers’ emergence as a powerhouse and a historical first as Brooklyn broke base- 
ball’s color line with the signing of Jackie Robinson. 

Under the guidance of Leo Durocher, who became the Dodger man- 
ager in 1939, the Dodgers in 1941 won their first National League pen- 
nant in 21 years with a 100-54 record and played the first of their clas- 
sic World Series confrontations against the New York Yankees. 

Outfielder Pete Reiser was dynamite in 1941, Reiser led the league in 
batting, runs scored, total bases, slugging percentage and triples, while 
teammate Dolph Camilli topped the league in home runs and RBI and 
was honored as the National League MVP. Whit Wyatt and Kirby Higbe 
paced the pitching staff with 22 victories apiece. 

The Dodgers in 1942 won four more games than the previous year, 
but finished second to the St. Louis Cardinals. Over the next three years, 
the Dodgers finished third, seventh and third, respectively. During EES Gs 
World War II, many Dodger players were called to military duty. 

With the end of the war in 1945, Brooklyn came back in 1946 and put together a big season, going 96-60, and finished 
tied for first with the St. Louis Cardinals. The two teams played the first-ever playoff series, but it was not a happy one 
for the Dodgers as the Cardinals won the pennant and went on to win the World Championship. 

No playoff series was necessary in 1947 as the Dodgers won the National League pennant by five games over the 
Cardinals. That was not the only big story in 1947 as Jackie Robinson became the first African-American to play in the 
major leagues. In 1945, Robinson had signed a contract with Dodger President and General Manager Branch Rickey. In 1946, 
the former UCLA star endured his first year of professional baseball playing for the club's top minor league affiliate, the 
Montreal Royals. 

In 1947, Robinson was given an opportunity with Brooklyn. Rickey’s thorough research to find an exceptional African- 
American player was evident in his quote: “I'm looking for a ballplayer with enough guts not to fight back.” He found his 
man in Robinson, who faced all forms of abuse and pressure. The more Robinson was taunted and threatened, the more he 
let his performance on the field speak for himself. Overcoming the critics and the prejudice, Robinson became one of the 
great stars of the game, later becoming the first African-American elected to the Hall of Fame. In his first season, Robinson 
hit .297, scored 125 runs and stole 29 bases en route to being the first-ever Major Leaque Rookie of the Year. 

In the 1947 World Series, the Dodgers fell to the Yankees in seven games, but there were two memorable moments for 
the Dodgers. Cookie Lavagetto broke up Bill Bevens’ no-hitter in the ninth inning of Game 4 with a game-winning two-run 
double to give the Dodgers a 3-2 victory; and Al Gionfriddo's great catch of a Joe DiMaggio ball which preserved an 8-6 
victory in Game 6, 

Leo Durocher returned as manager of the Dodgers in 1948 after being suspended for the 1947 season. Durocher, though, 
lasted only half the season and was replaced by Burt Shotton, who guided the Dodgers in 1949 to their third pennant of 
the decade. Robinson was named the N.L. Most Valuable Player and pitcher Don Newcombe won Rookie of the Year honors. 
The Yankees, though, again defeated the Dodgers in the 1949 World Series. 


1950s 

In the 1950s, the Brooklyn Dodgers became the Los Angeles Dodgers as the team made its historic move to the West 
Coast in 1958. Despite the change in location, the Dodgers dominated the National League, winning five National Leaque 
pennants (1952, 1953, 1955, 1956, 1959) and World Championships in 1955 and 1959. 

In eight of the 10 years, the Dodgers never finished lower than second place while winning 913 games, the most wins 
in a decade in Dodger history. 

As the decade started, the Dodgers had a new president, Walter O'Malley, who was originally appointed as the club's 
attorney in 1941. In October of 1950, O'Malley became president and 
chief stockholder of the Dodgers, a position he would hold for 20 
years. 

O'Malley saw his team take back-to-back pennants in 1952 and 
j} 1953 under Manager Charlie Dressen. In 1953, the Dodgers won a club 
record 105 games with the well-known “Boys of Summer,” including 
Jackie Robinson, Pee Wee Reese, Roy Campanella, Gil Hodges, Carl 
Furillo, Don Newcombe, Carl Erskine, Jim Gilliam, Duke Snider, 
Preacher Roe and Clem Labine. 

Walter Alston became manager in 1954 and guided the Dodgers for 
23 seasons, putting together a great list of achievements: 2,042 wins, 
four World Championships, seven N.L. pennants, nine All-Star appear- 
ances and a Hall of Fame induction in 1983. 

~ F ‘ In 1955, the Dodgers defeated the Yankees and won their first-ever

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The Dodgers repeated as National League champions in 1956 and once again faced the Yankees. In another heart-stop- 
ping World Series, the Yankees prevailed in seven games. 

Dodger right-hander Don Newcombe made baseball history in 1956 when he became the first player to win Cy Young 
and MVP awards in the same season. 

As the 1957 season rolled around, the team on the field was overshadowed by the publicity of the team’s possible move 
to the West Coast. Since the early part of the decade, O'Malley had wanted to build a more modern stadium for his ballclub 
in Brooklyn. New York officials were unable to come up with a suitable site. 

On October 8, 1957, O'Malley announced that after 68 seasons in Brooklyn, the Dodgers would be moving to Los Angeles, 
In a move to bring baseball to all parts of the country, the Giants also decided to relocate from New York to San Francisco. 
On April 18, 1958, the Dodgers played their first game in Los Angeles, defeating the Giants, 6-5, before 78,672 fans at the 
Coliseum. 

In their final season of the decade, the Dodgers, a team in transition, finished in a first-place tie with the Milwaukee 
Braves. Two days later, the Dodgers had the N.L. pennant as they swept the Braves in a best-of-three playoff. 

The Dodgers then faced the Chicago White Sox in their fifth World Series of the 1950s. Using timely hitting and out- 
standing pitching, the Dodgers brought their first championship to Los Angeles and beat the Sox in six games. Larry Sherry 
was impressive, winning two games and saving two, earming MVP honors. Charlie Neal and Chuck Essegian had two home 
runs apiece, 


1960s 

The 1960s marked the first full decade of the Los Angeles Dodgers. The 
location changed, but the results didn’t as the Dodgers won two World Series 
(1963 and 1965), three National League pennants (1963, 1965 and 1966) 
and just missed a fourth pennant in 1962. 

In 1962, Walter O'Malley finally had the stadium he had been seeking for 
so many years. After four seasons at the Los Angeles Coliseum, the ballclub 
moved into its new home, Dodger Stadium. The 56,000-seat stadium opened 
on April 10, 1962 with a game against the Cincinnati Reds. The sparkling 
new venue did wonders for the Dodgers as they won a Los Angeles record 102 
games and tied San Francisco, which won a playoff, two games to one. 

Individually, the 1962 season was a success for pitcher Don Drysdale, the 
Cy Young Award winner; and speedster Maury Wills, who stole a record 104 
bases en route to league MVP honors, Tommy Davis won the batting crown 
and posted a club record 153 RBI and pitcher Sandy Koufax led the N.L. in 
ERA, 
The Dodgers didn’t miss another opportunity in 1963 as they won the 
National League pennant. Winning 19 games in the final month of the sea- 
son, the Dodgers staved off their challengers. Once again, the Dodgers faced 
the Yankees in the World Series, but Los Angeles shocked the Bronx 
Bombers, sweeping them in four games while holding a potent Yankee offense to just four runs. 

Koufax was the key to the championship year. The overpowering left-hander, who was later named Player of the Decade, 
was 25-5 with a 1.88 ERA and 306 strikeouts. He was selected Most Valuable Player and Cy Young winner, while also gar- 
nering World Series honors and was named to the All-Star team. 

In 1965, the Dodgers were once again World Champions. After winning the pennant with a 97-65 record, the Dodgers 
won a hard-fought, seven-game World Series over the Minnesota Twins. Koufax was again masterful as he posted two com- 
plete game victories in the Series, including a 2-0 shutout in Game 7, The Dodgers followed up in 1966 with another big 
year as they once again won the National League pennant before losing to Baltimore in the World Series. 

Like Koufax, Drysdale was another pitching great of the decade. He won 158 games for the Dodgers and was selected to 
the All-Star team seven times. Johnny Podres also continued his outstanding pitching in the 1960s with 68 victories, 
including an 18-5 mark in 1961. Ron Perranoski was the Dodger bullpen stopper, compiling 101 saves and 54 wins with the 
Dodgers from 1961-67. During the 1963 championship season, he was nearly unbeatable, going 16-3 with 21 saves and a 
1.67 ERA. 

Although the pitching was the mainstay of the team in the 1960s, the Dodgers did produce some outstanding hitters. 
Tommy Davis won two consecutive batting titles in 1962 and 1963 and had a lifetime .304 average with the Dodgers. The 
other Davis - outfielder Willie Davis - enjoyed 14 seasons with the Dodgers. The all-time leader in many offensive cate- 
gories, Willie Davis posted a club-record 31-game hitting streak in 1969. From 1960-64, 6-foot-7 slugger Frank Howard pro- 
vided the Dodgers with 121 home runs, including 31 in 1962. 

John Roseboro, who joined the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1957, played in three World Series during the 1960s (catching every 
inning) and was a five-time All-Star during his career. 

After working as director of scouting for the Dodgers, Al Campanis was named Vice President, Player Personnel in 
December of 1968 and he would hold that position until 1987. During his tenure, the Dodgers won a World Championship, 
four N.L. pennants and six Western Division titles.

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1970s 

The Los Angeles Dodgers of the 1970s were a team of winners. Three National League pennants and three appearances 
in the World Series (1974, 1977 and 1978) along with 910 victories (second-best decade in Dodger history) are certainly 
enough credentials for a successful decade. 

Peter O'Malley was named club president on March 17, 1970 and his father, Walter O'Malley, assumed the position of 
Chairman of the Board. 

In the 1970s, no Dodger team ever finished lower than third. In 1971, the Dodgers finished just one game behind divi- 
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5] sion winner San Francisco. But in 1974, the Dodgers reached the 
top, winning the division and posting 102 victories, the most by 
a Dodger team since 1962. The Dodgers defeated the Pittsburgh 
Pirates in the League Championship Series, three games to one, to 
earn a trip to the Fall Classic for the first time in eight years. 
After 23 years, Hall of Fame Manager Walter Alston retired and 
handed over the reins to Tommy Lasorda, who became only the 
second National League manager to win pennants in his first two 
seasons (1977 and 1978). The results were carbon copies as his 
teams in 1977 and 1978 defeated the Philadelphia Phillies in the 
League Championship Series in four games, only to lose to the New 
«| York Yankees in the World Series in six games. 
; During this era, the Dodgers had an infield featuring first base- 
man Steve Garvey, second baseman Davey Lopes, shortstop Bill 
Russell and third baseman Ron Cey. The foursome began playing as 
L-R: Willie Crawford, Steve Yeager, Steve Garvey, a unit in 1973 and would spend a record 8 1/2 seasons together. 


‘ 6 In 1977, the Dodgers made history when four members of the 
Bill Russell, Davey Lopes, Bill Buckner and Ron Cey team hit 30 or more home runs: Steve Garvey (33), Reggie Smith 


(32), Ron Cey (30) and Dusty Baker (30). Behind the plate, catch- 
er Steve Yeager was the picture of durability. One of the best Dodger catchers in history, Yeager played 14 seasons with the 
ballclub and was a tri-World Series MVP in 1981. 

On the mound, the Dodgers had many stars. Don Sutton won 166 games during this decade, including a career-high 21 
victories in 1976. In his final four seasons with the Dodgers from 1970-73, Claude Osteen won 66 games while Andy 
Messersmith won 55 games during his Dodger career (1974-76, 1979). Burt Hooton won 112 games in 10 years with the 
Dodgers, including 71 in the 1970s while left-hander Tommy John notched 87 wins and a 2.97 ERA in six years. 

Out of the bullpen, the Dodgers looked to Jim Brewer in the early 1970s, In 1974, Mike Marshall became the first reliev- 
er in baseball history to win the Cy Young Award. The right-hander appeared in a record 106 games, had 21 saves and post- 
ed a 2.42 ERA. In the late 1970s, Charlie Hough and Terry Forster were the aces of the bullpen. 


1980s 

Throughout the 1980s, the Dodgers enjoyed one of their most successful decades in club history. The Dodgers captured 
two World Championships (1981 and 1988), four National League Western Division titles (1981, 1983, 1985 and 1988) and 
won 825 games, tying them with the St. Louis Cardinals for most victories by a National League team during the decade, 

In 1980, Don Sutton set a Dodger record with his 52nd career shutout. The Dodgers also reached 3 million in home 
attendance for the second time in three years and hosted their first All-Star Game at Dodger Stadium. Before a capacity 
crowd of 56,088, the National League beat the American League, 4-2. The All-Star Game also marked the debut of the 
Dodgers’ new Dodger DiamondVision Board. 

On Opening Day in 1981, rookie Fernando Valenzuela — forced to start because of an injury to Jerry Reuss - blanked the 
Astros, 2-0, at Dodger Stadium, which was the beginning of “Fernandomania.” 
Valenzuela took the baseball world by storm in 1981. The 20-year-old from Mexico 
became the first rookie to win Cy Young Award honors and he helped the Dodgers 
win the World Series over the New York Yankees. 

On September 30, 1982, Steve Garvey, comerstone for the Dodgers at first base, 
played his final game for the Dodgers in Los Angeles. Garvey had three hits in the 
game and moved into third place on the all-time list with 1,104 consecutive games 
played. Also in 1982, second baseman Steve Sax won Rookie of the Year honors. 

In 1983, without longtime Dodgers Steve Garvey and Ron Cey, a young Los Angeles 
team won the division with 91 victories. Steve and Dave Sax made history as the only 
brothers to start a game for the Dodgers. 

On April 25, 1985, Fernando Valenzuela set a major league record for most con- 
secutive innings at the start of a season without allowing an earned run (41) before 
the Padres ended the streak. 

Two years later on September 16, 1987, Pope John Paul II celebrated Mass at 
Dodger Stadium. 

The 1988 season was the most memorable of the decade. Picked by some experts 
to finish fourth in their division, the Dodgers captured the Western Division and 
defeated the heavily favored New York Mets in the League Championship Series and Fernando Valenzuela 
Oakland Athletics in the World Series. 

The 1988 World Series gave fans what was later voted as “The Greatest Sports Moment in Los Angeles History” when 
Kirk Gibson hit a dramatic pinch-hit, two-run home run in the bottom of the ninth inning off Oakland relief ace Dennis 
Eckersley to give the Dodgers a 5-4 victory in Game 1 at Dodger Stadium. Gibson was later named league MVP. 

During the decade, many other great names came to the forefront. Pitcher Orel Hershiser posted double-digits in wins 
in his six years as a starter, including his phenomenal 1988 Cy Young Award season when he hurled a record 59 consecu- 
tive scoreless innings, surpassing the previous mark of 58 2/3 innings by Dodger pitcher Don Drysdale in 1968. 

Other significant Dodgers of the 1980s included second baseman Steve Sax, who played seven solid years for the Dodgers; 
catcher Mike Scioscia, who along with Valenzuela were the only Dodgers to play every year of this decade; infielder-out- 
fielder Pedro Guerrero, who hit 169 home runs and drove in 575 runs; pitcher Bob Welch, who won 103 games and fanned 
over 1,100 batters; outfielder Kenny Landreaux, who enjoyed seven seasons with the ballclub; and outfielder Mike Marshall, 
who averaged 17 home runs in the last eight seasons. 
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1990s 

The 1990s proved to be a series of ups and downs for the Dodgers. It also marked a change of ownership after the 
O'Malley family’s control for nearly five decades. The Dodgers won a division title in 1995 and a wild-card playoff berth in 
1996, but it marked the first decade since the 1930s that the ballclub did not make a World Series appearance. 

After finishing second in 1990 and 1991, the Dodgers posted a club-record 99 losses en route to a last-place finish in 
1992, The Dodgers rebounded to third place in 1993 and held a 3 1/2-game lead in 1994 when a strike halted the season 
and canceled plans for a trip to the Fall Classic. The Dodgers won the Western Division in 1995, but lost to Cincinnati in 
the Division Series in three games. The Dodgers and Padres were tied for first place on the final day of the season in 1996. 
Both teams met at Dodger Stadium, having already clinched playoff berths because of an expanded playoff format that 
included the second-place team with the best record in each 
league. The Dodgers lost, 2-0, and were later swept by Atlanta 
in the Division Series. 

The 1990 season celebrated the Dodgers’ 100th anniversary 
in the National League. The pitching staff led the majors with 
29 complete games and the Dodgers finished second to the 
eventual World Champion Cincinnati Reds. At age 22, right- 
hander Ramon Martinez became the youngest Dodger to win 
20 games since Ralph Branca. Martinez also tied Sandy 
Koufax’s club record with 18 strikeouts against the Braves on 
June 4 at Dodger Stadium, Martinez would later join Koufax as 
the only Dodger pitchers in history to throw both a no-hitter 
and strike out 18 batters in a game. Dodger shortstop Jose 2 ; ai 
WCCO aetna tecmncni nm tta sarr0s, Mike Piazza, Raul Mondesi, Hideo Nomo and 
in history to hit a home run in his first major league at-bat. MAUI CNCMNEM Tas 
“Fernandomania” also had one last hurrah as Fernando 
Valenzuela pitched his only career no-hitter on June 29 against St. Louis. 

The exciting 1991 season featured a classic divisional race between the Dodgers and Atlanta Braves. During the final six 
weeks of the season, neither club held a lead of more than two games. The Braves finally edged Los Angeles on the final 
weekend of the season to win the crown by one game. The Dodgers were led by newcomers Darryl Strawberry, whose 28 
home runs are the most by a left-handed batter in Los Angeles history; and Brett Butler, the center fielder who set a 
National League record with 161 errorless games. Bouncing back from shoulder surgery, Orel Hershiser went 7-2 with a 3.46 
ERA in 1991. 

During the 1990s, the Dodgers set a record with five consecutive National League Rookies of the Year: Eric Karros (1992), 
Mike Piazza (1993), Raul Mondesi (1994), Hideo Nomo (1995) and Todd Hollandsworth (1996). 

After belting 20 home runs as a rookie in 1992, Karros became a cornerstone to the Dodger offense in the 1990s. He 
played in more games than any other Dodger during the decade and his 242 home runs are atop the all-time Los Angeles 
list, as he surpassed Ron Cey (228) in 2000. Karros also became one of three players in Dodger history to record five or 
more seasons with at least 30 home runs. 

Piazza spent 5 1/2 seasons in Los Angeles, rewriting the record book and placing his name alongside some of the most 
prolific hitting catchers in history. He set rookie records with 35 home runs and 112 RBI in 1993, including two home runs 
on the final day of the season as the Dodgers knocked the Giants out of the divisional race with a 12-1 victory at Dodger 
Stadium. Piazza later set Dodger single-season records in 1997 with a .362 batting average, 40 home runs and a .638 slug- 
ging percentage. The Dodgers traded Piazza to Florida in a blockbuster seven-player trade in 1998. 

During the 1990s, Mondesi became one of the most productive outfielders in Dodger history. He is the only Dodger to 
record at least 30 steals and 30 home runs in the same season, having accomplished the 30-30 plateaus in 1997 and 1999, 
Mondesi also became the first two-time Gold Glove winner since Steve Garvey won four straight from 1974-77. 

Nomo burst upon the major league scene in 1995 after a successful career with the Kintetsu Buffaloes of the Japanese 
Professional League. As the first Japanese player to appear in the majors since San Francisco's Masanori Murakami in 1965, 
Nomo went 13-6 with a 2.54 ERA and a league-leading 236 strikeouts. He also started the 1995 All-Star Game at Texas, In 
1996, Nomo pitched his first career no-hitter at the most unlikely site in baseball — Colorado's Coors Field - a 9-0 victory 
on September 17. 

In 1994, Chan Ho Park made history as he was the first South Korean-born player to pitch in the major leaques. Along 
with Darren Dreifort, they became the 17th and 18th players since the First-Year Player Draft began in 1965 to make their 
professional debuts in the majors. 

On March 19, 1998, Major League Baseball owners approved the sale of the Dodgers from the O'Malley family to The FOX 
Group. In October 1998, the Dodgers were named the “most successful organization in Major League Baseball during the 
20th century” in a study conducted by Street and Smith's SportsBusiness Journal. Los Angeles finished first with a centu- 
ty performance index of 7.63 on a 10-point scale, based on a rating formula that evaluated the on-the-field and ticket win- 
dow success of each of the 35 major league teams that played at least 10 seasons from 1901-98. The Brooklyn Dodgers fin- 
ished ninth with a 5.38 century performance index rating. The SportsBusiness Journal also calculated separate perform- 
ance ratings for each decade in the 20th century, with the Dodgers topping the rankings in the 1960s, 1970s and 1980s. 

The 1998 season marked the Hall of Fame induction of Jaime Jarrin, who became the second Spanish-language broad- 
caster named to the shrine. The Dodgers also retired the uniform No. 20 of Hall of Fame pitcher Don Sutton, who became 
the 10th Dodger to have his number retired. The others are Pee Wee Reese (1), Tommy Lasorda (2), Duke Snider (4), Jim 
Gilliam (19), Walter Alston (24), Sandy Koufax (32), Roy Campanella (39), Jackie Robinson (42) and Don Drysdale (53). 

In 1999, Hall of Famers Vin Scully and Tommy Lasorda celebrated their 50th season with the organization. Scully, one of 
the most recognizable voices in baseball who has called three perfect games and 18 no-hitters during his career, was induct- 
ed into Cooperstown in 1982 as the winner of the Ford C. Frick Award. Lasorda, who managed the Dodgers from 1976-96, guid- 
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ed the Dodgers to World Championships in 1981 and 1988. He also became baseball's goodwill ambassador with his legendary 
“bleeding Dodger blue” stories. In 1997, Lasorda became only the 14th manager to be inducted into the Hall of Fame. 

With a crowd of 37,717 for the Dodgers-Braves game on April 20, Los Angeles surpassed the 100 million mark in home 
attendance since Dodger Stadium opened in 1962. The Dodgers also surpassed the 3 million mark in attendance for the 
fourth consecutive season and 14th time overall, a major league record. Since 1973, the Dodgers have also drawn at least 
2 million fans for a record 27 consecutive seasons. 

The Dodgers ended the century with a third-place finish in 1999. On the field, right-hander Kevin Brown anchored the 
starting rotation with 18 wins and Jeff Shaw led Los Angeles with 34 saves. Mark Grudzielanek’s .326 average was the high- 
est by a Dodger shortstop in history and outfielder Gary Sheffield joined Hall of Famer Duke Snider as the only Dodger to 
hit at least .300 in one season with 30 home runs, 100 RBI, 100 runs and 100 walks. 

Following the 1999 season, Robert A. Daly, Chairman and Co-CEO of Warner Bros. and Warner Music Group since 1980, 
purchased a minority ownership stake in the Dodgers on October 28. Daly became Chairman and CEO to serve as the club's 
managing partner. 

From 1900-99, the Dodgers posted an 8,061-7,361 record, the third-highest winning percentage (.523) among teams in 
the 20th century. Los Angeles also registered the best record (797-757) among National Leaque West teams during the 
1990s and ranked fourth in winning percentage (.517) among National League teams. 

In addition to a winning tradition, the Dodgers played a major role among sports franchises throughout the 20th cen- 
tury. From Uncle Wilbert Robinson to Tommy Lasorda, a collection of unforgettable personalities and great moments fills 
Dodger scrapebooks with golden memories. 


2000s 

Through the first four seasons of the new decade and century, the Dodgers have won consistently, but have not yet earned a 
postseason berth. The 2000 season saw the Dodgers win 86 games with some explosive offense. The Dodgers set a club record for 
home runs with 211, led by Gary Sheffield who tied Duke Snider's single-season club mark of 43 home runs. For the second straight 
season, Sheffield hit better than .300, with at least 30 home runs, 100 RBI, 100 walks and 100 runs becoming the first Dodger 
ever to do so twice. 

Eric Karros became the L.A. Dodger all-time leader with his 229th home run and Dave Hansen set a Major League record with 
seven pinch-hit home runs, breaking a club mark set in 1932 by Johnny Frederick. 

On the mound, pitcher Kevin Brown became the first Dodger since 1984 to lead the league in ERA with a 2.58 ERA. Rookie 
Matt Herges, who spent eight years in the minors, started the season 8-0, making him the first pitcher since Femando Valenzuela 
to open the season with eight straight victories. 

In 2001, the Dodgers turned over the managerial reins to Jim Tracy, who had served as the bench coach the previous two sea- 
sons. Under Tracy, the Dodgers once again won 86 games but finished just six games behind the eventual World Series champion 
Arizona Diamondbacks. 

Shawn Green had his finest season as a Major Leaquer, belting a Dodger-record 49 
home runs while also setting L.A. club marks for extra-base hits (84) and total bases 
(358). He became only the fifth left-hander in Major Leaque history to hit at least 49 
home runs in a season and only the fifth player to hit 40 or more home runs in both 
leaques. 

Paul Lo Duca earned the starting spot as catcher for the first time in his career and 
didn't disappoint as he led the club with a .320 batting average to go along with 28 dou- 
bles, 25 home runs and 90 RBI. y 

On the mound, the Dodgers had to use 12 different starting pitchers over the course 
of the season. Jeff Shaw became the club's all-time leader in saves, finishing with 129. 

The 2002 season saw Dan Evans permanently take over as the general manager of the 
club and in his first season, Evans saw his team win 92 games and not get officially elim- 
inated from postseason play until the next to last day of the season. 

Green hit 42 home runs to become the first L.A. Dodger to have back-to-back sea- 
sons of 40 or more. Four of those home runs came in one game, May 23 at Milwaukee, 
tying a Major League record. In that game, Green went 6-for-6 and set a Major League 
mark for total bases (19). 

Eric Gagné who had shuttled back and forth from the bullpen to the starting rota- 
tion during his first three seasons in the Majors, found his niche as the closer in 2002, 
setting a club mark with 52 saves and earning a trip to the All-Star Game, joining team- 
mates Shawn Green and Odalis Perez and manager Jim Tracy, who served as a coach. 
Gagné, who was named National League Pitcher of the Month in June, became just the eighth reliever to record 50 or more saves. 

In addition, the Dodgers recorded their 9,000th victory in the National League during the 2002 season. 

The 2003 season saw the Dodgers make another run for a postseason berth as the wild-card team, but fell short, winning 85 
games. It was the year of pitching as the Dodgers led baseball in numerous categories, including earned run average. Gagné became 
the first Dodger to earn the NL Cy Young Award since 1988 and only the ninth reliever in Major League history. The right-hander 
converted all 55 of his save opportunities and entered 2004 with 63 consecutive saves over a two-year period. Gagne had a 1.20 
ERA in 77 games and struck out 137 batters in 82.1 innings. 

In addition, Shawn Green set a new L.A. Dodger single-season record with 49 doubles and Paul Lo Duca had a 25-game hitting 
streak, the longest by a Dodger since 1986. 

The big news during the offseason was the completion of the sale of the Dodgers by News Corporation to Frank and Jamie 
McCourt on January 29, 2004. The McCourts became the fourth owners of the Los Angeles Dodgers and it signified a return of 
the franchise to family ownership. The first big move by the McCourts, just days before Spring Training, was to hire 31-year-old 
Paul DePodesta as the Executive Vice President and General Manager. DePodesta became the ninth general manager in Los Angeles 
Dodger history and tied for the third-youngest to be named to that position in Major League Baseball history.

For more than half a century, a i 
Dodgertown in Vero Beach, FL has ee — : = ae 
been the training grounds of future [eS 

Hall of Famers and the starting point 
to several generations of Dodger 
ballplayers. 

The 2004 Spring Training season 
marks the Dodgers’ 57th year at 
Dodgertown and the 52nd season of 
Holman Stadium, which opened in 
1953. 

In December, Dodgertown was 
rated by Baseball America as the top 
Spring Training complex in Major 
League Baseball, a title that the mag- 
azine also donned upon it in 1993 and 
1978. 

With the renovations that took 
place before the 2003 season, 
Dodgertown is now sporting a new 
look following a major project to upgrade the facility, including a multi-use 30,000-square foot building 
erected beyond the right-field fence at Holman Stadium. The building includes a Major League clubhouse, 
a 1,200-square foot physical therapy/weight room, meeting rooms, a video room, press room, kitchen, doc- 
tor’s offices and executive and administration offices. In addition, four indoor batting/pitching tunnels, six 
pitching mounds and a bunting area were also added as part of the renovation. 

The Dodgers first set up camp in Vero Beach in 1948 at the invitation of local businessman Bud Holman 
after the city needed a tenant to occupy the former World War II naval air station. For his efforts, the 
Dodgers named their spring training stadium after Holman. The 6,500-seat Holman Stadium opened on 
March 11, 1953 against the Philadelphia Athletics. 

The original concept of Dodgertown was to provide a classroom environment for players and coaches 
with enough land so personnel could discuss baseball at any point in the day. Because there were so many 
Dodger minor league ball clubs, many affiliates and working groups were assigned different colored uniforms 
to help keep drills and other daily itineraries on schedule. 

Dodgertown has undergone many changes through the years since 1948 when 600 players participat- 
ed in the first Spring Training at the complex. A 90-unit housing facility replaced the old military barracks 
in 1972. A 23,000 square-foot administration building was constructed in 1974 on the site of the former 
headquarters building. The structure includes two clubhouses, medical department, dining room, kitchen, 
main lobby, broadcasting studio, photo dark room, interview room, lounge, media workroom, two training 
rooms, two equipment rooms and a commercial laundry room. 

In 1990, Dodgertown unveiled a new 15,000 square-foot, multi-purpose building that houses four 
indoor batting tunnels, an exercise room containing the latest in training equipment, a video room to be 
used by Dodger instructors as a teaching area and baseball administrative offices for Dodger executives dur- 
ing Spring Training. The offices are also used as meeting rooms for conferences throughout the year. 

Dodger personnel also have the use of a swimming pool, basketball court, four all-weather tennis 
courts, game room and movie theater. 

Dodgertown was the only privately owned training camp in the country, prior to Aug. 30, 2001, when 
the local community of Indian River County and the City of Vero Beach purchased the 60-plus acres of base- 
ball-related land from the Dodgers for $19 million. Portions of the funding were used for the recent reno- 
vation. 

In 2001, Dodgertown became the hub of the minor league organization with virtually year-round base- 
ball activities. In addition to Spring Training, the facility is home to the Single-A Vero Beach Dodgers, 
extended spring training, June rookie camp, the Rookie-level Gulf Coast League Dodgers and Fall 
Instructional League. 

Dodgertown is also home to the Dodgers’ minor league rehabilitation program. The program services 
players throughout the organization who are sent to rehabilitate various injuries. 

Dodgertown remains open throughout the year as a conference center. The conference center is 
designed to provide the proper environment for business meetings and the most intensive learning objec- 
tives. There are 20 specially designed meeting rooms, featuring the latest in audio-visual equipment. The 
recreation program includes golf, tennis, baseball, swimming, basketball, volleyball and jogging trails. 
Dodgertown has more than 250 employees and can accommodate up to 180 conferees. 

International visits have become a tradition at Dodgertown. The Dodgers have hosted a professional 
team from Asia on 13 different occasions. Most recently the Osaka Buffaloes of the Japanese League trained 
at Dodgertown in the fall of 2003 for the second consecutive year. The Samsung Lions professional base- 
ball team from Taegu, Korea trained at Dodgertown in 1985, 1992, 1993, 1996 and 1997. In addition to the 
Lions’ five visits, the Tokyo Giants trained in Vero Beach in 1961, 1967, 1971, 1975 and 1981. The Chunichi 
Dragons from Nagoya, Japan trained at Dodgertown in 1988. The Sinon Bulls became the first Taiwanese 
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team to train at Dodgertown when they began a week of workouts in February 1999. 

In February 1996, the Dodgers welcomed a baseball team from Hanyang University in Seoul, Korea, 
marking the first time a Korean university team trained in the United States and the second time overall 
an amateur college team trained at Dodgertown. Waseda University, one of Japan’s leading universities, was 
the first university to join Dodger players and staff at Vero Beach in 1995, 

The Dodgers have also entertained representatives from all over the world, including hosting the 
Nigerian National Youth Team in 1992. 

Dodgertown has been utilized as training grounds by numerous NFL teams, including the Philadelphia 
Eagles in preparation for the playoffs in 1995, the Kansas City Chiefs, Buffalo Bills, New Orleans Saints, New 
England Patriots, Cleveland Browns and the Green Bay Packers. Dodgertown became the home to the 
University of Miami football team prior to its regular season opener after Hurricane Andrew devastated the 
Florida coast in 1993. The Ohio State Buckeyes trained at Dodgertown prior to the 1995 Citrus Bowl. 

The 2004 season will mark the 25th year that Vero Beach has served as the summer home of the 
Dodgers’ Single-A Florida State League affiliate. In one of the smallest towns in the country with a profes- 
sional baseball club (population 17,350), the Vero Beach Dodgers set the club attendance record after draw- 
ing 95,300 fans over 63 home games in 1991. Holman Stadium was the site of the 1991 Florida State League 
All-Star Game. 

Since 1983, Dodgertown has also hosted the twice-yearly Dodgers Adult Baseball Camps, featuring 
instruction from Dodger stars of the past. This February, the 42nd such camp was held.

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Dodger Stadium 


It began with Dodger President Walter O'Malley's vision nearly five decades ago and remains one of the crown 
jewels in professional sports and a landmark to West Coast expansion in Major League Baseball. 

Since 1962, the beauty of Dodger Stadium has awed spectators with a breath-taking view of downtown Los 
Angeles to the south; green, tree-lined Elysian hills to the north and east; and the San Gabriel Mountains beyond. 

The 56,000-seat Dodger Stadium has parking for 16,000 automobiles on 21 terraced lots adjacent to the same ele- 
vations as the six different seating levels. 

More than 3,400 trees cover the 300 acres of beautiful landscape, which is maintained by a full-time staff of gar- 
deners. The Dodgers employ a full-time grounds crew and maintenance staff that keeps all aspects of the stadium in immac- 
ulate condition throughout the season making Dodger Stadium one of the best maintained facilities in the country. 

In January 1999, the Dodgers announced a program of investment and limited renovation of Dodger Stadium to 
help make it more economically competitive with other ballparks across the nation. By the start of the 2000 season, 
the Dodgers added new field level seats down the foul lines beyond the dugouts and a new expanded dugout section 
with an adjacent club area. In addition, suites were added on the Club Level to provide amenities that are now avail- 
able at every other Major League ballpark. In 2003, a new scoreboard, DodgerVision video board and cutting edge con- 
trol room were added to enhance the overall fan experience, 

The Dodgers installed a brand new state-of-the-art grass field after the conclusion of the 1995 season for the 
first time since the stadium opened in 1962. Prescription Athletic Turf (PAT), created and installed by the Cincinnati- 
based Motz Group, used the latest agronomic and engineering technology to manage field moisture through controlled 
drainage and irrigation. The 100,000 square feet of bermuda grass is grown on pure sand, beneath which a vacuum 
chamber is laid over a water-tight plastic barrier that forcibly extracts water during heavy rains. New moisture gauges 
monitor the field’s water level in coordination with a microprocessor that controls drainage functions. A computer con- 
troller has the ability to reverse the scenario and subirrigate when the sand’s moisture reading drops below the opti- 
mal level. 

Clearly, the changes have paid off, as the Dodger Stadium field was named the best in baseball by Sports 
Illustrated in 2003 in a poll of Major League players. Of the responses, 23.2 percent of players rated Dodger Stadium 
as the best-quality playing field, more than twice as many as any other stadium. 

At the gates, more than 115 million fans have watched Dodger games at Dodger Stadium over 42 years, an aver- 
age of more than 2.7 million fans per season. Dodger fans have witnessed 3,257 regular-season games at Dodger 
Stadium, including a 1,899-1,439 (.569) record posted by the Dodgers. In 1978, Dodger Stadium became the first ball- 


park to host more than three million fans in a season when the Dodgers drew 3,347,845 in attendance. Following 
another three-million attendance mark in 1980, the Dodgers set the all-time Major League season attendance record 
in 1982, drawing 3,608,881 fans. Toronto, Colorado and Atlanta have since topped that mark, but the Dodgers can also 
boast seasons of more than three million in attendance from 1983-86, 1990-91, 1993 and 1996-2003. Eight of the top 
25 NL single-season attendance marks have been recorded at Dodger Stadium. 

During the 20th century, the only privately-financed ballparks in Major League Baseball were Yankee Stadium 
(built in 1923) and Dodger Stadium. Walter O'Malley and architect Emil Praeger set the stage for baseball's most pop- 
ular and beautiful showplace when they began designing the Dodgers’ new home after moving to Los Angeles in 1958. 
The stadium opened its doors on April 10, 1962 and the Dodgers won their first game at their new home the next day 
on April 11 when they defeated the Cincinnati Reds, 6-2. The Dodgers drew 2,755,184 fans to Dodger Stadium during 
its inaugural season. 

Since then, Dodger Stadium has hosted eight World Series and the Dodgers have won four World Championships 
(1963, 1965, 1981 and 1988), eight NL pennants (1963, 1965, 1966, 1974, 1977, 1978, 1981, 1988), eight NL Western 
Division crowns (1974, 1977, 1978, 1981, 1983, 1985, 1988, 1995) and one NL Wild Card berth (1996). 

The stadium hosted the Major Leaque Baseball All-Star Game in 1980 and the Olympic Games’ baseball competi- 
tion in 1984. The eight-team competition during the 1984 Olympic Games marked baseball's greatest involvement in 
the Olympic Games to that point. 

The Olympic spirit returned to Los Angeles again in 1991, as Dodger Stadium hosted the Opening Ceremonies 
for the United States Olympic Festival. Later that summer, the stadium showcased the top amateur baseball players 
from around the world in the second annual International Baseball Association World All-Star Game. 

Dodger Stadium has been the site of several non-baseball major events, as Pope John Paul II celebrated Mass at 
Dodger Stadium on Sept. 16, 1987. Entertainers from around the world have performed there as well, such as KISS, 
The Rolling Stones, The Beatles, The Bee Gees, Elton John, Simon and Garfunkel, Michael Jackson, David Bowie, 
Genesis, Eric Clapton, U2, the Dave Matthews Band and in August, 2003, Bruce Springsteen and the E Street Band. 
Dodger Stadium also staged one of the world’s greatest entertainment events in 1994 when internationally renowned 
tenors Jose Carreras, Placido Domingo and Luciano Pavarotti reunited for a spectacular concert performance “Encore — 
The Three Tenors” with conductor Zubin Mehta. 

In its early years, Dodger Stadium even staged other sporting events such as boxing, a basketball game featur- 
ing the world-renowned Harlem Globetrotters and a ski-jumping exhibition. From 1962-65, the American League's Los 
Angeles (now Anaheim) Angels called Dodger Stadium their home. 

With all these events, the one constant has been Los Angeles Dodgers baseball, which was awarded the 
title of “Best Sporting Event” in 2003 by the Los Angeles Daily News Readers’ Choice Poll. In 2004, for the 43rd sea- 
son, this grand ballpark will continue to welcome fans of all ages, as the storied tradition continues. 


DODGER STADIUM RAINOUTS 


The 17th rainout in Dodger Stadium history occurred on April 17, 2000, marking the last rainout and the 
only Dodger home game to be rained out during the 2000 season. In 1999 the Dodgers also had one home 
game washed out (April 11, 1999), ending the club‘s record 856 consecutive-game streak without a rainout. 
Prior to that, the Dodgers’ last home rainout was three consecutive games against the San Diego Padres April 
19-21, 1988. Prior to 1976, the Dodgers were rained out only once — against the St. Louis Cardinals on 


April 21, 1967. The 1967 rainout ended a streak of 737 consecutive games at Dodger Stadium without a 
postponement. The second home rainout, on April 12, 1976, stopped a string of 724 straight games.

DODGER STADIUM FENCES 


DODGERVISION 


DodgerVision, the large video display system which 
tises above the left field pavilion, is the hub of the enter- 
tainment fans enjoy at Dodger Stadium, serving as a 
complement to game action with replays, highlights, fea- 
tures, interactive games, information and statistics. 
Dodgervision went through a major upgrade between the 
2002 and 2003 seasons. Daktronics, Inc, was chosen to 
provide new video, scoring and electronic display control 
equipment for Dodger Stadium. The $3.8 million project 
includes a large ProStar video display board, a large 
monochrome LED matrix display and a new state-of-the- 
art digital video control room. When the initial video 
board, a Mitsubishi Diamond Vision, made its debut at 
the 1980 All-Star Game at Dodger Stadium, it was the 
first full-color display board in the world. As a result of 
that initial installation, the Dodgers pioneered a new 
dimension in live sports and entertainment, propelling 
the video board industry to become a staple at venues 
throughout the world. 

The 2003 ProStar VideoPlus display features a 16x9 
aspect ratio measuring 27’ high and 48’ wide and has 
been installed in the existing structure behind left field. 
A large Galaxy LED display replaced the previous score- 
board in right field, which was originally installed when 
Dodger Stadium opened in 1962. The new scoreboard has 
much more to offer than its predecessor. In addition to 
serving as the primary game scoreboard, this new amber 
light 22’ high by 71' wide LED display will also be used 
for the display of game information and statistics, as 
well as a wide variety of graphics and animation. 

Scoreboards embedded into the outfield walls in 
left and right fields, as well as those suspended on the 
facade of the Loge Level, provide fans with running 
scores from games throughout the Major Leagues, as well 
as celebration animations during big game moments. 

Located in the press box area, the DodgerVision 
control room, which was completely revamped and 
updated, is a fully integrated, digital production studio. 
Five cameras, broadcast switching systems, videotape 
machines, digital slo-motion systems, digital database 
playback systems and graphics equipment highlight the 
broadcast-quality equipment. Also included for the 
matrix boards are such items as the Venus 7000 con- 
troller, V-Link video processors, DakStats baseball statis- 
tics software and Sports Wire interface, all of which work 
together to provide fans with automated, real-time, out- 
of-town scores and game statistics. 

The DodgerVision crew is also responsible for pro- 
viding the music heard throughout Dodger Stadium as 
well as the programming for the matrix boards on the 
facades of the Loge Level. A team of 22 people is 
required to run the DodgerVision operation each game.

TOP 50 NATIONAL LEAGUE ATTENDANCE MARKS 


The 2003 season marked the 31st consecutive season the Dodgers drew more than two million fans at 
Dodger Stadium (1973-2003) and the 38th time overall - the most by any Major League team. 

The Dodgers established a then NL record when they drew 3,608,881 fans. The NL implemented a new 
attendance counting system in 1993, and the Rockies recorded the largest single-season total in Major 
League history with 4,483,350 fans in their first Major Leaque season. Through the 1992 season, attendance 
figures in the NL were counted by the number of fans in attendance and the AL counted total tickets sold. 
Both leagues currently count total tickets sold. 

The Dodgers hold the Major League record for drawing more than three million fans on 18 occasions. 
The Dodgers became the first team to play before five million fans in a season - combining home and road 
totals - in 1978 when the total reached 5,494,204. The Dodgers have since played in front of more than 
five million 18 more times, including a franchise-best 5,899,245 in 1997. 

The Dodgers have averaged more than 2.65 million fans a season since coming to Los Angeles in 1958. 
The Dodgers hit the million mark in 22 dates in 1981, the two million mark in 46 dates in 1982 and the 
three million mark in 67 dates in 1982 — all three established then Major League records. Following are the 
top 50 NL home attendance marks:

Director, Amateur Scouting 


Logan White begins his third season as Director of Amateur Scouting for the Dodgers. White's primary responsibili- 
ties include overseeing the June First-Year Player Draft and the Lasorda Cup Elite Games, as well as overseeing all aspects 
of amateur scouting within the United States. 

White has had much success in his first two drafts for the Dodgers as his June 2003 First-Year Player draft was rated 
by Baseball America as the best draft in baseball and his June 2002 Draft was rated fourth-best in baseball. The Dodgers’ 
2003 first selection and 24th overall, Chad Billingsley, was rated the third closest to the Majors of all high school players 
drafted. The club’s 2002 first selection and 19th overall, James Loney, was rated as the second-best high school player 
taken, the best pure hitter and the second-closest high school player to reaching the Major Leagues. 

Prior to joining the Dodgers, White spent seven years with the Baltimore Orioles as the West Coast Supervisor with 
responsibilities including overseeing all area scouts from the Western part of the United States, as well as evaluating play- 
ers in Canada and Australia. 

White's scouting experience is extensive as he served as the West Coast Supervisor for the San Diego Padres from 
1993-95, an area scout with Baltimore from 1990-92, and an associate scout with the Seattle Mariners from 1988-89. He 
was a minor league pitcher in the Seattle Mariners organization from 1984-87 and was signed by Jeff Malinoff. 

Originally from Portales, NM, White graduated from Western New Mexico University with honors, and was an Academic 
All American in 1984. In 1996, he was inducted into the Western New Mexico University Hall of Fame. 

White, his wife Deena and son, Logan, Jr., reside in Phoenix, AZ.

Manager - Terry Kennedy 


Kennedy, a four-time all-star Major League catcher, takes over the reins of the 51s in his 
sixth season as a minor league manager. 

He possesses a career managerial record of 301-246 (.550 winning percentage). His 1997 
Rookie-level Cubs team (34-20) captured the Arizona League championship and one season later, 
he was named Baseball America and Pacific Coast League Manager of the Year after guiding Triple- 
A Towa to an 85-59 mark and a Central Division title. Kennedy, who also piloted Iowa in 1999, 
began his coaching/managing career in 1993 as he skippered St. Louis’ Single-A St. Petersburg 
team to a 75-58 record. In 1994, while also serving as a roving catching instructor in the Montreal 
system, he managed the Expos’ Single-A Vermont club and compiled a 42-33 mark. 

During the 1995 and 1996 campaigns, Kennedy was the hitting coach for Tacoma, Seattle's Triple-A affiliate. He 
then moved to the Cubs’ organization and after three seasons of managing, he was Chicago's minor league field coordi- 
nator and roving catching instructor in 2000 and 2001. 

Kennedy played for four different teams during his 14-year Major League career - St. Louis (1978-80), San Diego 
(1981-86), Baltimore (1987-88) and San Francisco (1989-91), appearing in 1,491 games, including 1,378 behind the 
plate. Overall, he batted .264, collecting 1,313 hits, 113 home runs, 244 doubles and 628 RBI. He was selected to the 
National League All-Star teams in 1981, 1983 and 1985 and was voted as the starting catcher for the American League 
All-Star squad in 1987. He played in two World Series: 1984 with San Diego and 1989 with San Francisco. In 1983, he 
received the Silver Slugger Award as the Major Leaque’s top-hitting catcher after slugging 17 homers with 98 RBI. One 
year earlier for the Padres, he had 21 homers and 97 RBI. 

The left-handed hitter, who was born in Euclid, OH, was St. Louis’ No. 1 pick (sixth overall) in the June 1977 ama- 
teur draft following an All-America career at Florida State University. In 1977, he was honored as The Sporting News’ 
College Player of the Year. 

His father, Bob, is a former manager (1963-65) and general manager (1977-81) of the Chicago Cubs. 


Hitting Coach - George Hendrick 


Hendrick, who enjoyed an 18-year Major League playing career, is in his second season as hit- 
ting coach for the 51s. He spent the final two months of the 2003 campaign as interim hitting 
coach of the big league club. Hendrick was previously a Major League coach with St. Louis (1996- 
97) and Anaheim (1998-99), He has also been a coach or manager in the St. Louis and San Diego 
systems. During his playing career (1971-88), he appeared in 2,048 games with six different 
teams, including World Series winners in Oakland (1972) and St. Louis (1982). A four-time all- 
star, he compiled 267 home runs and 1,111 RBI. 


Pitching Coach - Roger McDowell 


One of the game's premier relievers during a 12-year Major Leaque career (1985-96), McDowell 
enters his first season as pitching coach of Las Vegas after two campaigns as a coach with the

Manager - Dino Ebel 


4 Ebel has been a member of the Dodger organization since 1988, having served as a minor 
league player, coach and manager. 
The 2004 campaign marks his seventh as a manager and his third as Jacksonville's skipper. 
| In six seasons, the Barstow, CA native has compiled a managerial record of 386-360 (.517 winning 
} percentage). 
In 2002, his first at Jacksonville, Ebel guided the Suns to a 77-62 mark, a second-half 
Southern League East Divsion championship and a berth in the leaque championship series. 
Ebel's crowning acheivement as a manager came in 2000 when he piloted Single-A San 
Bernardino to a 77-63 regular-season record and the California League title. His managerial career 
started with San Bernardino in 1997, when he took over the team with 39 games left in the season. In 1998, his first full sea- 
son as a skipper, his Rookie-level Great Falls team won the Pioneer Leaque’s North Division first-half championship. Ebel man- 
aged Single-A Yakima in 1999 and, after a year at San Bernardino, he piloted Single-A Wilmington to a 75-63 mark in 2001. 

He started his coaching career as a player/coach with San Bernardino in 1995 before becoming a full-time coach with 
the Stampede in 1996. 

This past offseason, Ebel piloted the Estrellas in the Dominican Winter League. Following the 2001 season, he managed 
Cervesa Atlas Tiburones in the Panamanian Winter League. He's also been a coach for Peoria in the Arizona Fall League (1995), 
an infield instructor for the Chinese National Team (2000) and Osaka Buffaloes, when they trained at Dodgertown in the fall 
of 2002, and field coordinator for the Sinon Bulls in Taiwan (2002). 

After playing for Florida Southern University, where he was a member of the 1988 NCAA Division II championship team, 
the infielder signed with the Dodgers as a free agent. He started his six-season professional playing career at Rookie-level 
Sarasota in 1988 and was named Gulf Coast League Player of the Year after ranking second in the league with a .337 batting 
mark and leading the GCL in total bases, slugging and on-base percentage. 


Hitting Coach - Mariano Duncan 


Duncan saw action at all four infield positions and in the outfield during a 12-year Major League 
career, which began when he made the Opening Day start at second base as a rookie for the 
Dodgers in 1985. This is his first season with Jacksonville after coaching for the Gulf Coast League 
Dodgers in 2003. Duncan spent five seasons with the Dodgers and also played in the big leaques 
with Cincinnati, Philadelphia, the New York Yankees and Toronto, earning NL All-Star honors with 
the Phillies in 1994 and playing on two World Championship teams - the 1990 Reds and 1996 
Yankees. He played in Japan in 1998. 


Pitching Coach - Marty Reed 


Reed is in his sixth year as a pitching coach in the Dodger system and third at Jacksonville. His 2002 
Suns staff led the Southern League with a 3.10 ERA. He started as a pitching coach with Rookie-level 
Great Falls in 1999 and was Single-A Vero Beach's pitching coach in 2000 and 2001. The southpaw was 
drafted and signed by California in June 1984 and pitched five seasons in the Angels system, compil- 
ing a 49-36 record. He earned a Bachelor of Science degree in Physical Education from the University A 
of Tampa, where he was a coach from 1990-96. He was also head baseball coach at Pfeiffer University.

Manager - Scott Little 


Little, a former big league infielder, returns for a second season as skipper of the Vero Beach 
Dodgers and his ninth overall campaign as a minor league field general. 

He joined the Dodger organization in 2002 as manager of Single-A South Georgia and guid- 
ed the Waves to a 75-63 record (.543), the second-best mark in the South Atlantic League. 

Prior to becoming a member of the Dodger system, Little spent 15 seasons in the Pittsburgh 
Pirates organization as a player, coach, manager, roving instructor and field coordinator. Little, a 
native of East St. Louis, IL, managed Pittsburgh minor league teams in six different seasons, mak- 
ing his debut at Single-A Augusta in 1992. He proceeded to manage at Single-A Salem (1993), 
Augusta (1994), Rookie-level Erie (1995), Augusta (1997) and Single-A Lynchburg (1999). He took 

over the 1997 Augusta club at midseason and led the team to 37-34 mark through the remainder of the campaign. 

During the 2001 season, he was the hitting coach for Double-A Altoona after serving as the Pittsburgh organization's 
roving hitting instructor in 2000. Little was the Pirates’ Major League Field Coordinator in 1998 after handling the chores as 
hitting coach at Single-A Augusta in 1996 and part of 1997. He began 1995 as roving outfield instructor before being hand- 
ed the managerial reins at Erie. 

In 1989, his only season in the Major Leaques as a player, he appeared in three games for the Pirates, collecting one 
hit in four at-bats. Little was originally drafted and signed by the New York Mets in January, 1984 out of Mineral Area Junior 
College (MO). He led the Rookie-level New York-Penn League with 34 stolen bases for Little Falls in 1984. In May 1987, the 
Mets traded him to the Pirates. During his professional career, the versatile Little saw action at all four infield positions, 
catcher and in the outfield. 


Hitting Coach - Juan Bustabad 


This is Bustabad’s 15th year as a minor league coach or manager and seventh with the Dodgers. 
In 2003, he was hitting coach for Rookie-level Ogden after managing Dodger farm teams the pre- 
vious three seasons. He guided Vero Beach to a 72-63 mark in 2002. One season earlier, he quid- 
ed the Gulf Coast Leaque Dodgers (41-19) to a division title. In 2000, he led Rookie-level Great 
Falls (42-34) to the Pioneer League finals. His career record is 372-287, which includes five sea- 
sons in the Marlins’ organization. Bustabad played nine seasons professionally, reaching Triple- 
A Albuquerque in the Dodger system in 1989. 


Pitching Coach - Ken Howell 


Howell was a third-round draft pick of the Dodgers in June 1982 and pitched in seven big league 
seasons, including five with the Dodgers (1984-88) and two with Philadelphia (1989-90). This is 
his third season as Vero Beach's pitching coach. The right-hander appeared in 235 games during 
his Major League career. In 1986, Howell recorded 12 saves and made a career-high 62 appear- 
ances, striking out 104 batters in 97.2 innings. He was a member of the Dodgers’ 1988 World 
Championship club. When he joined the Phillies, he was converted to a starter and and went 20- 
19 in 40 starts over two seasons.

Manager - Dann Bilardello 


Bilardello, a Major Leaque catcher for eight seasons, is in his third season as a Dodger 
minor league manager and his second campaign with Columbus, which played as the South 
Georgia Waves the past two seasons. 
In 2002, his rookie season as a coach or manager, he guided the Rookie-level Great Falls 
Dodgers to the Pioneer League championship. His club posted a league-best 47-28 record after 
cruising to a first-half North Division crown with a 27-11 mark. He has a two-year managerial 
record of 111-100 for a .526 winning percentage. 
Bilardello, who started his professional playing career in the Dodger system, appeared in 
382 big league contests with the Cincinnati Reds (1983-85), Montreal Expos (1986), Pittsburgh 
Pirates (1989-90) and San Diego Padres (1991-92). He played a career-high 109 games during his rookie season with the 
Reds, posting career bests in home runs (8) and RBI (38). He hit his first Major League homer off future Hall of Famer 
Tom Seaver. 

He signed with the Dodgers after being chosen in the first round of the secondary phase of the June 1978 ama- 
teur draft. He played five seasons in the Dodger system (1978-82) before being selected by Cincinnati in the December 
1982 Major League Draft. His best season as a Dodger farmhand came in 1981 when he batted .307 with 21 homers and 
80 RBI for Single-A Lodi, which was managed by current Dodgers minor league field coordinator Terry Collins. 

Bilardello played baseball and football at Cabrillo College in Aptos, CA, earning all-state and honorable mention 
All-America honors as a punter. He played baseball, basketball and football at Marello Prep High School in his hometown 
of Santa Cruz, CA. 

This past offseason, Bilardello served as an instructor at the Dodgers’ Adult Baseball Camp in Vero Beach, FL. 


Hitting Coach - Garey Ingram 


Ingram ended his 13-year professional career in 2002 and began coaching that same season with 
the Gulf Coast League Dodgers. Last year he became hitting coach at South Georgia. Ingram’s 
playing days included parts of three Major League seasons with the Dodgers (1994-95, 1997). 
He made history on May 19, 1994 when, as a pinch-hitter, he became the 67th Major Leaguer 
and sixth Dodger to homer in his first plate appearance. Ingram played a total of 82 big league 
games with the Dodgers and batted .261. The infielder/outfielder was drafted by the Dodgers 
out of Middle Georgia Junior College in June 1989. 


Pitching Coach - Shawn Barton 


Barton, a former big league hurler, is in his fifth season as a coach in the Dodger system and 
his first at Columbus after two seasons at Triple-A Las Vegas. In 2001, he was a coach for 
Jacksonville and his Suns’ staff that season led the Southern League with a 3.29 ERA. He was 
pitching coach for Single-A California League champion San Bernardino in 2000. Originally 
signed by Philadelphia out of the University of Nevada-Reno in 1984, he pitched in three Major 
League seasons for Seattle (1992) and San Francisco (1995-96), making 73 apperances, all in 
relief. In 1995, he pitched 52 games and was 4-1.

Manager - Travis Barbary 


Former Dodger big league bullpen catcher Travis Barbary is in his 10th season in the 
organization and his second as skipper of the Ogden Raptors, having previously been in the 
Dodger minor leaque system as a player and coach. 
In his inaugural campaign as a minor league manager in 2003, Barbary guided the 
Raptors to a berth in the Pioneer League Northern Division playoffs. 
After starting his post-playing career by serving as catching and pitching coach for the 
Cotuit Kettleers of the Cape Cod League in 1995, Barbary was a coach for the Dodgers’ Single- 
A Savannah club in 1996 and 1997. 
The following season he joined the Major League club as bullpen catcher, a position he 
held through the 2001 campaign. 
In 2002, Barbary was named hitting coach for Single-A South Georgia with his Waves team tying for second in the 
South Atlantic League with a .269 team batting average. 
After signing with the Dodger organization as a free agent, Barbary played in 17 games for Rookie-level Great Falls 
in 1994.

Manager - Luis Salazar 


A veteran of 13 Major League seasons as a player, Salazar is in his third season as the 
Gulf Coast League Dodgers manager and his fifth season overall as a minor league skipper. 
In his first season with the GCL Dodgers in 2002, he piloted his club to a 33-27 reqular- 
season mark, an East Division title and a trip to the league finals. 
Prior to joining the Dodger organization, Salazar spent seven seasons with the Milwaukee 
Brewers, serving as a minor league coach and manager and as the Major League first base coach 
under Manager Davey Lopes in 2001. He started his coaching career with Chandler in the 
Rookie-level Arizona League in 1995 and then spent two seasons as manager of Single-A Beloit 
in 1996 and 1997, earning a Midwest League playoff berth in 1996, when his team posted a 
38-32 second-half mark (69-67 overall). He was the Brewers’ Triple-A hitting coach at Louisville in 1998 and 1999 and 
Indianapolis in 2000. The 1998 Louisville club ranked second in the International League with a .277 batting mark. 

An infielder/outfielder during his days as a Major Leaguer, the Venezuela native played for the San Diego Padres 
(1980-84, 1987 and 1989), Chicago White Sox (1985-86), Detroit Tigers (1988) and Chicago Cubs (1989-92), He was orig- 
inally signed as a non-drafted free agent by the Kansas City Royals in 1973. 

During his big league career, the right-handed hitter played every position except catcher, having appeared in two 
games as a pitcher for the Padres in 1987. In 1,302 Major League contests, Salazar compiled a .261 batting average. He 
was a member of the 1984 San Diego club which won the National League pennant and the 1989 Chicago Cubs, who cap- 
tured the NL Eastern Division championship. 


Hitting Coach - Brian Traxler 


Traxler moves over to mentor the Gulf Coast League Dodgers after spending last season with Vero 
Beach and the previous two campaigns (2001 and 2002) as a coach at Great Falls. Traxler spent 
six seasons as a player in the Dodger system after being drafted out of the University of New 
Orleans in 1988. The right-handed hitting first baseman got a taste of the Major Leagues when 
he appeared in nine games for the Dodgers in 1990. He had a big year for Triple-A Albuquerque 
in 1993 when he batted .333 with 36 doubles, 16 homers and 83 RBI. In 1994, he played for 
Fukuoka in the Japanese League. 


Pitching Coach - George Culver 


A former big league hurler, Culver enters his third campaign as pitching coach of the Gulf Coast 
League Dodgers. The right-hander pitched 13 seasons professionally, including nine in the Major 
Leagues (1966-74) with the Cleveland Indians, Cincinnati Reds, St. Louis Cardinals, Houston 
Astros, the Dodgers (1973) and Philadelphia Phillies, appearing in a total of 335 games. While 
with the Reds on July 29, 1968, he pitched a no-hitter to beat the Phillies, 6-1. From 1981-98, 
Culver served in Philadelphia’s minor league system as a coach, manager and roving instructor.

Dodgers 1 manager - Pedro Mega 


Mega returns for his sixth full season and seventh overall campaign as a Dodger man- 
ager in the Dominican Summer League after previously spending time as a player and coach 
in the organization. He managed Santo Domingo 2 the last two seasons. 

During his tenure as a skipper, Mega has compiled a 234-170 mark for a .579 winning 
percentage. Last season, he guided Santo Domingo 2 to a 38-28 record, good for a second-place 
finish in the DSI’s North Division. 

His managerial career is highlighted by the 2000 season, when he guided Santo Domingo 
to a 49-21 regular-season record and the Dominican Summer League championship. The fol- 
lowing season, he piloted Santo Domingo to a 44-28 mark and a second-place finish. 

Mega’s first full season as a manager was in 1999 when he led the Santo Domingo team. He became a manager for 
the first time early in the 1998 season for Santo Domingo, replacing Antonio Bautista, who left to become a bench coach

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2003 MINOR LEAGUE YEAR IN REVIEW 


TRIPLE-A LAS VEGAS: In his first season as a Triple-A manager and his 27th season in the Dodger organization, John 
Shoemaker guided the Las Vegas 51s to a 76-66 record, the third-best mark in the Pacific Coast Leaque. Shoemaker employed 
46 different players, including 25 pitchers, with 16 team members receiving promotions to the Major League club. The 51s hit 
-286 as a team to rank third in the 16-team PCL. Outfielder/DH Chin-Feng Chen batted .281 and led all Dodger minor leaguers 
with 26 home runs, 86 RBI and 84 runs scored, also collecting 30 doubles and five triples. Chen represented the World Team in 
the All-Star Futures Game. Following a May promotion from Double-A, catcher Koyie Hill hit .314 in 85 games, earning a trip 
to the Triple-A All-Star Game and a berth on the PCL postseason all-star team. Outfielder Wilkin Ruan hit .308 in 108 games 
and was third in the leaque with 41 stolen bases, tops among Dodger minor leaquers. Second baseman Joe Thurston led Dodger 
minor leaquers and ranked third in the PCL with 156 hits, batting .290 and scoring 77 runs. Outfielder Chad Hermansen played 
in 68 games and batted .353 with nine homers and 15 doubles. First baseman/outfielder Larry Barnes compiled 20 doubles, 
15 homers and 57 RBI in 82 games. Shortstop Chris Clapinski drove in 59 runs and batted .317. Infielder Eric Riggs added 31 
doubles and 58 RBI while hitting .280 and infielder Rick Bell hit at a .294 clip. Outfielder Bubba Crosby got off to a blazing 
start and was batting a PCL-leading .361 with 24 doubles, eight triples, 12 homers and 57 RBI in 76 games before being pro- 
moted to the big leaques and subsequently traded. On the pitching side, southpaw closer Steve Colyer had a big season, post- 
ing 23 saves. Right-handed reliever Rodney Myers went 9-1 with one save in 46 games, Left-hander Wilson Alvarez made eight 
starts and was 5-1 with a 1.34 ERA. Lefty Victor Alvarez was 4-4 with one save and a 2.70 ERA in 22 games (seven starts). 
Another left-hander, 10-game winner Lindsay Gulin, provided a season highlight on June 13 when he tossed a no-hitter 
against Tacoma. 


DOUBLE-A JACKSONVILLE: Manager Dino Ebel's Suns christened a new ballpark, the Baseball Grounds of Jacksonville, and the 
nearly 360,000 fans who attended games there were treated to several outstanding individual performances throughout the sea- 
son. Joel Hanrahan was 10-4 in 23 starts and eamed honors as the Southern League's Most Outstanding Pitcher after leading 
the circuit with a 2.43 ERA and ranking fourth in strikeouts (130 in 133.1 innings). Edwin Jackson fell one strikeout short of 
the league lead as he fanned 157 in 148.1 innings. At age 19, Jackson was the youngest player in the Southern League until 
18-year old Greg Miller joined the Suns staff from Vero Beach in August. Miller was very impressive in his four Double-A starts, 
going 1-1 with a 1.01 ERA, striking out 40 batters in 26.2 innings, and went on to be selected as the organization's Minor 
League Pitcher of the Year. Also doing admirably after promotions from Vero Beach were Brian Pilkington, who was 3-0 in five 
starts, and closer Jason Frasor, who went 1-0 with 17 saves and a 2.95 ERA in 35 appearances over 36.2 innings. His 17 con- 
secutive converted saves set a league record. Also putting his name in the Southern League record books was Heath Totten, 
who set a mark by pitching 39.1 straight innings without issuing a walk. He broke his own record he set earlier in the season 
when he did not allow a base on balls in 36.2 innings. For the season, Totten, an 11-game winner who led the leaque in innings 
pitched with 181.1, struck out 114 and walked just 17. On the offensive side, outfielder Reggie Abercrombie compiled 15 
homers, 54 RBI and 28 stolen bases. Outfielder Tarrik Brock hit .272, collecting 23 doubles, six triples, 11 home runs and 57 
RBI. First baseman Derek Michaelis had 28 doubles and 50 RBI. Outfielder Shane Victorino rejoined the Dodger organization 
after two months with the San Diego Padres and made a quick impact. In 66 games, he hit .282, scored 37 runs and stole 16 
bases. Outfielder Franklin Gutierrez, the Dodgers’ Minor Leaque Player of the Year, was elevated from Vero Beach for the final 
month and batted .313 with four homers and 12 RBI in 18 games. Infielder Victor Diaz, pitcher Tom Farmer, Hanrahan and 
Jackson were all chosen to play in the Southern League All-Star Game. 


SINGLE-A VERO BEACH: First-year Vero Beach skipper Scott Little had his work cut for him as 63 different players, including 
35 pitchers, wore the Dodger uniform during the 2003 campaign. The Dodgers started out strong, going 36-31 to finish in sec- 
ond place in the Florida State League Eastern Division first-half standings. Center fielder Franklin Gutierrez led the early 
charge, hitting six homers in the first six games. He finished April with eight homers and 29 RBI to be named FSL Player of the 
Month. Before earning an August promotion to Double-A Jacksonville, Gutierrez hit .282 with 20 homers, 68 RBI and 17 stolen 
bases in 110 games for Vero Beach, ranking third in the FSL in homers and extra-base hits (53). Honored as the organization's 
Minor League Player of the Year, Gutierrez played in both the All-Star Futures Game and FSL All-Star Game and was also select- 
ed to the season-end FSL All-Star Team. The organization's Minor League Pitcher of the Year, left-hander Greg Miller, also spent 
the bulk of the season at Vero Beach before moving up to Double-A. In 21 starts with Vero, he was 11-4 with a 2.49 ERA, which 
ranked third in the league, He struck out 111 batters in 115.2 innings and was a season-end all-star as well. Another mound 
standout was right-hander Brian Pilkington, who was 10-6 in 21 starts. Righty Brian Steffek fashioned a 0.99 ERA while col- 
lecting 10 saves. Right-hander Jason Frasor also saw action as a closer, compiling a 1.85 ERA and six saves over 15 games. 
Right-hander Eric Hull's 2.68 ERA in 31 games (14 starts) ranked seventh in the leaque. Third baseman Willy Aybar topped 
the club with 74 RBI. First baseman James Loney, the Dodgers’ No. 1 draft pick in 2002, had a team-high 31 doubles and hit 
.276. Outfielder Charles Thomas stole 30 bases. Gutierrez was joined in the FSL All-Star Game by Aybar, catcher Edwin 
Bellorin, pitcher Jose S. Diaz, Pilkington and Steffek. 


SINGLE-A SOUTH GEORGIA: Playing in their third home city in three seasons, Manager Dann Bilardello’s Waves rebounded from 
a 28-38 first half to post a winning record of 36-34 in the second half, including an 18-11 mark in August. The Waves relocat- 
ed to Columbus, GA prior to the start of the season after playing the previous two campaigns in Albany, GA (2002) and 
Wilmington, NC (2001), Second baseman Delwyn Young had a big season, earning both midseason and postseason all-star hon- 
ors. Young ranked third in the South Atlantic League with a .323 batting average (143-for-443), leading the leaque with 60 
extra-base hits and a .542 slugging percentage while tying for the SAL lead with 38 doubles, a mark which led all Dodger minor 
leaguers. He added 15 homers, seven triples and 73 RBI. First baseman Jesse Hoorelbeke was also selected to play in the SAL 
All-Star Game, batting .326 with 12 home runs and 39 RBI in 52 games before being promoted to Vero Beach. Chris Testa did 
double duty, playing the outfield and also making 14 impressive appearances out of the bullpen, The right-hander pitched 17.0 
innings, allowing just one run (0.53 ERA) and notching two saves. He batted .276 with 11 homers, 22 doubles and 69 RBI. 
Outfielder Travis Ezi stole 33 bases, catcher Mike Nixon hit .274 with 20 doubles and outfielder Bryan Goelz batted .272. On 
the mound, right-hander Dimas Reina made 23 relief outings and was 8-0 with four saves and a 3.02 ERA in 50.2 innings. 
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Righty Casey Kennedy appeared in 23 games (two starts), compiling a 5-1 record, two saves and a 2.11 ERA. Right-hander 
Dayle Campbell was 3-0 with eight saves in 21 relief outings. Right-hander Victor Santiago went 4-0 and earned three saves 
in 23 games (two starts). In 10 games, including seven starts, righty Osvaldo Rodriguez was 3-0 with a 1.80 ERA while right- 
hander Jonathan Broxton had a 4-2 mark and a 3.13 ERA in nine games (eight starts). 


ROOKIE-LEVEL OGDEN: Travis Barbary made his managerial debut with the Raptors and guided them to a berth in the Pioneer 
League's Southern Division playoffs. After winning the playoff opener against Provo, the Raptors, in their first season as a 
Dodger affiliate, lost the next two games and were eliminated. Seven 2003 Dodger draft picks made their professional debuts 
with Ogden, including first-round selection Chad Billingsley. The right-hander was 5-4 with a 2.83 ERA in 11 starts, striking 
out 62 batters and walking 15 in 54.0 innings. He gave up one run in 5,1 innings in the Raptors’ playoff win. Outfielder Xavier 
Paul, the Dodgers’ fourth-round pick, had a very productive season, batting .307 with seven homers, six triples, 15 doubles, 60 
runs scored, 47 RBI, 34 walks and 11 stolen bases in 69 games. The six triples tied for the leaque lead. Third baseman Luis 
Castillo tied for second in the circuit with 22 doubles, hitting .285 and also collecting seven home runs and 48 RBI. Outfielder 
Ryan Carter had 13 doubles, five triples, seven homers and 35 RBI, outfielder Jereme Milons hit at a .308 clip and stole 10 
bases, shortstop Chin-lung Hu batted .305 and catcher Russell Martin chipped in with 13 doubles, six homers and 36 RBI in 
52 games, Mike Megrew made 14 starts on the mound and compiled a 5-3 record, finishing second in the league with 99 strike- 
outs in 76.2 innings. Stephen Schmoll was 3-1 and tallied seven saves in 24 outings (one start), Marcos Carvajal made 23 
appearances and went 2-1 with a pair of saves and a 3.08 ERA, striking out 50 batters in 38.0 innings. Gabriel Alvarez was 3- 
2 with a save and had 58 strikeouts in 42.1 innings. Overall, the Raptors’ staff pitched 657.0 innings and recorded 690 strike- 
outs. Philip Sobkow, a 10th-round draft choice, had a 5-3 mark and Chad Bailey was 1-2 with two saves and a 2.57 ERA in 
42.0 innings over 14 games (two starts), 


ROOKIE-LEVEL GULF COAST LEAGUE DODGERS: Pitching was the strong suit for Manager Luis Salazar’s Dodgers, who finished 
29-31 and in second place in the Gulf Coast League's Eastern Division. The Dodger pitching staff, under the tutelage of Coach 
George Culver, compiled a team ERA of 2.85, which led the GCL. Right-hander Alvis Ojeda was 4-0 with two saves and a 1.84 
ERA, hurling 44.2 innings in 21 games, Righty Javier Garcia went 4-5 with a 2.34 ERA, ranking third in the league in innings 
pitched (61.2 in 14 games, including a team-high 11 starts). Southpaw Carlos Alvarez topped the GCL in games pitched with 
22, going 2-2 with three saves and a 2.05 ERA. Left-hander Liam O'Flaherty compiled a 3-1 record, 1.55 ERA and a pair of saves.

31 record in the Dominican Summer League. Outfielder Jesus Mora had a productive season offensively, leading the squad in 
batting average (.306), hits (70), home runs (7), RBI (tied, 37) and stolen bases (13) while adding 11 doubles, five triples and 
37 runs scored. Outfielder Deiby De Los Santos hit .281 with 18 doubles, three triples, five homers and 37 RBI. Both Mora and 
De Los Santos received Dominican Summer League all-star considerations. Shortstop Adolfo Gonzalez batted .264, knocking in 
28 runs, scoring 33 and collecting six triples. Infielder Rafael Rivas scored a team-high 44 runs and added 10 doubles, three 
triples, two homers, 19 RBI, 31 walks and seven steals. On the mound, right-hander Johan Martinez logged 56.2 innings in 18 
games and posted a 2.22 ERA, going 2-2 with three saves and 56 strikeouts.

Across the globe, the Dodgers have been at the cutting edge of 
promoting and building the game of baseball almost everywhere the 
sport is played. The team's international interests have been recog- 
nized and appreciated by the fans in Los Angeles and by dignitaries 
around the world. 

Through the years, the Dodgers have helped lift the sport to 
higher levels by developing and signing international players, hosting 
foreign coaches and teams at their training sites of Dodgertown in 
Vero Beach, Florida, and Campo Las Palmas near Santo Domingo, 
Dominican Republic, playing exhibition games in other countries, 
assisting the Olympic baseball movement, helping to establish play- 
ing fields in other countries, sending instructors and sports medical 
experts to share baseball knowledge abroad, and expanding working 
agreements with teams outside the United States. 

Dr. Robert Smith, past president of the International Baseball 
Association, said the Dodgers’ international involvement went a long 
way to help build the sport worldwide. 

"The Dodgers have been absolutely marvelous in what they 
have done to help the game internationally," said Smith. "No organ- 
ization has done more, and few have come anywhere close." 

More than 75 players from Asia, Australia, Canada, the 
Caribbean, and Latin America have appeared in Major League game 
action for the Dodgers, and many have became superstars. 

The Dodgers’ long history of international involvement first

took its roots in 1930. During the 1930 and 1931 seasons, the _- : 
Dodgers had the first true Cuban big league pitching star, Dolf Luque, 
who went on to have a 20-year Major League career. 

The Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodgers had a minor league 
affiliate in Montreal, Canada from 1939-60.

Before settling in Vero Beach in 1949, the Dodgers held 
Spring Training in Cuba (1947) and the Dominican Republic 


(1948), 
But much of the Dodgers’ international involvement began 
CURRENT DODGERS with the late Walter O'Malley, who took great pride in spreading 
BORN OUTSIDE THE U.S. baseball around the globe. In his first year as Dodger President in 


1951, O'Malley invited representatives of the Venezuelan League's 
Cerveceria Caracas club, along with 400 Venezuelan cadets, to be 
guests of the Dodgers while the party was in New York to celebrate 
Simon Bolivar Day on April 19. It would be the first of many 
O'Malley invitations for international visitors to Ebbets Field. 

When 75 Israeli sailors visited Ebbets Field in June 1951, 
O'Malley sent them home with a batch of baseball equipment. 

By 1952, O'Malley proposed a world tour with the American 
League's Cleveland Indians. Commissioner Ford C. Frick announced 
on the eve of the All-Star Game in Philadelphia that Major League 
owners had granted authorization and the State Department was 
enthusiastic about the plan. 

The tour didn’t materialize, but the plans fueled discus- 

sions for other ways to promote the sport among other nations 
and following the 1956 World Series, the Brooklyn Dodgers did 
take a 30-day goodwill trip throughout Japan. This was a mon- 
umental step in the Dodgers’ advancement of baseball around the 
world. 
Cesar Iztinis The next year, three members of the Tokyo Giants jour- 
ChinFeng Chen E neyed to Dodgertown to learn more about training techniques. 
Juan Encarmacion The relationship flourished and led to the Dodgers hosting of the 
Dave Roberts entire Giants squad at Dodgertown during Spring Training in 1961, 
Wilkin Ruan i i 1967, 1971, 1975, and 1981. Today, the hosting of international 
teams at Dodgertown and Campo Las Palmas has become a fre- 
quent occurrence with the Dodgers having hosted teams from 
Asia on at least 20 different occasions. 

In 1964, Dodgers coaches, led by Al Campanis, then the 
Dodger scouting director, visited Kawasaki, Japan to conduct coaching clinics for the Taiyo Whales. 

The following year, Tommy Lasorda, then a Dodger staffer, led coaching clinics in Tokyo and Miyazaki, Japan for 
the Tokyo Giants. 

In 1965, Akihiro "Ike" Ikuhara came to the United States from Asia University in Japan in order to study American 
baseball. Two years later, Ikuhara moved to Los Angeles to work for the Dodgers. He had a 27-year tenure with the team 
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and rose to the position of Assistant to the President. In 1993, the International Baseball Federation (IBF) announced the 
establishment of an award named in Ikuhara's honor, which is presented annually to the MVP of the IBF's amateur tour- 
naments. In 2002, Ikuhara was enshrined in the Japanese Baseball Hall of Fame, making him the first Major League 
Baseball official to be inducted into the Hall of Fame in Japan. 

In 1966, following a World Series appearance, the Dodgers made a goodwill tour of 18 exhibition games in Japan. 

“We want to spread goodwill, but we 
also hope to beat the Japanese on the baseball 
field,“ Dodger manager Walter Alston said at 
welcoming ceremonies in Tokyo. “When we 
were here 10 years ago, we thought the 
Japanese ballclubs were well organized. They 
must be better now than then.” 

In 1966, the Dodgers also received a 
two-ton, 10-foot tall, stone lantern gift from 
Japanese Baseball Hall of Famer Sotaro Suzuki 
as a token of friendship between the Dodgers 
and Japan and to commemorate the opening of 
Dodger Stadium in 1962. The stone lantern was 
placed on the hillside past the center field wall 
of Dodger Stadium, now near Parking Lot 37. A 
Japanese garden was also developed around the 
area. 

In 1979, Dodger President Peter O'Malley 
hosted international baseball leaders in Los 


Angeles at the AINBA Congress (the predecessor Fernando Valenzuela, now a Dodger broadcaster, burst 
of the IBAF). From those meetings came a plan onto the scene in 1980 and won the league's Cy Young and 
to give baseball a visible role in the 1984 Rookie of the Year Awards in 1981, 


Olympic Games in Los Angeles. 

That prompted an invitation to O'Malley the following year by the China Baseball Association to visit the People's 
Republic of China (PRC), thus marking the beginning of the Dodgers’ involvement in developing baseball in China. 

In 1980, pitcher Fernando Valenzuela came to Los Angeles from Navojoa, Sonora, Mexico. His instant success cre- 
ated a phenomenon known as “Fernandomania” and helped the Dodgers win the World Championship that year. 

The next year, O'Malley visited Korea for the first time and attended the Korean Professional Baseball Championship 
Series. 

Two months later, in October 1982, the Dodgers sent Ike Ikuhara and Isao Odachi of Tokai University in Japan to 
Moscow, Russia on behalf of the IBAF and the LAOOC to meet with Sergei Pavlov, president of the USSR National Olympic 
Committee, to discuss the inclusion of baseball in the 1984 Los Angeles Olympics. The duo also visited Lausanne, 
Switzerland to meet with additional I0C officials. 

At the Los Angeles Olympic Games in 1984, Dodger Stadium hosted the exhibition baseball tournament with the 
tremendous success proving to be the single-most important factor in including baseball as a medal sport in the 1992 
Olympic Games in Barcelona, Spain. 

In December 1984, Dodger coaches were sent to Kunming, China for a two-week baseball clinic with Chinese 
coaches. 

The following March, the Dodgers hosted the Samsung Lions at 
Dodgertown, marking the first time a team from Korea had spent Spring 

Training in the United States. The Lions went on to win the Korean 
SEE OUT AER. Professional Baseball Championship later that season and the Dodgers hosted 
the Lions again at Dodgertown in 1992, 1993, 1995 and 1997. 

In March 1986, the Dodgers invited three Chinese national coaches 
(Song Ping-Shang from Beijing, Sher Wei-Ji from Shanghai, and Tu Ming-Hui 
from Sichuan) to Spring Training at Dodgertown in Vero Beach, Florida. In 
the following years, the Dodgers would send many coaches to China to help 
the national program while continuing to host Chinese coaches both in Vero 
Beach and Los Angeles. 

On June 22, 1986, Dodgers shortstop Craig Shipley became the first 
native-born Australian to play Major League Baseball. Since then, 
Australians Luke Prokopec and Jeff Williams also have donned the Dodger 
uniform. 

In September 1986, the Dodgers donated a baseball field at Tianjin 
Physical and Cultural Institute. The field, which even today remains one of 
the best baseball facilities in all of China, set an example for Dr. Shigeyoshi 
Matsumae to build stadiums in the Soviet Union and Guangzhou, China. 

One month later, on Oct. 1, 1986, a Chinese junior baseball team 
played at Dodger Stadium, marking the first time a baseball team from the 
PRC visited the United States. 

Tn 1987, the Chunichi Dragons from Japan sent two rookies to play for 
the Sarasota Dodgers (Takeshi Yamasaki and Tetsuo Arakawa) and the next 
year, the entire Dragons team visited Dodgertown during Spring Training with 
five players remaining in the Dodger minor league system. In 1989, pitchers 
from the Dragons played for the Vero Beach Dodgers (Yashiro Kawabata and 
Masaaki Kamanaka) and the Kissimmee Dodgers (Koji Takahashi). 
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Also in 1987, the Dodgers founded Campo Las Palmas near Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic as a state-of-the- 
art facility for developing major leaque prospects in the Dominican. 
In 1988, Ramaz Goglidze, president of the Soviet Baseball Federation, visited Dodgertown, along with Russian base- 


ball coaches (Alexander Ardatov and Ctela Cheehradze). 


On April 17, 1988, Dodger officials attended the groundbreaking ceremony for Matsumae Baseball Stadium at 
Moscow University. Dodger officials would also be present for the inauguration ceremony on Sept. 1, 1989. 
In March 1990, O'Malley visited Taiwan and threw out the first pitch of the inaugural season of the Chinese 


Professional Baseball League. 


Two months later, the Dodgers hosted the team presidents of the Korean Baseball Professional League for a base- 
ball workshop and seminar. Coordinated by O'Malley and Woong Hee Lee, Commissioner of Baseball in Korea, the meetings 


allowed the Korean executives to study first-hand all aspects 
of the Dodger operation. 

In July 1990, the Dodgers participated in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies for the first-ever Mitsui Little League 
Baseball Friendship Field in Guangzhou, China. With the 
success of the field in China, the team opened the Dodgers’ 
Little League Baseball Field in Managua, Nicaragua in 1992. 

"No Major League Baseball organization has been 
more supportive of Little League Baseball than the Los 
Angeles Dodgers,” said Little League President Dr. Creighton 
Hale. "The Dodgers’ Little League Friendship Field in 
Nicaragua is the most recent example of the Dodgers’ firm 
commitment to promoting the value of Little Leaque Baseball 
participation in the international arena and we are very 
grateful for this support." 

On Sept. 9, 1990, the Dodgers became the first Major 
League team to have a game broadcast in the Korean lan- 
guage in the United States. 

Following the 1990 season, O'Malley visited Tokyo, 
Japan for the Oldtimers All-Star Game in celebration of the 
40th Anniversary of the Central and Pacific Leaques. During 
the game, he met with Commissioner Yoshikuni and other 
officials to discuss the many issues facing baseball between 
Japan and the United States.

During Spring Training, 1991, the Dodgers took a trip to Monterrey, Mexico, where they competed in a two-day exhi- 
bition series against Industriales de Monterrey and the Milwaukee Brewers. 

In 1991, the Dodgers hosted the Nigerian National Baseball team at Dodgertown as the team prepared for the 
International Baseball Association's Youth Championships in Brandon, Canada. 

In August of that same year, the Dodgers hosted the Second Annual International Baseball Association World All- 
Star Game at Dodger Stadium. The finest amateur baseball stars from around the world displayed their skills. Many lan- 
guages were spoken at Dodger Stadium as 44 players from 28 countries participated in this historic event. 

Once again showing their foresight in baseball broadcasts, the Dodgers hosted the first of their Chinese language

broadcasts on May 19, 1993. That day also made his- 
tory as the first game ever broadcast in four lanquages 
in the United States as the game was heard in Chinese, 
English, Korean and Spanish. 

Following the 1993 season, the Dodgers were 
the first Major League Baseball team to play in Taiwan 
when they competed against the Chinese Professional 
Baseball League All-Stars for three games as part of the 
Dodgers Friendship Baseball Series. Prior to the first 
game, O'Malley threw out the ceremonial first pitch. 
The team also played two games against the Daiei 
Hawks in the new Fukuoka Dome in Fukuoka, Japan. 

In 1994, the Waseda University baseball team 
from Tokyo, Japan visited Dodgertown for a two-week 
training period. 

That same year, the Dodgers were at the fore- 
front again when pitcher Chan Ho Park became the first 
native Korean to wear the Dodger blue, He also 
became only the 18th player since 1965 to make his 
United States professional debut in the Major Leagues. 

On July 5, 1994, the Dodgers-Expos game 
marked another first as it was broadcast in five lan- 
guages, this time adding French to the list of Chinese, 
English, Korean and Spanish. 


In 1995, the Hanyang University baseball team from Korea visited Dodgertown during Spring Training. 

That same year, Dodger right-hander Hideo Nomo, who pitched five seasons with the Kintetsu Buffaloes in the 
Japanese Professional League, became only the second Japanese-born player to appear in the Major Leagues. The Nomo 
signing, and success that the pitcher enjoyed, opened the doors for Japanese players in the United States. 

In 1996, the Dodgers established a working agreement with the Sinon Bulls of the Chinese Professional Baseball 
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League. Through this relationship, the Dodgers have assisted the Bulls with baseball instruction and training techniques, 
and the scouting and signing of foreign players. The Bulls became the first professional team from Taiwan to train in Latin 
America when they visited Campo Las Palmas in 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2003. 

In 1999, the Dodgers entered into a similar working agreement with the LG Twins of the Korean Baseball 
Organization. The Twins visited and trained at Dodgertown in 2000. 

Later that year, the Dodgers signed the first Taiwanese position player to a professional baseball contract (Hsin- 
Min Tan pitched at Single-A in the Giants’ farm system from 1975-75). Chin-Feng Chen joined the Dodgers minor league 
system after a stellar career with the Taiwan national team and immediately became one of the top prospects in the 
Dodgers’ organization. In 1999, Chen won the Rookie of the Year and MVP Award in the Single-A California League, and 
in 2001, Chen helped the Taiwanese National Team win the bronze medal in the World Cup of Baseball. In 2002, Chen 
played for the Triple-A Las Vegas 51s and led all Dodger minor leaguers with 26 HR and 84 RBI. On Sept. 9, 2002, both 
the Dodgers and Taiwan made history when Chen became the first Taiwanese player added to an active Major League ros- 
ter. 

The Dodgers also made history in 2000 by signing the first Taiwanese high school player, left-handed pitcher Hong- 
Chih Kuo, to a professional baseball contract. On Nov. 11, 2002, Kuo was added to the Dodgers’ 40-man roster and the 
Dodgers became the only team in Major League Baseball history with two Taiwanese players on their Major League roster. 

Also in 2000, the Dodgers held a one-week baseball clinic in Guangzhou, China where more than 10 Dodger coach- 
es worked with the top baseball players in China and gave instructions on all aspects of the game. In addition, coaching 
workshops were also held with the Dodger coaches discussing training methods and game management with the Chinese 
coaches. 

In March 2001, the Dodgers entered into a working agreement with the Osaka Kintetsu Buffaloes of the Japanese 
Professional Baseball's Pacific League. Under the agreement, Lasorda has traveled to Japan a total of 15 times to instruct 
players, coaches and front office officials. In 2002, the Buffaloes won the Pacific League title for the first time in 12 years, 
before losing the Japan Series finals to the Yakult Swallows. The Dodgers hosted the Buffaloes team at Dodgertown in 2002 
and 2003. 

On Feb. 8, 2002, the Dodgers signed Japanese All-Star left-handed pitcher Kazuhisa Ishii to a long-term contract. 
Ishii responded by starting 10-1 before finishing the season with 14 wins and 143 strikeouts in 154.0 innings pitched. 

In May 2002, Lasorda and Director of Asian Operations Acey Kohrogi visited Beijing, China, as quests of honor at 
the championship game of the Chinese Baseball League, China's first-ever professional baseball league. Lasorda threw out 
the first pitch in the game between Beijing and Tianjin and presented the Most Valuable Player award after the game, 

In June 2002, the Dodgers hosted the Chinese National Baseball team in its visit to Los Angeles and allowed the 
team to work out at Dodger Stadium. 
Lasorda, Dodger coaches and the Chinese 
National Team spent the afternoon working 
on the fundamentals of baseball. 

Less than six weeks after signing 
Japanese pitcher Masao Kida to a minor 
league deal, the club spent March 15-16, 
2003 in Mexico City, where it took part in 
the Serie de Primavera, an exhibition series 
at Foro Sol against the New York Mets. 

Just after the exhibition games in 
Mexico City, Major Leaque Baseball released a 
study that concluded the the percentage of 
Major Leaguers born outside of the United 
States had rose for the sixth year in a row, 
with the Dodgers’ 11 foreign-born players 
tying for third-most in all of baseball. 

On Feb. 27, 2003, the Dodgers inked 
Taiwanese infielder Chin-Lung Hu to a 
minor league contract. At the 2002 World

Primavera, a two-game exhibition series in Mexico City in March 2003. ed at shortstop and played in every game as 
the team's leadoff hitter in leading Taiwan to 
a second-place finish. In 2003, Hu played 

for the Ogden Raptors of the Pioneer League and was voted as honorable mention on the 2003 League All-Star Team. 

In April 2003, the Dodgers supported the founding of the Akihiro "Ike" Ikuhara and Peter O'Malley Memorial Sports 
Management Class at Waseda University in Japan and agreed to establish an internship program at Dodger Stadium. 

Three months later, the Dodgers hosted the 12th Annual Japanese-American Community Weekend. The event fea- 
tured the re-dedication of the stone lantern given to the organization in 1966, pre-game cultural performances, a video 
history of the Dodgers in Japan, and a community baseball clinic at Dodger Stadium. 

On Aug. 20, 2003, the Dodgers hosted Korean American Community Night and commemorated the 100th 
Anniversary of the Korean Immigration to America by unveiling a bronze plaque to be permanently placed at Dodger 
Stadium. Then on Sept. 17, 2003, the Dodgers hosted their first-ever Chinese-American Community Night as a salute to 
the continuing friendship between the organization and the Chinese community both in Los Angeles and around the world. 

In contributing to the development and growth of international baseball, the Dodgers have also played exhibition 
games in the Bahamas, the Dominican Republic, Mexico, and Puerto Rico. In addition, coaches from Australia, 
Holland, Italy, Nicaragua, and Nigeria have studied the training techniques of the Dodger staff. 

The result of the international goodwill and involvement by the Dodgers is obvious. Twenty players on the current 
40-man roster hail from eight different foreign countries - Canada, Colombia, Dominican Republic, Japan, Mexico, 
Puerto Rico, Taiwan and Venezuela. 

As the game of baseball continues to spread to new frontiers in the coming decades, the Dodger organization fig- 
ures to be at the forefront of lifting the sport to higher levels in every international arena. 
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Nestled in the sleepy town of Guerra,

in the world. 

The 2004 season will mark the Dodgers’ 
18th year of operation at Campo Las Palmas, 
but the club's history in the Dominican 
Republic can be traced back to 1948, when 
they held Spring Training there, and more 
recently to 1972, when it signed a working 
agreement with the Licey Tigers. 

Several years later, former team presi- 
dent Peter O'Malley visited the country and 
immediately had former Dodger Vice President 
Ralph Avila buy land for a new academy. 

After visiting several locations, includ- 
ing San Pedro de Macoris, Boca Chica and Villa 
Mella, the Dodgers decided upon Guerra, a 
rural area 15 miles east of the capital city, 
Santo Domingo. Supervised by Avila, construc- 


tion began in 1986 and the doors to the first- The Santo Domingo Dodgers celebrate one of their many 
of-its-kind academy were opened on March 21, championships at Campo Las Palmas. 
1987. 


Located on 50 acres of land, Campo Las 
Palmas is equipped with two and a half baseball fields, a dining room, kitchen, recreation room and following an expan- 
sion project just prior to the academy's 10th anniversary in 1997, a two-story dormitory that accomodates up to 100 play- 
ers, These Dodger prospects have access to indoor batting cages, a clubhouse and an adjacent training and weight room. A 
multi-level office building houses the Dodgers’ full-time staff of nearly 50 people. Many of the employees at Campo Las 
Palmas are involved in growing most of the food for the players and staff in 
an adjacent farm, which supplies grapefruits, oranges, bananas, mangos, 
guavas, passion fruits, cherries, papaya, pineapples, avocados, sweetpota- 
toes, corn, beans, sugar cane, pumpkins and tomatoes. Water is obtained 
from a spring located 175 feet below the camp. 

But there's another aspect of Campo Las Palmas that has nothing to 

do with a baseball or bat. 

Pegi “The Dodgers don’t just make baseball players, they make people who 
Witton Guesvero are apt to live in society,” said former 20-game winner and Campo Las Palmas 
alumni, Ramon Martinez at the 10-year anniversary of the academy. 

‘ Indeed, from Monday through Friday, the players received academic 
pocatabberabss instruction, including English lessons, in the morning and the afternoon. 

Raul Mondesi There are individual lessons available at night for those players who are 

Fete g ern interested and following dinner at the academy, the prospects learn about 
Heiwy Rothiguez American culture and the situations that will confront them when they 
Felix Rodriguez arrive in the United States. 

Though baseball instruction is an enormous part of Campo Las Palmas, 
the Dodgers also have two different teams in the Dominican Summer League 
and one in the Dominican Winter League that compete against other squads. 
Dodger teams have won Summer League championships in 1985, 1986, 1988, 
1989, 1992 1993, 1996, 1997 and most recently in 2000. 

But far more impressive than the list of championship produced by Campo Las Palmas is the ever-growing list of 
Major League Baseball players who were developed there. Even former All-Star Mike Piazza, who arrived as a first baseman, 
received instruction at Campo Las Palmas during 1989-1990, when he served as a bullpen catcher for Licey of the Dominican 
Winter League. 

But the talent pipeline from the Dominican to the Dodgers did not start with Campo Las Palmas, as Los Angeles has 
long found superior talent on the small Caribbean island, including former shortstop Mariano Duncan, former outfielder 
Pedro Guerrero and one-time pinch-hit king and current Dodger coach, Manny Mota, for whom one of the fields at the acad- 
emy is named. 

Campo Las Palmas has assisted the Dominican Federation of Amateur Baseball by hosting teams at all levels while 
providing equipment and sponsoring local teams in tournaments. The Dodgers also help with Futuro Vivo, a school in Santo 
Domingo that was adopted by and supported by the Dodgers and run by the Carmelite sisters, Uti and Inés. The school 
offers education, nutrution and medical assistance to over 500 under-priveleged children. 

Indeed, it is a long and rich history that the Dodgers share with the people of the Dominican Republic and one that 
will undoubtedly continue to thrive in the years to come.

Proper 
photo identification is required upon pick up.

DISABLED ACCESS: The media parking lot and 
press box are equipped for disabled media members.

Vin Scully 


Hall of Fame Broadcaster 


Vin Scully, whose status as one of the top sportscasters in history was reaffirmed recently when he was 
voted "Sportscaster of the 20th Century," enters his 55th season as the "Voice of the Dodgers." The Hall of 
Famer's 55 years of consecutive service with the Dodgers is the longest of any current sports broadcaster with 
one team. 

Scully, whose vivid yet simplistic description of a baseball game has thrilled fans for years, joined Hall of 
Fame announcer Red Barber and Connie Desmond as part of the Brooklyn Dodgers' broadcast team in 1950, just 
a year after graduating from Fordham University. Scully, who played outfield for two seasons on Fordham's 
baseball team, called baseball, basketball and football games for the university's radio station. In 1982, 32 years 
after he first became a Dodger broadcaster, Scully reached the pinnacle of his sparkling career in baseball when 
he was inducted into the Broadcaster's wing of the National Baseball Hall of Fame as the Ford C. Frick Award 
recipient. 

In July 2000, Scully was elected as the top sportscaster of the 20th century by more than 500 national 
members of the American Sportscasters 
Association. He topped such broadcasting 
icons as Howard Cosell, Mel Allen and oth- 
ers in balloting by the ASA, a non-profit 
organization that recognizes achievements 
in sports broadcasting. Also in 2000, Scully 
was honored by Fordham University in 
Bronx, NY as he received a Doctorate of | 
Humane Letters honorary degree. He also 
was the commencement speaker for 
Fordham's 2000 graduating class of 3,765. 
On April 21, 2001, the press box at Dodger 
Stadium was named in Scully's honor. 

In addition to his Dodger broadcasts, 
the multi-talented broadcaster called play- 
by-play for National Football League games 
and PGA Tour events on CBS-TV from 1975- 
82 and play-by-play for Major League Baseball's Game of the Week, three World Series and four All-Star Games 
on NBC-TV from 1983-89. Scully also called play-by-play for the World Series on CBS Radio from 1990-97. In 
all, he has called 25 World Series and 12 All-Star Games. 

Scully portrayed himself in "For the Love of the Game," the 1999 Universal Pictures release starring Kevin 
Costner. During the 1999 World Series, Scully served as master of ceremonies at Major League Baseball's "All- 
Century Team" unveiling at Atlanta's Turner Field. He was also named "best of the century" in Los Angeles 
Sports broadcasting by the Long Beach Press-Telegram and the "poet laureate of baseball" by USA Today. He has 
also lended his voice to Sony Playstation's MLB video game. 

He and his wife, Sandi, reside in Los Angeles.

Ross Porter, whose tenure with the Dodgers is among the longest of any broadcaster with one Major 
League team, begins his 28th season with the club. He holds the Major League record for the longest con- 
secutive play-by-play by one announcer when he called all 22 innings between the Dodgers and Expos on 
Aug. 23, 1989. The Dodgers won the six-hour, 14-minute marathon, 1-0 on a home run by Rick Dempsey. 
For that broadcast, Porter was honored with the Tom Harmon Special Achievement Award by the Southern 
California Sports Broadcasters Association in 1990. 

While serving as the longtime host of the popular DodgerTalk show, Porter was named Best Sports Talk 
Show Host four times by the SCSBA. 

A play-by-play announcer since the age of 14, the University of Oklahoma graduate is the only sports- 
caster to have broadcast the games of a World Series champion (1981 and 1988 Dodgers) and an NCAA bas- 
ketball champion (1990 UNLV). He has won two Emmys, one during a 10-year stint with KNBC-TV in Los 
Angeles and the other for Dodger telecasts in 2001. The Dodgers honored Porter's 25th season with the 
team with special pregame ceremonies on April 29, 2001. 

Before joining the Dodgers in 1977, he called NFL games for NBC-TV from 1970-76. He also broadcast 
the 1977 and 1978 World Series and the 1984 NL Championship Series on the CBS Radio Network. Porter 
announced college basketball games on radio and television for 25 years. He is one of the original voters 
for the Jim Thorpe Award, given annually to the top defensive back in college football. 

He and his wife, Lin, reside in Calabasas, CA. 


DODGERS PARTICIPATE IN LONGEST NINEINNING GAME 


The Dodgers and San Francisco Giants played in the longest nineinning game in Major League history - four 
hous, 27 minutes - on the night of Oct. 5, 2001 at Pacific Bell Park with the Dodgers eaming the 11-10 victory. 
The clubs broke the previous mark of 4:22, which had been reached twice. During the historic comiest, the 
Giants’ Bmvy Bonds hit homers No. 71 and-72 to break to set the new singleseason home nm mark: The

Rick Monday 


Broadcaster 


Former Dodger outfielder and two-time Major League All-Star, Rick Monday, begins his 11th full season as a 
Dodger broadcaster and 19th total with the organization. 

Monday, who joined the Dodgers’ broadcast team in 1993, began his broadcasting career as a sports anchor on 
KTTV in Los Angeles in 1985 while also calling play-by-play and hosting the pregame show for Dodger games on 
Dodger Vision and Z Channel. He was nominated for an Emmy as host of the Dodgers’ pregame show on KTTV's “Dodger 
Central" in 1988. Monday was also a color commentator for CBS-TV at the College World Series championship game 
in 1988. He moved to San Diego in 1989 and called play-by-play for the Padres on radio and television for four sea- 
sons. 

The 2001 season marked the 25th anniversary of one of the most dramatic moments of Monday's playing career. 
While playing for the Chicago Cubs in 1976, he saved the American flag from being burned by two protesters in left 
field at Dodger Stadium on April 25. Al Campanis, former Dodger Vice President, Player Personnel, presented the flag 
to Monday after it was used as evidence in the case against the two protesters. 

A star at Arizona State University (ASU), Monday led the Sun Devils to the 1965 College World Series 
Championship and earned All-America and College Player of the Year honors before the Kansas City Athletics made 
him the first player selected in the initial major leaque First-Year Player Draft. He was inducted into the Arizona 
State University Hall of Fame in 1975. He also serves on the Advisory Board for ASU Baseball. 

He made his Major League debut in 1966 and spent six seasons with the Athletics and five with the Cubs before 
joining the Dodgers as part of a five-player trade in 1977. Monday played eight seasons for the Dodgers and helped 
them to a World Championship and three NL pennants. Overall, he compiled a .264 career batting average with 241 
home runs and appeared in five League Championship Series and two All-Star Games. 

The former left-handed hitter is also known for his dramatic, game-winning home run in the ninth inning of 
Game 5 of the 1981 N.L. Championship Series at Montreal, which gave the Dodgers a 2-1 victory and a berth in the 
World Series. 

In 1995, Monday received the William A. Shea Distinguished Little League Graduate Award, which is given to a 
Major League Baseball player or individual who best exemplifies the spirit of the Little League Baseball program. 

Monday regularly serves as an instructor at the twice-yearly Dodger Adult Baseball Camp at Dodgertown in Vero 
Beach, FL. 

He and his wife, Barbaralee, reside in Vero Beach during the offseason.

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Jaime Jarrin 


Hall of Fame Broadcaster 


Jaime Jarrin, among the most recognizable voices in Hispanic broadcasting and one of two current Dodger 
Hall of Fame announcers, begins his 46th season in the radio booth as "the Spanish Voice of the Dodgers.” His 
smooth melodic voice is also heard on FOX Sports Net 2’s SAP channel. The Dodgers, with Jarrin and longtime 
English-language broadcaster Vin Scully, are the only Major League club to feature a pair of Hall of Fame announc- 
ers. 

Jarrin became the club's No, 1 Spanish-language broadcaster in 1973, 14 years after he first joined the 
Dodgers. He was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame on July 26, 1998 in Cooperstown, NY as the recip- 
ient of the Ford C. Frick Award. Named in honor of the former broadcaster and Commissioner of Baseball, the Frick 
Award has been given annually since 1978 to a broadcaster "for major contributions to the game of baseball." 

Jarrin became only the second Spanish-language announcer to be inducted into the Hall of Fame, joining 
Buck Canal. Jarrin was also the first recipient of the Southern California Broadcaster Association's President's Award 
in February 1998. He was given the highest award by the National Association of Hispanic Journalists in June 1998 
and received a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame in September 1998. On June 21, 2002 Jarrin was inducted into 
the California Broadcasters Association Hall of Fame and on Aug. 23, 2003, he was inducted into the Hispanic 
Heritage Baseball Museum during pregame ceremonies at Dodger Stadium. On Feb. 4, 2004, he was honored by the 
Southern California Sports Broadcasters with the 2003 Foreign Language Sports Broadcaster Award and was also 
inducted into the Southern California Sports Broadcaster’s Hall of Fame. 

His other honors included being awarded La Gran Cruz al Merito en El Grado de Comendador (the highest 
medal awarded to non-military personnel) in his native Ecuador in January 1992, named as one of the top 100 
Influential Hispanics in the United States by Hispanic Business Magazine in 1990 and the first Latin American to 
win the Golden Mike Award in 1970 and 1971. In January 2000 he spoke at the MLB Rookie Development seminar, 
which is designed to prepare top minor league prospects for the Major Leagues. 

During the 1984 Olympic Games in Los Angeles, Jarrin was in charge of all Spanish radio coverage and pro- 
duction. He has called more than 30 world championship boxing title bouts throughout the world for radio and 
television stations in Latin America. His broadcasts of the All-Star Game, League Championship Series and World 
Series on CBS, the Latina Broadcasting Network, Cadena Latina and Caracol from 1989 to 1999 were carried on more 
than 300 stations. 

Jarrin studied philosophy, letters, journalism and broadcasting at Central University of Ecuador in Quito. His 
son, Jorge - "The Captain" - covers traffic for English and Spanish radio stations in Los Angeles and works for the 
Dodgers in the sales and marketing department. 

He and his wife, Blanca, reside in Los Angeles. 


Pepe Yniguez 


Broadcaster 


Spanish-language broadcaster Pepe Yitiguez begins his sixth full season and seventh overall with the Dodgers. 
After covering special broadcasting assignments for the Dodgers in 1998, Yniquez made his debut in 1999 as a full- 
time broadcaster while also assisting the club in its community and publicity efforts in Spanish-speaking areas. 
During the offseason the past three years, Yniquez has hosted "Central Deportiva," a weekly sports talk show air- 
ing Sunday afternoon on KWKW. 

Since 1992, Yniguez has broadcasted numerous events for FOX Sports International, including the Major 
League Baseball playoffs, World Series and the annual Caribbean Series, which pits the winner of the Mexican, 
Venezuelan, Puerto Rican and Dominican Republic Winter Leagues. 

Yitiguez has worked for KWKW since 1982 and hosted the Dodgers’ pre and postgame shows, “Hablando con 
los Dodgers," since 1993. He also served as an occasional play-by-play replacement on Dodger Spanish broadcasts 
in 1997. 

Yfliguez, who was a reporter at KWKW prior to joining the Dodgers, also served as a color commentator for 
the Los Angeles Raiders' broadcasts from 1993-95. 

He and his wife, Maragarita, reside in La Habra, CA. 
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Fernando Valenzuela 


Broadcaster 


The 2003 season marked the return of Fernandomania in Los Angeles, as former Dodger pitcher Fernando Valenzuela 
joined the Dodgers as the color commentator for the club’s Spanish-radio broadcasts. Valenzuela, 42, offers his insight from 
a 17-year big league career alongside Hall of Fame broadcaster Jaime Jarrin and Pepe Yiiiguez during all Dodger home games 
and select road games. 

A native of Navajoa, Sonora, Mexico, Valenzuela was the emergency starter on Opening Day in 1981 and hurled a 2-0 
shutout over the Houston Astros, one of five shutouts in his first eight starts that season, The improbable beginning to his 
tremendous Major League career sparked "Fernandomania," a phenomenon which remains not only one of the most memo- 
rable periods in Dodger history but also in Southern California sports history. 

While leading the Dodgers to the World Championship that season, he became the first player in Major League history 
to be named Rookie of the Year and Cy Young Award winner in the same season. He baffled hitters with his signature screw- 
ball and packed opposing stadiums throughout the National League, while also earning the All-Star Game start in Cleveland. 
Including his late season call-up in 1980, the rookie began his Major League career with a 10-0 record and 0.40 ERA (4 
ER/90.0 IP). 

In 17 big league seasons, Valenzuela compiled a 173-153 record and 3.54 ERA with Los Angeles, California, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, San Diego and St. Louis. He was named to the National League All-Star team for six consecutive seasons from 
1981-1986 and in 1986 he won 20 games while also earning the Rawlings Gold Glove Award. 

On June 29, 1990, Valenzuela reached the pinnacle of any 
pitcher's career, as he tossed a no-hitter while blanking the St. 
Louis Cardinals, 6-0. 

The southpaw’s success and longevity allowed him to etch 
his name in the Dodger record books, as he ranks among the top 
10 all-time in nearly every pitching category in Los Angeles 
Dodger history including wins (141, 5th), complete games (107, 
4th), strikeouts (1759, 4th), shutouts (29, 5th), starts (320, 4th) 
and innings pitched (2,348.2, 4th). Among the all-time franchise 
leaders, Valenzuela is eighth in victories, fifth in strikeouts, sev- 
enth in shutouts and seventh in starts, while his six Opening Day 
starts rank third in Los Angeles history to Don Drysdale and Don 
Sutton. 

In 1986, Valenzuela completed 20 of his starts, the last big 
league pitcher to accomplish that feat. In fact, since 1990, only 
two pitchers have even reached 15 complete games in a year. 

But far more important than the statistics he posted was 
the effect he had on baseball. When he made his Major Leaque 
debut, he was just the seventh Mexican to play for the Dodgers 
and his impact on the game internationally is incalculable. He was inducted into the Hispanic Heritage Baseball Museum 
during pregame ceremonies at Dodger Stadium on Aug. 23, 2003 and in 2002, his first season eligible for Hall of Fame con- 
sideration, the left-hander garnered 31 votes. 

In 2003, his first season as a broadcaster, Valenzuela teamed up with the Dodgers to bring children’s groups from the 
community to select home games as part of the Amigos de Fernando program.

ae Ms 22 For more than 36 years, KFWB has been the Southland's news leader 
Co iin for "breaking news." When the ground shakes, when the hillsides slide, 
when the sky turns to smoke or the freeways turn into parking lots, 
Southern Californians turn to their trusted friend KFWB, located at 980 
on the AM dial. 

On March 25, 1925, Sam Warner, founder of Warner Brothers Studios, put 
KFWB on the air with 250 watts of power. Among the many Hollywood 
stars that launched their careers on KFWB were Ronald Reagan, Roy 
Rogers, Bing Crosby, Alan Ladd and Burns & Allen. The KFWB call letters 
stood for "Keep Filming Warner Brothers." The radio station was pur- 
chased to help finance the Warner Brothers films. 

In 1958, KFWB producer Chuck Blore invented the Top 40 format and "Channel 98 Color Radio" was 
born. KFWB became one of the nation's first Top 40 radio stations and quickly shot to the number one 
spot in Southern California. Westinghouse purchased KFWB and it became Southern California's first ALL- 
NEWS radio station on March 11, 1968. At that time people wondered how a radio station could come up 
with enough news to fill the entire broadcast day. A study showed the average commute time in Los 
Angeles was 22 minutes giving birth to the famous slogan, "You Give Us 22 Minutes, We'll Give You the 
World." 
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In the past three-and-a-half decades, KFWB listeners have 
become ear-witnesses to the biggest news stories of their lives - 
events that have shaped local, national, and world history. 


During their inaugural 1958 campaign in Los Angeles, the 


A Dodgers also became the first team to have a bilingual broadcast, 
M as Pasadena-based KWKW-AM carried Dodger games for the team’s 


Spanish-speaking fans. In those early days, KWKW would do live 
broadcasts of just the home games from the Los Angeles Memorial 


Coliseum with the Spanish announcing teams listening to the English broadcasts and re-creating the road 


game 


s from the KWKW studios. 


Within a few years, the Spanish broadcast team would travel for road games in San Francisco and grad- 


ually 


began to broadcast from other National League cities. By the end of the 1960s, the Spanish broad- 


casters traveled full time. 
KWKW remained as the Dodger Spanish-language station through the 1972 season and returned as the 
Dodgers’ flagship station in 1987 as an enlarged Spanish network was formed.

The 2004 campaign marks the third season of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers on UPN 13 since the over-the-air television agreement was 
announced on Nov. 12, 2001. 

UPN 13 is just the third television home of the Dodgers since 
moving to Los Angeles. They were previously on KTTV FOX 11 (1958- 
92) and KTLA Channel 5 (1993-2001). 

UPN 13, has been entertaining Los Angeles for more than 50 
years. It debuted Sept. 17, 1948 as KLAC-TV, the call letters L-A-C 
stood for Los Angeles, California. Its very first telecast dating back 
to 1948, was a sporting event - a live telecast of a USC football game at the Los Angeles Coliseum. 

A talented staff of personalities and technicians helped place Channel 13 on the map, with an eclec- 
tic mix of sports and live entertainment. In the early days, Los Angeles television meant local program- 
ming and, at one time or another, many stars of early network TV called Channel 13 their home, including 
Betty White, Bobby Short, Eddie Albert, Oscar Levant and Steve Allen. The film director, Sam Peckinpah, 
worked behind the scenes as a grip and Regis Philbin, the popular talk and game show host, was a 
newswriter. 

In 1954, a transfer of ownership changed Channel 13's call letters to KCOP, the C-0-P portion of the 
call letters was short for Copley Press, the station's new owners. KCOP continued to produce innovative pro- 
gramming, from travelogues to kids' shows but the constant was always, live, local sports. 

Sports programming on Channel 13 has included USC and UCLA football, Hollywood Stars baseball, 
boxing, wrestling and jai alai. Los Angeles Clippers basketball also aired on KCOP in the early '90's and the 
station also broadcast the Los Angeles Marathon from its inception in 1986 until 2001. 

UPN 13 is owned and operated by Fox Television Stations, Inc. One of the nation's largest owned-and- 
operated network broadcast groups, Fox Television Stations, Inc. consists of 33 stations covering nearly 46 
percent of U.S. television homes.

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Rules of Interest 


Batting Champion Qualifications: a batting champion must have 502 or more actual plate appearances (the 
equivalent of 3.1 appearances for each of the 162 scheduled games). If, however, there is any player with fewer 
than the required number of plate appearances whose average would be the highest if he were charged with the 
required number of official at-bats, then the player shall be awarded the batting championship. 

Blown Save Definition: when a relief pitcher enters a game in a save situation and departs or the game ends with 
the save situation no longer in effect because he has given up the lead, he is charged with a "blown save." If the 
save opportunity still exists when he leaves the game, he is not charged with a save opportunity. If the pitcher 
has not given up the lead when he leaves the game, though the save opportunity may no longer exist, he is not 
charged with a save opportunity. 

Consecutive Streaks: a consecutive hitting streak shall not be terminated if the player's plate appearances (one 
or more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice fly shall ter- 
minate the streak. 

Consecutive-Game Hitting Streaks: a consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be terminated if all the player's 
plate appearances (one or more) result in base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or sacrifice bunt. The 
streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 

Consecutive-Game Playing Streak: a consecutive-game streak shall be extended if the player plays one-half 
inning on defense, or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch-running appear- 
ance only shall not extend the streak, if an umpire ejects a player from a game before he can comply with the 
requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 

Determining the Magic Number: determine the number of games yet to be played, add one, and then subtract 
the number of games ahead in the loss column of standings from the closest opponent. 

Determining Earned Run Average: multiply the number of earned runs by nine; take the number and divide it 
by the number of innings pitched. 

Determining Slugging Percentage: divide the total bases of all safe hits by the total times at bat (at-bats do not 
include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitcher, or times awarded first because of interference or obstruction). 
Determining On-Base Percentage: add the total of hits, walks and hit by pitches and divide by the total of at- 
bats, walks, hit by pitches and sacrifice flies. 

Determining Fielding Average: divide the total putouts and assists by the total of putouts, assists and errors. 
Earned Runs Rule: the determination of earned run is as follows: 

An earned run is a run for which the pitcher is held accountable. In determining earned-runs, the inning should 
be reconstructed without the errors and passed balls; and the benefit of doubt should always be given to the pitch- 
er in determining which bases would have been reached with errorless play. Until 1969, the reliever could not be 
charged with an earned run if he entered the game after the side could have been retired but for an error, no mat- 
ter how many runs he subsequently gave up in that inning. Now, runs scored by batters who reach base off the 
reliever are charged as earned on that pitcher's record. They are not, however, shared as earned against the team 
as awhole. Therefore, a discrepancy may occur between the total earned runs charged against a team and the sum 
total of the earned runs charged against in the individual pitchers of that team. (Rule 10.18 (i) 

Earned Run Average Champion Qualifications: to win the earned-run average championship a pitcher must pitch 
at least as many innings as the number of games scheduled for each club in his league that season and have the 
lowest earned-run average. 

Emergency (60-Day) Disabled List: minimum period of inactivity is 60 calendar days. No limit on number of 
players on list at one time but shall only be used when club is at a maximum of 40 players under control. Players 
on 60-day list do not count against 40-man roster. Players placed on this list after Aug. 1 shall remain there for 
the balance of the season. Day 1 begins after said player's last game appearance. 

Fielding Championship Qualifications: the individual fielding champions shall be the fielders with the highest 
fielding average at each position, provided: (1) A catcher must have participated as a catcher at least one-half the 
number of games scheduled for each club in his league that season; 

(2) An infielder or outfielder must have participated at his position in at least two-thirds of the number of games 
scheduled for each club in his league that season; 

(3) A pitcher must have pitched at least as may innings as the number of games scheduled for each club in his 
league that season. EXCEPTION: if another pitcher has a fielding average as high or higher, and has handled more 
total chances in a lesser number of innings, he shall be the fielding champion. 

First-Year Player Draft (Amateur Draft): Major League Clubs meet once a year for the purpose of drafting free 
agent player talent. Selection of a free agent entitles the club to the exclusive right of negotiation with that play- 
er. Approximate date of draft meetings: summer (early June). Clubs choose in inverse order of Major League stand- 
ings, selecting free agents and previous draftees who had not signed contracts but had instead enrolled in four- 
year colleges and since had either completed his junior year or become 21 years of age. Each organization may 
select only one player for each of its major league, AAA and AA rosters but is not limited to the number of picks 
for the "A" level. 

Free Agency: 

I. Six years of Major League Service is required to be eligible. 

I. A player has 15 days from the first day following the World Series to file for free agency. 

Ill. By Dec. 7, former club must offer to arbitrate or becomes ineligible to re-sign player. By Dec. 19, player must 
accept offer or on January 9 former club becomes ineligible to sign the player. (Ineligible club regains eligibility the fol- 
lowing May 1). 
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Rules of Interest 


Major League Waiver (ML): this type of revocable waiver is common as it is used to either option a player to a 
club's minor league affiliate or assign a player outright to another major league club from Aug. 1 to the end of the 
regular season. A player claimed on this type of waiver may be pulled back by the requesting club. This is known 
as a waiver withdrawal. Generally a club needs to secure this type of waiver in order to option a player if the date 
of the assignment is three or more years after the date the player first reported to a Major League club during a 
championship season, One year shall be deducted from the above three-year period for each season in which the 
player may have been charged with an option prior to first reporting to a Major League club during a championship 
season. A claimed player pulled back by the requesting club may not be assigned and cannot be placed on waivers 
again. When ML waivers are asked for a second time in the same period the request shall state that is irrevoca- 
ble. 

Regular (15-Day) Disabled List: the minimum period of inactivity is 15 calendar days. No limit on number of 
players that may be on at one time. 

Rookie Qualification: a player shall be considered a rookie unless, during a previous season or season, he has... 
(a) Exceeded 130 at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leaques; or 

(b) Accumulated more than 45 days on the active roster of a Major League club or clubs during the period of a 25- 
man limit (excluding time in military service or time on the disabled list). 

Save Rule: a pitcher shall be credited with a save when he meets all three of the following conditions: 

(1) He is the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club, and 

(2) He is not the wining pitcher, and 

(3) He qualifies under one of the following conditions: 

a) He enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitcher for at least one inning, 

b) He enters the game regardless of the count, with the potential tying run either on base, at-bat, or on deck (that 
is, the potential tying run is either already on base or is one of the two first batsmen he faces), or 

c) He pitches effectively for at least three innings. 

Tough Save: the reliever comes into the game with the tying runs on base and saves the game. Example: reliev- 
er comes in with a 5-3 lead, two outs and the bases loaded in the ninth inning. 

Trading Regulations: the trading deadline is July 31. Trades may be made with any other Major League club in 
the period from the end of the championship season through July 31 (5:00 p.m.) without waivers. Waivers are 
required, however: 

1. If the assignment is to another major league club; from August 1 and ending at 5 p.m. EDT the day after the 
end of the season. 

2. If assignment is to a minor league club, with right of recall, after acquiring three years of major league service; 
at any time during the year. 

3. If assigned to a minor league club without right of recall, after acquiring three years service; at any time dur- 
ing the year. 

4. If assigned to a minor league club, without right of recall, at any time prior to acquiring three years of service, 
special waivers are required between Sept. 1 and the opening of the following season. If player is claimed, request 
may be withdrawn. If no claims are made, club has seven-day period in which to make assignment to minor 
leagues. 

Unconditional Release Waiver (UR): this irrevocable waiver is used for the purpose of an unconditional release 
of a player. At the time of the request the player shall be removed from all player limits. A player may be informed 
of the club intention to release him on a weekend, but the actual waiver process won't begin until the following 
business day. During the time a player is on an unexpired waiver request bulletin he may discuss employment with 
other clubs but may not contract with another club. If the player has been claimed, he must be informed by the 
end of the two-day period that his contract has been claimed. The player has five days from the time he was noti- 
fied of the claim to either accept the assignment or terminate his contract. If the player terminates his contract 
he forfeits termination pay. Termination pay may vary depending on the time of year. 

Waiver Rules: a permission granted from all 30 clubs to assign a Major Leaque player's contract to another Major 
League team or a minor league affiliate. Such permission is granted only for a specific period of time. The actual 
request is filed through the Commissioner's Office and is not disclosed to the public until the contract is rewarded. 
Winning Pitcher: the starting pitcher will be credited with the win only if the pitcher has pitched at least five 
complete innings and his team not only is in the lead when he is replaced, but remains in the lead for the remain- 
der of the game. EXCEPTION: the "must-pitch-five-complete" rule in respect to the starting pitcher shall be in 
effect for all games of six or more innings. In a five-inning game, credit the starting pitcher with a game won 
only if he has pitched at least four complete innings and his team not only is in the lead when he is replaced, but 
remains in the lead the remainder of the game. When the starting pitcher does not meet the preceding criteria 
and more than one relief pitcher is used, the victory shall be awarded on the following basis: 

(1) When, during the tenure of the starting pitcher, the winning team assumes the lead and maintains it to the fin- 
ish of the game, credit the victory to the relief pitcher judged by the official scorer to have been the most effective. 
(2) Whenever the score is tied, the game becomes a new contest insofar as the winning and losing pitcher is con- 
cerned, 

(3) Once the opposing team assumes the lead, all pitchers who have pitched up to that point are excluded from 
being credited with the victory except the current pitcher. 

(4) The winning relief pitcher shall be the one who is the pitcher of record when his team assumes the lead and 
maintains it to the finish of the game. EXCEPTION: do not credit a victory to a relief pitcher who is ineffective in 
a brief appearance, when a succeeding relief pitcher pitches effectively in helping his team maintain the lead. In 
such cases, credit the succeeding relief pitcher with the victory. 
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Dodgers in the Community 


t began their very first day in Los Angeles in 1958 when the Dodgers moved to the West Coast and were treated to 

an Opening Day open-car motorcade through the streets of downtown and a welcoming reception on the steps of City 

Hall. As the uniformed players sat down, costumed senoritas from Olvera Street took off their hats and cracked their 
heads with cascarones - confetti-filled eggshells - for good luck. 

Since then, generations have blended among the more than 110 million fans who have attended Dodger games at 
the Coliseum and Dodger Stadium. The Dodgers, meanwhile, built relationships within the communities away from the 
ballpark which continue to flourish on a year-round basis. 

Although players and staff might change through the passage of time, community service has always been a cor- 
nerstone within the Dodger organization. 

"If you can make an impact or influence someone's life, it's a duty to do that," said Dodger outfielder Dave Roberts, 
a UCLA graduate. "I enjoy doing things in the community and I think the community supports the Dodgers. The game of 
baseball is a great game, but it wouldn't be that way without the fans or the community because they make us who we 
are." 

Tommy Lasorda managed the Dodgers from 1976-96 and won two World Series titles, but an attribute on his Hall 
of Fame plaque in Cooperstown reads, “Baseball's goodwill ambassador,” saluting many of his off-the-field endeavors to 
promote the sport. 

"You can't be taking out of the pot all the time, you have to give something back by doing things in the commu- 
nity," said Lasorda, now a Dodger senior vice president

"This is what it's all about, it's the kids you want to reach,” said Green. “Around here, kids are really into base- 
ball. So it's fun to come back to the area where I played as a kid and get to interact with the kids of the next genera- 
tion." 

Green also served as the Dodgers’ team representative during CapCure's home run challenge on June 6, 2003 and 
was named as Baseball Man of the Year at the Cedars-Sinai Sports Spectacular in June, an event that helped raise money 
for the hospital's genetic defects unit. 

“T think it all works hand in hand," said Dodger coach Glenn Hoffman, a former Major League shortstop who grew 
up in Orange County. "The only reason we're playing ball is for the people in the community and for them to come watch 
us. Any way we can support them, I think it's outstanding.” 

Even the Dodger players who didn't grow up in Southern California have a chance to learn about the team’s fan 
base. Record-setting closer Eric Gagné helped raise $25,000 for the UCLA Children's Hospital Cancer Research Foundation 
as Farmer John made a donation for each of his saves last season. Gagné visited the Children's Hospital in June, where 
he spent time with the children in the 
Jonsson Comprehensive Cancer Center. 

"I'm weak for kids," said Gagné. "I 
knew a youngster when I was younger 
who died from leukemia, and before 
he died I learned so much from watch- 
ing him. I'm in a position to do some 
things now and I'd just like to give 
these kids something else to think 
about for a week or so instead of what 
they have to go through every day." 

The diverse population in Los 
Angeles also allows other cultures to 
follow players from their native coun- 
tries, such as the Canada-born Gagné 
and Japanese pitchers Hideo Nomo 
and Kazuhisa Ishii and former Dodger 
pitchers Fernando Valenzuela (Mexico) 
and Chan Ho Park (Korea). The 2003

Bernardino," said Tracy. "Seeing the 
number of people there, several whom 
were wandering around and cannot get 
back to where they live and don't even 
know if they will find a home or smolder- 
ing ash. This is very important to me.” 

Tracy and his wife, Debra, who had 
to temporarily evacuate their own home, 
know and appreciate the heroic efforts of 
firefighters, "My wife did some baking 
and we took some pies and cookies down 
to Firehouse No. 62, As we saw in New jim tyacy and Shawn Green help the relief efforts at San Bernardino International Airport after 
York on Sept. 11, and what we're seeing the Southern California wildfires of 2003.
